The PreMiier then dv.'elt wltli the 
disorganized state of tlie Liberal par- 
ty thrcnighout the province. Me point- 
ed out that In Ynilr, Slocan and Rev- 
eKstoke the Opposition had placed no 
candidates In the field. At Kaslo and 
Grand Forks ' Liberal candidates had 
been put In at tho eleventh hour. 
Among the I.,ibprals all over the prov- 
ince be had found disaffection while 
tlie Conservatives everywhere pro- 
onted a united front.

Tho ;<jolonlst asked Mr. ;T. ."W, Pat- 
erson a few questions,' V to ^isome • of 
whjch he, replied, and pthera; of which 
. he heft - unanswered besauae he savs 
"they- . are - evidently Intended 'to b-- 
cloiid the Issue." The questions which 
"becloud the Issue" with formalities 
omitted were to the following effect: 
"If the construction of the railway 
from Victoria" to Bafkley Sound will 
not be of great value to tho city of 
victoria. 

"if he would deny that an efficient 
car-ferry service ibetween Vancouver 
Island and the Mainland south of the 
Fraser as an Integral part of a trans- 
continental railway, would be of grcit 
value to Victoria. 

"If ho would allege that competition 
between the Canadian Northern and 
Cnnadian Faclflo jvUl he of no, advan- 
tage to British Colunvbia and to the 
city of Victoria, * 

"If ho would allei;e that the V. & .S. 
railway and Its ferry connection have 
been of no advantu.go to Victoria, and 
that If they were both Improved and 
brought up to date as a part of a 
transcontinental rallwa.v system, the 
effect upon the prosperity of Victoria 
would not <be' great'.' ■ ' 

We were under the Impression that 
these were some of the Issues of the 
campaign. Mr. Paterson thinks they 
only becloud the Issue, which to his 
mind turns upon his guess work. In- 
sinuations and Innuendoes, and he 
thereforo declines to answer them. Wo 
assert that he couUl only answer these 
questions in a manner favorable to the 
government and therefore did not an- 
swer them. 

In reply to a question as to whether 
he charged Mr. E. P. Davis with being 
concerned in a conspiracy with Mr.

In Quebec ,*.ha National Transcontin- 
ental Is being constructed, and there 
are hundreds of i;milesi6f^ibther lines, 
but there is a demand "for more and 
this demand will bo supplied. 

Ontario, ono might think from the 
map, has enough railways already In 
her eastern division; but others are' 
being built, and ono of thorn Is a sec- 
tion of ,*ho Canadian is'orthern system 
from Toronto to Ottawa, wlilcli for a 
great part of tho distance will actually 
parallel and wUl' substantially paranej: 
the Grand Trunk for the remainder of 
the distance. In Western Ontario, '.ho 
National Transcontinental Is being 
constructed, but thu Ontario govern- 
ment has subsidlaod the Canadian 
Northern , Oniiirlo railway, and it and 
other new. lines are being constructed. 

In Manitoba, with Its gridiron of 
railways more are needed and aro be- 
ins built., 

in Saskatchewan a remarkable period 
of railway building has been Inau- 
gurated, In which the Canadian North- 
ern, the Canadian, PacUlc and tho 
Grand Trunk PaclHc aro taking part. 

In Alberta the same condition exists 
as in Saskatchewan, and In that prov- 
ince a railway Is 1)elng puslied north 
from Edmonton to connect with tho 
waters of' the Great Mackenzie basin. 

Everj'wfiere except in Prince' Ed- 
ward's Island and British Columbia 
there is 11 jieriod of a niost feverish 
activity In railway construction. In 
out own province nothing is bolng done 
except tho construction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and tho very deliberate 
construction of tho V. V. R. and tho 
E. & N. extension to Albernl. Wc are 
lagging behind the rest of Canada. We 
aro not living up to ,thc faith that 
we claim to have in the resources of 
our province; we are not doing what 
the outside world has reason to ex- 
pect wo would do, if our province is 
what We claim it to be. 

An opportunity is at hand to place 
ourselves in .the very forefront in tills 
respect. We can bring a new trans- 
continental railway to our ports, and 
thereby wo can stimulate the activity 
of other railways. Surely such an op- 
portunity carries with It a du.ty, and 
surely that duty is to bring about this 
period of activity that Is -now a\'ail- 
able. ■ ' ^ 

To the people of Victoria an excep- 
tional oppor.tunity presents Itself. We 
can secure the development of the re- 
sourceful, area that- lleS west *of lis. 
We can secure the terminus of a trans- 
continental line. We can secure com- 
petition in connection with tho Main- 
land. Surely .this opportunity carries 
with It a duty. } 

Is there a man who will deny that 
the day It can be asserted without fear 
of contradiction that these tilings will 
bo assured, Victoria will take on a 
now lease of life and enter upon a 
new era of prosperity? Surely no ono 
can deny this. We can make this 
statement with absolute confidence on 
Friday night, It the government Is 
sustained at the election. Surely It is 
the duty of every Victorian to sec that 
the government is sustained. If that 
should not be the result of ,the elec- 
tions, these legitimate anticipations of 
prosperity will he dlsaiipolnted, tlie 
realization of what is within our reach 
will be Indeflnitely postponed, and ,the 
tide of settlement and investment will 
he turned to those places, where there 
is work of development going on. In 
view of those things partlKanship ought 
to be made to hide Its head .while we 
all unite to secure the prosperity of 
our city. 

A 8TOf?Y OF DEVELOPMENT. 

In 1889 the railway from Begina to 
Prince Albert was taken over from its 
builders by the Canadian P;ic!llc Rail- 
way company. For over a hundred 
miles the road was througli country 
that was simply an uiioceupled waste. 
Two trains a week were run over it, 
but they earned little except the mail 
subsidy. In 1902 there was not a 
settlor In a hundred iniles south of 
Sasiiatoon, and tlio record of the land 
ofllco at Regina showed that there had 
been only one homestead application 
made for land there in thirteen years, 
and that was by a man who started a 
horse ranch. So I opeless did the situ- 
ation appear that the Saskatchewan 
Land company sued the government of 
Canada, comjilainlng that the land was 
not agricultural, and asking for dam- 
ages, their contract with tho govern- 
ment having called for agricultural 
land. Mr. Clifford Sifton, then Allnis- 
tor of the Interior, realized that If this 
sort of thing went on a black eye 
would be given to the whole pralrlo 
r'cglon. Interested himself to pr('^■ent It, 
and to make a long story i-liort, In 
June, 190a Colonel Davidson took the 
inattef in hand. That was seven years 
■ago. Now on this hundred and more 
miles of land, v.'lien then there was not 
even a telegraiili station, art! the fol- 
lowing towns; Disley, population about 
500; Bethuno and Chamberlain, about 
the same; Gralg, 1,500; GIrvan, from 
600 to 1,000; Dftvidson, l.BOO; Ilenley, 
],500; Dundiirn, 2,000; aiid many vil- 
lages. For miles on eitlier side of the 
railway are farms in close sueceHsltin, 
and a branch lino has been built SO 
miles oft to tho west., The whole re- 
gion aa far as the eye'cari 'suo, says 
one who ifnows that eounlry well, and 
wluj .seven years ago liunlcd antelojjc 
where Henley now stands, Is soil red 
where tlie jiiow has turned It tip, green 
Willi the growing grain, or golden with 
tlie ripened wheat, Jlore than 20,000,- 
000 bn.iliels of wlieat will bo talcen out 
of that district this year. The Oan- 
adlaii Norllier:. owns the line now, and 
It is one of tile most prolltable parts of 
Its system. 

The special Interest which 'this has 



to the people of Victoria at the pros- 
lent 'time "is tliat this wpnderful work 
was accomplished under the direction 
of Colonel Davidson, who Is the land 
commissioner of the Canadian North- 
ern and tho man to whom that rail- 
way 'will Jook for the development of 
the district);, throtigli which'lts British 
Columbia line will run. It is surely 
worth sometlilng to liavc a man of 
such calibre directly Interested In tho 
development of thls^provlnce.' It will 
be one of, hie ^utlWto intcrest people 
In the development ot,the'area between 
this city and Barkloy , Sound, with all 
Its great stores ^ot forest, and mineral 
.wealth. . „ i^iy.SfJ' /' ,

The s li u s waj) >&;^:,OkanagSna-ral 1 w a y 
is cited by the Opposition •'iis" a proof 
that government guarantees are dan- 
gerous things. For tlil.s niad tli.' pro- 
vincial government guaranteed u bond 
Issue of $1,249,780 at four per cent. U 
received In consideration thereof tho 
Dominion subsidy of $1G3,'.'00 and 10 
per cent of the gross earnings. Up to 
the close of the fiscal yca>- ending June 
:!0, 1807— wo have nbt the later retuin 
at hand— tho province 'had received 
$112,3ti0.1i2 from those two sources, and 
paid out on Interest $780.5.52. i)". and 
was therefore out of pocket f;!7;!.l 82.75. 

But it it; alleged that allhou.^li tlie 
bond Issue was ?l,219,7(iU. the roail 
only cost .'5000,000. Tlie interest on 

5;i;oo,ooii u]) to jiin(> 30, i'.)07, would 
have been JHO.S.OOO, and thereforo If 
tills statement of the cost is correct 
and tlie bond Issue h.ad only been for 
tlie actu:il cost of the road, the prov- 
ince would have been in funds $101,- 
360.22 by the transaction Instead of 
being out $373,102.75, a difference of 
$477,562.97 to tho public treasury. 

We note, also, that since 1905 the 
road has been more than paying Inter- 
est at 4 per cent on $000,000, which is 
said to have been its actual cost. 

The contractors for the railway were 
Messrs. r.arkiii. Patei'son and Bel!, the 
second member of the linn having been 
Mr. T. W. Paterson. It would lie in- 
teresting to learn from Mr. Paterson 
if it is true that tlie railwa.v cost less 
than hair tlie bond issue, and If so, 
who got fill' iHffoi'c'iu'i' ujioii which the 
province has licrii payin.Hf Interest for 
eightO'-ii years. 

THE WOMEN'.S BUILDING. 

Tlie erf^clioii of tlie Wonien'.s Build- 
ing at the Exhibition grounds was a 
good deal of an experiment, arid many 
persons were In doubt as to its value; 
but on] J' because they h.-ivo ;iever 
thought" about tho matter at all. The 
first experience with it at the l-^all ]''nlr 
showed that it was tlie one thing that 
was more popular than anything .^Ise. 
Since then it has.been use'd'for a ball 
and has been found to bo admirably 
adapted tor that purojise. But tliert 
seems likely to be aiiotlier and unex- 
pected use to which It will be put, and 
that is that of a social rallying point, 
where people can meet and have :i 
thoroughly enjoyable time, and whera 
the lines on wliicli Victoria society la 
marked can be broadened. Thoro neems 
to be a'']lk^tlh'o6d that'in this: building 
there will be a smoothing away of the 
angles of what is called a Victoria ex- 
cluslveness. The building Is not 
wholly paid for. and an effort Is to be 
made this week to raise mOncy to re- 
duce tlie Indebtedness. The ladies of 
the Alexandra Chili have talieii the 
matter tip. and will give a ball. The 
Club has done well to Interest Itself !n 
this matter. Like jUI proprietary clubs 
it Is not a )>iibllc org.'inizatlnn. and !t 
has taken a somewhat unusual course 
in nndcrtaldng Ibis enterlainment. It 
invites tho eitizen.s to he its iiuests for 
that evening, and to contribute, by 
purchasing tickets to defr.ay some of 
the cost of tlie structure whieii a 
number of energetic and couriigeons 
Women liavo erected. There ought to 
be a generous response.

Repoil Lacking Confirmation 
Tliat tlie St, Croix Was 
Burned at Sea. - , 



"TliG .steamer St. Croix .burned to the 
water's edge oft Point Dune, California. 
Seyqrial - hundred . lives -.lost,"' •yvaa the 
messaer^ J Intercepted by the 'operator 
"on board the steiiriier prlnceBS^yiqtorja 
last night,: as th© ; Bteamer' lay at - her. 
wharf. It was a meaaaRe from Mont- 
erey, California, 7G'j miles away. 

The report was not conlirmed. The 
report was sent from Monterey to a 
station at Friday Harbor wlion Inter- 
cepted. The St. Croix was llttod With 
wireless, and on her last trip was re- 
ported to liave liad an accident. On 
arrival in port it wiis found that her 
whistle valve blew out, killlnB Chas. 
P. Doo, her Qhlef engineer. 

VabboI Known Here. 

The St. Croix la owned'by Schubach 
and Hamlltott, and 1? being operated 
between San Francisco and San Diego, 
where :a rate war Is In progress. The 
steamer was brought to this coast by 
her owners to engage in the Cape 
Nome trade out of Seattle. She was 
for a long time operated on the New 
York and Fall Kiver service. Huilt 
at Bath, Maine, in 1895, the St. Croix 
lias a gross tonnage of 1933 tons and 
aOf'l tons net, with length of M0.7 feet, 
l)eam of 40. 4, and deptli of liold 
feet. The vessel was engined with a 
high-iiower irii;!i' expansion engine of 
:;,700 horse power, and hasi four Scot- 
tish m.irine boilers. 

On the Atlantic coast the steamer 
was licensed to carry 500 night and 800 
day passengers, for which she had 
full e(iuipmcnt. She was ntteu with Sr> 
lirst-elass, two-bertli, staterooms, to 
accommodate "JO Ilrst-class passengers 
when she reached Seattlo before going 
into the Cape Nome trade. The Btato- 
rooma are all on the hurricane, and 
upper decks and the dining siloon Is 
located on the upper deck.

per. 

Again It was stnted by tho Times 
Hint the C. N. It. would parallel the 
c;. J'. U. for the greater part of Its 
mainland leiigtli. This was equally un-

miles and no more, from Savonas to 
fort Yale. .\nd this was Impossible of 
uvoitiance.

BOUND TO HAVE 

ITS BRANCH LINES 



But tlie Canadian Northern nuiin line 
was not alone contemplated. Tlie new 
road was bound to have Its feeders — ■ 
Its brunch lines reaching out to de- 
velop sections of tlie iirovliice as yet 
waste and awaiting transporlatlon fa- 
cilities. One branch wa.s certain to 
jienetrate the Oka.nagan— another tlie 
Kootenay, the branches extending from 
Canoe river and up into the Arrow l^ake 
country. In time tlie.se auxiliary lines 
were bound to roach out into all .settled 
and resourceful sections of the vast 
provluco Of British Columbia.

The third point harped on bjr the 
Times was that In. the,- contemplated aid 
to the Canadian Northerb the country 
would be ruined. Did ever one hear 
such twaddle? Aside from the llrst 
mortgage security, had not the province 
Its indemnification, cpvcnant protected 
nnd amplified by /the' call upon tho rev- 
enues of the entire'' Canadian Northern 
system. Including "Hie la'nd ' grunt of 
sever.il inlliron acrc.s-^socurltj' that 
would be accepted as moro tliaii ample 
by any llnanclor.s of tho business world. 
Ruin the credit of British Columbia, 
indeed! Wliy only a few days since, 
a sale of crown lands at Point Grey 
had tiilfen place, when In view of . the 
promised entrance of the Canadian 
Northern to the provincial field pro- 
vincial prOiiertics had sold for quite 
three times as much as they would 
havo realized .a scant few months ago. 
(.\pplause.) The government us trus- 
tees for the people of British Colum- 
bia KiUl had some 3,500 acres at Point 
Grey, which, .sold on tlio same terms as 
lately realized, would bring _ to_tlie 
trea.sury fourteen million dollars— or 
V Itli the recent receipts, some sixteen 
millions from Point Grey lands alone. 
(Applause.) . ' 

Hold for ..Future Profit 

Tlie government'-^uld sell these lands 
today were It so nflnded and obtain the 
price, but they had larger Ideas of 
their responsibilities as oustodians for 
(he people. They proposed to hold those 
lands and get more than double their 
present value. He' was convinecd that 
with tlio stimulated growth of tho cit- 
ies nf \'ancouver .-ind New Westminster,

Touching thiit portion of tlio railway 
programme Involving assistance for the 
Kettle Uivin- Valley railroad, the pre- 
mier explained the conditions under 
which this line had originally received 
assistance, la the money mileage grant 
whlcli It is now proposed to revive. Ten 
miles of tho old line had been built, 
and on this section many accoimts were 
left, unsathdied. For tho revived KUb- 
sidy construction was assured — \vUh the 
payment of all old obligations, the em- 
ployment of only white labor, the 
standard wages, the completion of a 
ilne, with its connections, making still 
another transcontinental system? Tlie 
construction of this road meant in tlie 
initial stage eight millions expended 
with the workers and merchants of 
Brltlsli Cohunbln. The provincial as- 
sistance totaled $750.000 — $22,500 per 
annum. AVItli tho taxation for which 
the line was liable, the nut obligation 
upon the province was reduced to ?i;i,- 
500 a year for the llrst ten years ,.ind 
$0,000 per annum after the whole line 
became taxable. And so the outlay was 
more than Justified by the accruing 
bencllts. Two hundred and sixty miles 
of road would bind tho Kootenay to the 
coast, and nt a cost of but $9,00(> per 
year! The two r.ailway schemes to- 
gether Involved construction of SfiO 
miles of new railway, and the expendi- 
ture' by the companies 61| nearly a mil- 
lion dollars' a month In labor and miir 
terlal during the ne.Kt four years. (Ap- 
plause.') Wore the people of British 
Columbia — the people of Esquimau go- 
ing to turn down such an opportunity 
because they were Liberals or their 
fathers 6r grandfathoj'S had SO termed 
themselves. (Cries' of "No.") 

Ho . gra'vely questioned IC Mr. Oliver 
was at ail serious in his opposition. 
Ho certainly was wrong in asserting 
that any lesis safeguarded and cbmploto 
bargain thftn outlined would satisfy 
the government of which he (Premier 
McBrlde) iros the head. He would have 
Just that bargain, fully protected, that 
ho had described, or he would withdraw 
from politics in British ' Columbia'. 
Upon his bona Adas In this matter he 
staked his political future. 

And what did Mr. Oliver .offer as sub- 
stitute? He would, lie had declared, 
construct a line through the Hope 
mountains! 'Mr. James J. Hi|l had built 
to both sides of tho mountain In ques- 
tion nnd Mr. HiU's engineers had for 
two years been trying to get a pass 
witli suitable gradient. Mr. J. H. Ken- 
nedy, Mr. Mill's engineer, had stated 
that he could find nothing better than 
a '.IM per cent gradient, and this was 
not to bo thought of by practical rail- 
road men. ' Mr. IIlII had said ho would 
try for another pa.ss, and if he found it 
wotild build, wanting no aid from Brlt- 
lsli Colunible. 

On the other hand the poonlo had 
the practical proposal of practical men, 
supported by a practical measure of as- 
sistance, practically safeguarded — a bar- 
g.aln that would make , tho prcvinc--) 
grow — m.ako It wealthy. (Applause.) He 
could not for one moment believe that 
the voter.s of EHquIniall would close 
their eyes to such a bargain, to such 
ojiportunlties for the advancement of 
their provlneo: he did not count tliein 
as so many sheep blindly to follow 
wlicn .Tiiha Jardlae called. Touching 
tlie feiTv eonni'.-'.lon prnnilsed, tlu-! I'rr^- 
mler slioweil lijw 110 englnrerliu; diffi- 
culties c.vlsteil to tile serious disadvan- 
tage of JCngllsli Bluff as lins been stat- 
ed. He fui-tlier Kuarantee<I that the 
eventual contract by which the ten- 
tative agreetnent will be implonu-nted, 
will spcu'ify a turbine or other extra- 
modern ferry, the best of the times, to 
enable the Canadian Nortlu^rn to com- 
pete in time and more than coniiiete 
in rates, with the Caniidlan r'aclflc. 

In respect to tho Victoria and Bark- 
loy Sound .section, without going Into 
the great develoiiment value id' tills 
line, whlcli othtu's would do during the 
course of the present camiialgn,' its 
construction winild induce the (Estab- 
lishment at Esquimau of mills of tho 
largest and most important sort. Two 
milling "companies had signincd that 
they were merely awaiting the com- 
pletion of the bargain contemplated, by 
the endorsement of the people, to at 
once proceed With Industrial projects 
and .th?i erection of plants at Esqui- 
nuut, giving employment 'to no fewer 
than 5,000 people. The . location of 
these would be JSsaulmalt, antl they 
would begin construction as soon as 
this railway bill was passed by tho 
parliament of British Columbia (Ap- 
plauBO.) Any opponent of such a de- 
velopment and progressive policy de- 
served not a aingio vote on 'Vancou- 
ver Island.

Of course, it must Ijc understood 
j that the .erreat body of women worUei'.'-- 
those who as wives and mothers luul 
daugliter.s carry on the work in .'lie 
homes, without which society would 
cease to exist. Is not counted here. 1, 
is tliose wlio have left tlie homo to 
work and wliose worth in the world of 
labor can be measured, who are spoken 
of as wage-earners. Women are only 
employed in a third of thi! occupa.'.ions 
which are going on In c:an;ida. Men 
are at work In all but eight i)er cent 
of the employments. On the farms 
there arc eight men to every woman 
i emiiloyed, there are a little more than 
twice as many men as women en- 
j gaged in doine.s'.ic or personal ser- 
j vice more than lour times as many 
I in tile factories and ten times as many 
j in trade and transiiortalion. The pro- 
I fessioiial class wliicli includes civil 
1 servuiils, achool teachei-s, steiiogvapli- 
I er.s and lyi)ewriters as well as the 
j doc'ors, lawyers and ministers, is more 
j iMiually divided, the projiortion l)eing 
1.:M men to 1 woman. It is said that 
' iiian>- .-More men than women earned 
money outside their regular enii)loy- 
incnt. Here again •every woman knows 
■the statement is misleading. Who can 
tell how many of these teachers, typu- 
.wrl^ers and aulcawomen work after 
iiours as housekeepers, dressmakers 
or milliners? It is safe to say that 
for one man who engages In'any gainful 
occupation after working hours there 
are ten women and more who save 
money in many ways by the work of; 
tlu ir hands. 'J"ho largest eariiihgs for 
bolli men and v. omen were in the pro- 
fessional class. The figures given are 
based on the census returns of ten 
years ago. It is perhaps doub.'.ful if, 
so far as men are concerned, the high- 
est earnings of men would be In the 
same class today. Tliere is little In- 
dication that Canadian women are as 
yet unduly or injuriously Influencing 
the labor market.

In niaii.\- (•ounlrles tlie 
leaching of ethics has ln'cu left in 
the iialiiis of til" I'liiii-clies ;md the | 
schools ail.' iiinh i- tlu-ir control. Uiil | 
in the I 'oiled ,Stales and in most of j 
the i)ro\-inces ipf (.'anada this is not 
the c;isi.'. The schools are nndenoiiii- 
Mational. lint it is contended that 
tlien' I.'- iKJthin.g in the s,\'steiii of 
( 'lirisliaii elhics in w liicli not only all 
Cbristians hut all good men of all re- 
ligions do not agree. This is the 
Brounil taken by the Baptist body of 
the United States who ask that Chris- 
tian othici! shall be taught in tlie 
schools.

contract will stop them. 

"There are no provisions in regard 
to the •control of rates. There is no 
provision in regard to a sinking Iind.

Egeria IVlay Become a Train in,g' 
Sliip for the. Naval Educa- 
tion of Canadians 



Instructions have been .•'ont liy tho 

I5rllish Admiralty lo '-'iiiit. Pairy ot 
ir. M, S. JOgM-la, the imviil survey ves- 
sel wliich lias .lust cinnideleil lier sea- 
son's hydrograpliic work lii nortlieni 
l<rltlsh Columbia waler.s and returned to 
ICsqulinalt for the winter, to prepare 
for the transfer of ICsqulmnit naval 
station from the Imperial government 
to the Dominion of Caiuida. In a letter 
leci'iNiil I'l'din till' .Admiralty Capt. I'ar- 
ry lia.s bi.'i n lii.sti'Ui-ti'il, In the absence 
of Commander CrawtorU of H. M. S. 
Shearwater, the senior naval officer on 
this station lo make tlie transfer "as 
soen as the arrangements are made by 
the Ottawa goveriinicnt. The nnvul- 
yanl luid eiiulpnii'iit will lie turned over 
Id Canada as soon as tlie officials are 
apiiolnted to take cliaige. 

The Jigerla has bei ii suiveylng this 
season In Edye passage, Schooner Fas- 
sago and Brown passage, channels 
which will assume Importance with, re- 
gard to the navigation to and from 
Prince I^upcrt seaward, and some im- 
portant work has been done. A great 
number of dangers to iiiivigation being 
located. A list of roolis foun<l, with 
particulars relating to tlicm. has been 
forwarded to the marine and llsherlea 
department at Ottawa. 

Capt. Parry and the ship's company 
of H. .S. Kgorla are .awaiting ordi^rs, 
and thiM'o is much spoeiilation wlietlier 
the hydrographic work nf the old w,ar- 
ship will be contlmieil. Ii is generally 
understood that the conr.i lloii of her 
survey work tho Egeria will be turned 
over to the Canadian govoinment for 
use as a tr,ainiMg ship on the Ksfiui- 
malt station. When His Kxcellency 
the Governor General, Karl Grey, was 
on his, recent northern trip, ho looked 
over tho Egorla and ho Is known to fa- 
vor the plan of converting the JSgoria 
'into a training ship where the Cana- 
dian youth could be taught to tit him 
for a nav.al career. 

It Is understood that with tho pend- 
ing transfer of tlic Ksqulmalt naval 
yard to the Canadian Bovernlnent the 
liydrographlc work on this coast will 
bo undertaken solely by the Dominion 
government, whose steamer Llllooet was 
engaged near Prince Rupert this sum- 
mer. *

Advices have, been reccdved from 
Port 'Alfred, Cape Colony, that a tiuan- 
tlty of charred and broken decking 
■,ind a deck hatch have been washed 
ashore near there. It Is considered 
that this may have come from 'the 
long-mlssing Waratab, of which no- 
thing has been heard slfico she left 
Diirbtm for f^apetown and England on 
.July 2f;th last. 

'I'he reports froin Manila tluat the 
I'.ritish steamer Marlow had slglited a 
vi'ssel on lire oil tlie Natal coast was 
taken at the time to Indicate iliat the 
Waratah had been destroyed by t\v{\, 
but diserepamdes in the time .show'd 
that this was unlikels'. 

•Since it has been learned that the 
vessel sighted frorn tho Harlow was 
the North German Lloyd steamer Bor- 
kiirn, which has .since reached Bremen. 
AVhen tile German steainer took fire 
the outbreak was oh.strved In time lo 
admit of 4000 cases of (lyntiiiilte. as 
well as twenty eases of delonatin's, lii-- 
Ing ji;tti.^nncil bid'orr the tlamcs l uiild 
r.'.-icli ihem. and a terrible exidoHloii 
was tberid).\- averted. The (lellireak 
bappei)ed six d.iys after thf Horkum 
left Xalal. Thv elib-f i ngini-er dcteid- 
od a smell of burning, which he traced 
to No. 4 hatch. An alarm was imme- 
diately raised :t'1 hose was played 
through tno ^.-ittin hold in tho No.

Throughout the night the hold was 
ke|it under ii full iiressurt! of steam. 
Uright names aod den.'ii; volumes of 
smoke were issuing through the hatch 
of the lower hold. The captain im-' 
mediately had threi' hoses directed to 
the spot, and fov.'ed .'iteam on the lire. 
Tlic> seat of the on. break was found 
to be In the lower holil. Care had. to 
be exercdsed I y those in cliarge of the 
hose that thi'y did not trend on any 
i liarred materiiil. The lire seemed to 
be greedily devouring cargo, consisting 
of bales of juipor, cloths, cottons, and 
general merchandise. Several pack- 
\ges of tho burning material were re- 
mover and proiTiiitly Jettisoned. The 
task, though most iinpIeaHant, was 
nianfiilly tacdiled b\- the crew, who 
several times were nearly overcome 
by the (mormons volumes of smoke 
aiul the beat.

THE G^ REAT O LYMPIC 

More Than Half of Framing of Giant 
White Star Liner Is .. 
Completed 

Advices from Belfast atato that work 
is well advanced" in tho framing ot tlie 
monster "White Star llnor Olympic, be- 
ing constructed by Harland & Wolff at 
their Belfast yards. The vessel is now 
more than half framed. Amidships, and 
forward the lower deck beams are be- 
ing placed In position, l-'rom tlie en- 
gine-room aft the hold columns and 
deck girders were nttod in conjunction 
with the framing to. obviate the neces- 
sity of tho usual wood shoring aft. The 
question of shoring and staging in these 
vessels was naturally a more difficult 
one than usual owing to tho great 
height from the ground at the ends of 
tho vessel, and this has been overcome 
bi' tho builders by means of a number 
of light Iron latticework trestles which 
they have constructed for staging pur- 
poses. The shell plating of the Olym- 
pic ai)pears above the upper turn of ths 
bilge, tlie whole so far having been 
hydraulic riveted from the keel up. 
Some idea of the Immensity ot tho worl; 
Involved In the construction of sucli a 
lovlathian ns the Olympic may he 
gained by a few statistics. Tho wcigiit 
of the rivets In tho ship's double bot- 
tom alone woigli 270 tons, numbering 
about .=100,000, ■ tlio largest being 1 VI 
incdies in diameter. The heaviest plote 
■weighs i'.i tons, and is 3G feef long. 
The stern frame, which. Is already In 
position, weigiiB 70 tons; tho rudder lOO 
tons: and tho boss arms 73^ tons aft 
and 45 tons' forward. The largest beam 
used tops four tons, and measure's 92 
feet.

GrllTIths, at London, exciting a grciit 
deal of attention in lOnghmd, The 
passage of sotncj laiv. governing such 
Insurance Is being: discussed from 
ev(;ry point of VjICiW;' 'Whether Or not 
the effort to majtb this insurance com- 
pulsory by par!la'mcn*.ary cnacttnont 
will succeed Is still ft..matter of doubt, 
but a strcnuotiH effort, Mr. Griffiths 
says, will be made to obtain' the p.-is- 
sage of such a la-,v. The president 
of the British board of trade has re- 
cently outlined the proposed legisla- 
tion, IIo desires to have it compul- 
sory, contributory and sjiecialized as 
to difCereiu grouijs of trades.

Expecting to form an efficient jilan 
for the extension of its mcmljership 
and influence among textile workers, 
especially in Canada, in tlie south, and 
in Pennsylvania, the United Ti>xti!e 
Worltors of .-Vmerica, met »l Washing- 
ton, D. C, last week In annual con- 
vention. TlKU-e were ])rescnt about 
forty delegates, xopresentlng ten thou- 
sand organized workers. Samuel Gom- 
pers, president, of , the Federation of 
Labor, was given an quthusiastic re- 
ception when lie arrived,' He apoko 
with great vigor upon tho necessity of 
the members of organizi.'d labor pro- 
viding all forms of insiirunce for 
themselves Instead of iilacing their 
money in the coffers of his great in- 
surance corporations of the countiy. 
Keferring to his age, r,<) j-ears, .Air. 
Gompers said tliat he wan satisfied 
that there were a, couple of "good 
fights in him still." ".\iul God knows," 
he added, "I don't know anything I 
would rather do than fight fur iny fol- 
low men. l love peace; but when 
there is no other way to secure justice 
for my fellow men and women, then 1 
say fisrht, and fight hard."

It is practically certain that so far 
nB the province of Ontario Is concern- 
ed, contract prison labor will soon be 
inactically abolished, Hon. Mr. llan- 

na in an address thm week said: "If 
we can put the iirlsonora iil certain 
lines of wholesome woi'lc .ind abandon 
the use of Klrljied suits and the crop- 
Iiing of hair, wlilcli liclps to crush out 
the few good points left in a prisoner, 
it will uiidoul)ledly coiuiiiend itself to 
the people." Mr. llnnna explained 
that the government's new policy has 
been adopted with a view to meetluK 
the complaints of org^nlssed labor as 
to undue competition. While it Is true 
that organlKcc! labor has always fought 
against the system of prison contract 
labor, in part on the score of undue 
competition with outside free labor, it 
is also the fact that orga.nizeii labor 
has taken the higher moral grotiiul, 
oliiectlng to the contrui tmg system a.s 
degrading to its victims, and deiiriving 
them of the opportunities for that 
moral r.^formatlon of character which 
should bo the primary object of all 
penal punlshmont'."^ ^ . ^

The C. V. R. was 
built by Chinese labor. The G. T. P. 
say they cannot get sufllclent whiter 
laljor. ']''hey will get an extension of 
timt'. Does any ono suppose that if 
Mackeir,2ie and Mann will iall down 
there would be any forfeit? AVould 
the public staiuj for a refusal of e.\- 
tension of time? The Premier pointed 
out at Chilllwack, offered tlie bribe, 
that this meant that in four years 
soinetliing over thirty millions would 
be spent In wages and getting supplies;

Rovlcwing tho manoeuvres wliicii 
were held in Great Britain this year, 
Sidney Low writes: Twenty years ago 
it was bad form to .talk. shop, in a reel

1. Undue loss of weight caused by 
absence of butter, cheese, milk, and of 
sulficlont fatty fcods. 

2. Xoiiraigi.'i, cat'sed by "run down" 
systems Imiiroperly nourished. 

Headaches, indigestion, and allied 
ills, due principally to absence of 
green vegetables. 

As .to tho existing army food sched- 
ule, the vegetable ration as It at pres- 
ent stands Is extremely varied. Includ- 
ing as it does preserved potatoes, rice, 
peas, onions, leeks, calavajiees, dlioll, 
and oatmeal, the Issue of wb.u-ii Is 
governed by th;; climate in wlilcli 
operations are .'aldiig place, and the 
nature of the indigenous vegetables. 
Most of these articles are issued In 
lieu of ordinary fresli vogetaliles, but 
split peas, oatmeal, etc., are the ration 
e(iuivalents of flour. . Porter can also 
be issticd as a tleld ration in the i)ri;- 
por.'.lon of one pint for each rum i-a- 
tlon of lialf a gill. Tea, which was 
formerly only '.2 -ounce per man dally, 
was Increased in December last to %- 
ounce, wliilst llie quantity (4 ounces)' 
of dried vegetables was ' reduced by 
one-half. If the mnnt ration is .con- 
sidered too much for the troops, ',i - 
I)ound of biscuits can be substituted 
fm- an etpial weight of meat, and when 
( iieese and bacon are procurable these 
comestibles can also be Issued In lieu 
of meal. 

The whole C|uestiiui of soldiers' moss- 
ing is ijeing taken up by a special v.ar 
office committee, wlili-h will meet In 
a few davH and laiui evidence from 
both officers and men in regard to I lie 
food supplied and the methods of 
cooking. 

In none ot the p.-irts of the iilmiiire is 
mllitar,\- ti-aining being better provl- 
di.-d for by the government than in 
Australia. In the estimates just pass- 
.od by the Ottawa government the vole 
the militia If) 'increased by $7.'iO,OUU, j 
and in New Zealand the budget pro- 
posals Include the raising of a loan 
not exceeding $2,000,000 at iier cent 
for tho fuiniment of the Dreadnought 
offer, l^hj naval proposals Involve a 
total expenditure of £26,000 annually, 
£150,000 towards the cost of tlie 
Dreadnought and XIOO.OOO as a contri- 
bution to the admiralty to cover the 
dilferonco between tho imperial and 
local rates ot pay. Regarding internal 
defence. It \n proposed in Xew Zealand 
to rocogiiizo the iireseut system on lines 
!i]ipro\-e(l by tile imperial defence con- 
ference as applied to local condition.-,, 
^Ml l)o\-s between the ages of 12 and 
It; will undergo an elementary progres- 
sive training in tile cadet di\-lsi(ni. All 
young luen betwe(n IS and 111 will un- 
dergo lu-(j \-ears' compulsiu-y tr.-ilning 
on stated e\'eniugs, half da.vs and whole 
days, and also M days annually In 
j camii. A volunteer force (jf 2(t,00l) will 
I also be maintained, and rilie clubs ^\■ 
be encouraged. The cost oi the seJier 
is estimated at .'Jl Oil. 000, 
sum of ,1: l.'iO.OdO will 1)0 exix-nded in a 
period ot tliree years on adilitional ar- 
inamonl and Hold eipilpnient. 

In Australia there Is a mllltarj- boom. 
Provision has been made In the esti- 
mates 'for. from $20,000 to $:;.■), 000 for 
this purpose. That the Australian 
mllltaiy caU^ere will be far-reaching In 
its curriculum is assured Ijy a,«cheme 
v/hlch has. not yet been made public 
by the MJtllfe.ry Bnarict of the Common^ 
wealth, but -\vhioh will provide not 
only fo^, the education of young aspir- 
ants for (Jmilitary 'ofllce,' t|ftt< will also 
Include' in the syllabus classes Tor ofli- 
cers and non-commissioned ndlcers of 
all grades and ail branches of the ser- 
vice idlier than those of ihe sirlctly 
selenllllc croriis. for which s^iecial pro- 
vision will lie lu.-ule. 

Part or the ediu-.-itlonai in.iic.v o[ tlui 
Defence Department of Australia is the 
establisliment of a permanent school 
of musketry f(n- the ( 'oiiimonwoaltli. 
Tliis lias bi'eii r(.'eognl;'.ed as a nccos. 
sity for many years, and the develo\i- 
nients o[ llie last few months liav(> 
made the necessity more imporativn 
than over before. 

It has been announced that In coi-11- 
plcto the Field Artillery establish- 
ment ot the Commonwealth fifty or 
more 18-pounder guns are under order- 



That means the raising of a dozen 
more batteries. At present Uhere is no 
possibility of carrying on an increased 
establishment without considerable dis- 
ruption in tho commissioned and non- 
commissioned ranks . of ' tho exLstlng 
batteries. Recently, the formation oC 
the Howitzer Battery made demands on 
the other units , of ^ the brigade that 
seriously Impeded their etUcioncy, and 
the question now arises us to how fur 
the evolution of Field Artillery can- be 
borne in any one State. At present 
the opportunities for instruction In this 
arm of the service are Inaderiuate. The 
creation of new militia batteries will 
not Impiove the conditions, and the 
Military Board has now to contdder how 
best to d'Rposfi of tho money at Its dis- 
posal and what to do with tlie guns 
that are now in stor(! awaiting allot- 
ment. Tiiere is a feeling among some 
artillerists that tho citl/.en-soldler .side 
of the ca.se should have tlrst eonslder- 
ation. On the other hand, liowever, 
the argument Is advanced that it Is no 
good bringing units into existence un- 
less there are means of providing 
leaders for them — tUe ofTicers and non- 
commissioned otrioors; and this per- 
sonnel cannot be provided -ivltli any 
prospect of ediciency unless there is ii 
permanent scliool of gunnerv for the 
Field Artillery. 

The Important part which field .ar- 
tillery will play in all future wars be- 
tween civilized nations has been re- 
cognized since the Boor war, and free- 
ly admitted ■■ .since the Manchurl.an 
campaign. Its bearing- upon Austra- 
lian defence organlzaUori' has been in- 
dicated by the announced detormlna- 
tlon of the government to not only 
provid(^ guns and equipment for sev- 
eral additional batteries, but also to 
increase the standard of training by 
providing- for nine more days In eacli 
year's elUelency. This extra Instruc- 
tion will, howe\-er, be pr;ietlcall v use- 
less unless a comprehensive sciieme Is 
arranged for the education of oliicer.s 
not holding commissions and of the 
non-commissioned officers from whose 
ranks the officers and Instructors of 
the future must to a very large extent 
he drawn. 

Airships in War 

■\Vitli all possible se-crecy aerial war 
manoeuvres were carried on at Cologne 
two weeks ago. Alr.ships of three 
types— Zeppelin, Parseval and Grossr- 
took part, as well - as two companies 
of the Airship Battalion. Ofllclallv It 
Is stated that the object of the man- 
oei vres was to train the men, and to 
ac(,uanit the oflicers with tho con-ipli- 
cated mechanism of th,! ;iirsliips, so 
that Ihey may learn to dii-ect tlieir 
llight. Tlie llrm of Krii|ip, of Essen, 
have constructed a reversibln camion; 
that Unge torpedoes arc; being Import- 
ed from Sweden, and that a new ex- 
ploalvo has been Invented in Cologne 
all of which are designed for uso 
against airships. Cohsequentiv it must 
issumed that the real object of the 
(lerman military cdmmlaslon is ' to ex- 
periment with and 'to study the value 
of these . new v/eapoh«. and this would 
account for the.: secrecy of tin. whole 
riroeeedlngs. ■ At-' the^ same time, it Is 
Interesting to learn -thai the airship 
Zeppelin UI. has received its third 
motor, which give.s it a total of 4r,i) 
h.p., tiiereby extending Its radius to 
over 50 miles an hour, or a speed of 
about li; yards a second. What such 
an airsliip might -be capable of doing 
in time of war, Is.. asiyet. an. undecided 
question, but thera .icah J)e..,no..doubt 
that it would bei ahle tb-'do more than 
an insignineant amount of mischief. 
This the German iiuiiioritles know only 
too well, and It accounts for the pains 
they are taking to perfect the airship, 
not as a pleasure- -craft but as»an agr 
gresslve and defensive instrumentl^of- 
war.

All mii;lu have been well in ihis reLjard 
h'ad serviceable nets been is-^ued lo the In- 
dians, but the Colonist is infonneil by i-redible 
witnesses thai the lirsl issue of nets was made 
up of cheaply purchased discards refused by 
white fishermen, and which il'c sahnon went 
throujich as soon a,s they were put in use. The 
Indians naturally concluded that net< " (m-c im- 
practicable and could not lie dei)ended upon 
when their whole livelihood was in the bal- 
ance. 

The lan<l (|nestion which has been fully 
and fre(|uenth- discu.-sed in recent months, 
comes secondly amoufj the real troubles of the 
natives precipitating the recent crisis, 

The pictures which arc reproduced in this 
issue alTord ^^raphic and inlereslinj^- illustration 
of much of the domestic life and Inibits of 
northern Skeena tribes. The salmon uf)on be- 
ing- taken from the ri\'er w.m'c in the old days 
sun-dried and stored in caches elevated ui)on 
posts li.i defeat _ihc burglarious attentions of 
marauding' wolves. These caches arc seen 
all along the northern waterways and it is 
part of the present Indian bill of grievances 
that frequently their stores have been uticcrc- 
moniously "lifted" by prospectors and other 
white tra\ ellcrs. and in many cases the caches 
themsehes destroyed. ' 

The Indian graveyartls whose preservation 
from the railway builders has been a fealtu'e 
of more recent com]ilaint are anionj;' the most 
])icturescpic and typical features of the cotm- 
try, it being the custom to provide the graves 
of ciiicfs with specially ornate and carefully 
• constructed wooden tcimbs. manv of which (lis- ^ 
play considerable artistic a< well as mechanical 
skill. Avhile in the more recent there is to be 
noted a cttrious co-niingling oi tlir lessons 
laught ])}■ the missionaries with the legendary 
and tribal signs and fashions of nldcr days. 

in bridge building the northern natives dis- 
- jday a not inconsiderable mechanical skill, the 
principle of the truss being frequently employ- 
ed as' well as suspensibn and in one instance 
of the . cantilever. 

In connection witii life preparation of Ger- 
ries to slightly vary the stajilc diet of salmon, 
it may be mentioned that the service or 
nllalala berries are those most in favor. These 
berries are gathered in .August and are |)laccd 
in great spruce l.iarlc bo.\es or haslcels, stones 
heated in a lire being thr()wn in on loj) of the 
berries and gradually cooking them, .\ftcr the 
Ijcrries are thus. cooked they are moulded into 
flat cakes, usually about twelve inches long 
by six incites wide and three-qtiarters of an 
inch .thick, and these are laid oil slats over a , 
slow lire until thoroughly dried, when they, are 
put away for winter use. In the southern 
p;n t of the province service berries are simply 
dried in the sun in the same manner as cur- 
rants. 

The Indians of this flistrict. \n (|noie the 
observations of the Provincial .Mineralogist 
"made on a visit to the cUstrict in 1905. are 
shiftless and-' improvident not so much from 
lack of ability as from long-continued lack of 
necessity: for, before the whites overran their 
hi.irding grounds, beaver and salmon were 
plentiful, and a lix'ing was easil}' maile. 'I"he 
buildings and warehouses of tlie lltulson's May 
compan_\' and the maii\' churches are evidence:; 
of native skill in earpcnt" " These they built, 
squaring the logs and whip-sawing, planing 
and tongue and groovinj?- al' the boards for the 
interior finishing. Of late farming has played 
a c<insj)icinjus part among the occupations of 
the Indians and the;. <j\vn nimierous horses anfl 
ciUle. which ai'c largely left to rustle for 
Hieni^ehes in winter, but little hay being put 
up. and that little the coarse product of 
the swamps. 



BAD WORDS 

W'e all know what is meant by bad words 
in a tract. The}' ai'e words which some people 
n^e Oi express bad temper; oiliers to sliow 
that they ai'c no fiiriians; and othci's again 
bec.'oise they ;n"e their <>\\\\ rne.'ins of oinphasis, 
or from mere habit. I'.ut all know that these 
are bad words when they use them. The bad 
words of which we wish to speak arc not 
known \n be had b} those who use them; in- 
deed, they are used liecausc they are thought 
to be good words aiid to express romance or 
hnr.ioiir or ])rofundity of thought. Th;it is 
often the very rea.-.()n why ihey are bad I'or sin- 
gle words cannot express such things, and lo 
use thein with such a purpose i.s to overstrain 
them. It is not the fault of the words them- 
.sclv.es that they' beconic bad, but of those who 
misuse them. Take, t'or instance, (lie word 
"gloaming." It is an old word, and no (Undjt 
was cince good euottgli. lint it lias been so 
much used to e.\pre^s sentimental feelings 
about twilight that it would be difficult now 
for any one to use it without suggesting sen- 
timenta'l associations. " It has been overworked, 
I3ccause.it has been sui)posed to make poetry 
by itself; and thus it gives a jaded air to any 
sentence that contains it. .\notlier old word, 
"'afterinath." has suffereil in the same way, 
Jts' \'ery (ptaintncss ;.nd its picluresc|uc nsso- 
clalions have le'/npted writers to ttsc it too 
jnuch. These (pialilies make it too prominent 
in any sentence .that is not otherwise full, gf 
romance br passiori. It is apt to look like 
a purple patch on a drab texture, so that we 
notice nothing else in a sentence that contains 
it. There,' arc' many other ,w,ords that are or 
h'ave 'been" misused in the s^'me - y^zy. Thoy

Tito worst 'eN!»n>ides of litis kind of word arc 
"obieetivo" atul "sid>ieetive," "'.\hsolute" and 
"relative" are mu ntueh better, Nowadays any 
writer who uses "objective" ioid "subjective " 
is to he distrusteil, for the ehain'es are that he 
is trying to evade a difficult passuge of 
thought. Thai is the-worsl of words such as 
these, which are sitp|>csed..tO contain, « uuiss of 
profound meaning ih themSelVCs. Jttst as the 
word "gloaming" van persuade some writers 
that they are making poetry when they are 
so the words "objective" and "subjective" can 
persuade lUhers that they are thinking when 
they are not. The vice is id" the .same nature 
in both cases, Worcls are strained to do the 
work of sentences, and in the ])rocess they 
hypnotize the u.ser of them into thinking that 
he has done what he has not done. T'hey make 
writing e.'isy and reading hard, at least for 
those who i)refei to know the meaning of 
what they read. For there is. of course, a 
el.'iss of readers, as of .writers, who like to 
l)ersuade themselves that they are thinking 
profoundly when they arc not thinking at all. 
For these "objective" and "subjective," ami 
"relative" and "absohde." ;ire "huge ck>udy 
symbols of a higii romanee." and have taken 
tfie place of those thei.dogical wcn'ds and 
phrases fur which men once' shed blood all the 
more readily because they could not under- 
stand them. There is only one way of escap- 
ing the slavery of words, and that is to know 
exactly whst-thcy mean. The man who does 
this is their master; and even if he has, there- 
fore, a small vocabulary, it is better to be. the 
master of a few words than the slave of 
many. 

'J'herc art many other kinds of bad words 
but they are of less importance People arc 
always — and rightly — protesting against the 
word "reliable," because it ought to be "rely- 
on-ablc"; but. at any rate those wdio use it 
know wliat they mean by it. Then there 
arc mongrel words like "bicycle" It would 
be better, no doubt, if they were pure-bred ; but 
the use of them does not vitiate thought; and 
e\cn the pedant soon forgets to shiver if he 
hears them often. There is nothing, however, 
to be said forewords which mean something 
different from what they are supposed to 
mean, or for words which arc used only be- 
cause they are long. Thus "definitive" is now 
often used for "definite;'." merely bccatise it 
has another syllable. Needless to say, they 
mean c|uilc different things, and that the 
longer should be used for the shorter is a cu- 
rious instance of the love of long words for 
their own sake. This, no doubt^ is the result 
of having nothing to say: for' to ' the writer 
who is in that ease long words are not waste - 
fid, hut economical. Then there are words 
which advertise n luimor(.-us intention, and 
they .are useful oidy to a writer who wotdd 
'like to make a joke hut has none to make. 
One of the most I'ashionahle of these at present 
is "cryptic." which is commoidy used to ex- 
press contempt. If yoti say that something 
is "decidedly cryptic" you mean to imply 
humorously that it is both obscure and not 
worth understanding. I'ut since what you 
!ia\'e to sa}' is not in itself humorous, you 
C'lnnot mak'e it so by an_\- choice of words : 
and the \'cry effort to do so proves that you 
are not a good judge of humour., Nearly all 
vices of ivriting come from the writer's de- 
sire to make himself out differently from what 
he is. and usually from his pretense that he has 
something to sa}- when he has nothing. The 
main difficulty of a writer is. and always has 
been, to get something to say, something that 
is clear enough in his mind to he said i)re- 
cisel}' in words. Writers wdio cannot sur- 
mount this difficulty fall into all the .vices 
of style: and in ])articular they try to make 
words do the work of thought or emotion. 
Every writer, even the best, is liable to be 
tempted by words, for they ai'e always lying 
in wait for his moments of weariness or lazi- 
ness, always offering to do what they cannot 
(In; and that is the re.'isoii wh\' man}' good 
writers lo\'e best the plain, imijrctending words 
which can deceive no one about their mean- 
ing, not even the man who uses them. — Lon- 
don Times.

The Treasure House 
of England 

First of all chancellors of the exchequer 
was iJugo]in, the faithful comptroller of lid- 
ward the Coiifi;.ssor, and under his prudent 
eye the first mfasurc house of England was 
constructed as a natural and necessary adjunct 
to the great cathedral^i-^hichf^iis^^mas^ 
building u poll 'the' ' uhsfabie " fdtihUatidhs ^ 
Thorney Island in'thc Thimcs off VYestmhr- 
ster. There were several reasons which may 
li;ive determined him in his seieclion of the 
jiosition. i''irst, the new stone structure that 
was then rising behind the Confessor's scaf- 
folding i)oles was the only strong and stout 
building in or near London; for we must re- 
nieniber? that t)ie: ground on which the Tower 
was sooii'to staild wis then still occupied oidy 
by a cluster "oI- fisher-huts overlooking ~thc 
i'ool. Moreover, the sanctity of tlie spot, 
which, as all the world then knew, had been 
Sjiecially consecrated in the presence of l.'alric 
the ferrj'inan by St. Peter in person, assisted 
by an angelic hpst— the droppings from whose 
celestial cai'idle.s proved ''Edi-lc's tale next day 
to he true — helped to- protett the treasures 
there guariled ; while the continual presence 
of the abbe}' clei'g}', then stout members as 
well of the Chiircli militant as of the Chiu'ch 
iiiiiiistrant, gave an addiliijual guarantee of 
safety. Yet in the end it was to be by them, 
and not by laymen, that the trcasur}' was to 
be rifled. There maj' be foijnd recorded i\i 
the carvings on the tonih of Rdward tlie Con- 
fessor himself an amusing little incident which 
must have been the immediate cause of the 
liuilding of the treasury-shrine which yester- 
day, for the first tini'e in English history, was 
thrown open to the jjublie as the Cha()cl of 
the l^yx, .\ patient search between the tre- 
foils .of the frieze of the tomb of the Confessor 
will reveal .a ..little represen|;atioix.;0,f^ St„,J£d- 
Avard, lazily feppsiii^ . oiv his clbbw' in bed, 
hi.s head upon his hand, . watching the opera- 
tions of a thief who has just broken open the 
adjacent strong ho.x in which the royal treas*- 
urc was guarded. The story is not as well 
known as it should be^. Realizing at last, by 
an incautious movement of. the king, tha^ vhe 
was detected, the ' terrified tliief dotiUl VnoVe 
neither hand nor foot. The griin wit of the 
king's comment recalls Lord Rosebery's recent 
criticism of llugolin's latest successor in the 
chancellorship. "Von had better fly the coun- 
try," said he, "or the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer will not leave you even a halfpenny." 
llugolin, whose indignant expostulations at 
this leniency were laughed;|it by ,Edward,nU 
have thought it highitihie lo biiild a tretiS'ifre 
house of a somewliat safer description than 
King h'dward's bedroom seemed to be. So the

Perhaps • becausp of its 
precious contents, it was spared when Henry's 
ruthless hand tore down the splendid abbe}' 
that the Confessor had raised Init 200 years 
bel'ore f")ean Stanley gi\'es us a list of what 
was guarded here that might make a modern 
American millionaire's mouiii water. VVa}^- 
laiid Smith's sword was there, the vei'}' blade 
that knighted 11 enry II. — you can hear Puck's 
whirnper under the heavy Norman roof) for if 
ever, an English weapon should have been 
preserved to us it wasahis Sussex blade — and 
the Saxon regalia, blunt, crude circlets and 
sceptres, with here and there the magic lraccr\' 
of Kells in enamel, or some lacerline ornament, 
lialf-I'',rse, half-Xorse, upon which h'tlielred 
may have crushed a huge balas ruh\', careless 
of the damage There, too, was the dagger 
that ^ound Edward 1. at Ac,re, probably some 
stout katar, more knuckleduster than dagger, 
■with arabesques of Damascene work from haft 
to point; St. Ncot's cross, iierhaps the silver 
original from which was shaped the famous 
four-hole cross, wliicii still exists; the gaunt- 
let worn by King John of France on the fiehl 
that very sceutre which is shown held in the' 
coinage: the Black Cross of Hob-rood, depos- 
ited by no less a hand than of the Hammer of 
the Scots himself: ahd. most mystic of all, 
the sword with which King .\tlielstaii cut 
through the Lunhar rncl^. There is not one 
treasure in the list that I I enry V. would not 
have gone to war !<.) recover, and. perha])s. 
thai e\en Parii;iinent toda\' would not x'oie 
100,000 to ret.-iin within the -Varrow Se.'i. 
Piul the}' are all gone. They were stolen, 
not by some enemy's splendid raid, but by 
the stc'dthy iniipiity of men '^f God, The 
siili-prior of Westniinsier contrived the plot, 
and the sacrist;i,i liel])ed him to carry it out. 
In two black' panicrs the treasure was ferried 
across to the suutbeni hanlc nf the Thames, 
and li,-is nc\'ei' been lieai'd of since. W'e li.'ix'e, 
indeed, one, ,'iii(l onlv <Mie relic left of our 
earliest moiiarehics. It is the ^■.appllirc that 
is set Ml. the cross surniounting the crown of 
Engh-ind. Ttut this was taken from the Con- 
fessor's own tond). and after vicissitudes ri- 
v.-illed only by die history of the Koh-i-Xoor, 
was left as a legac}- tn C.eorge III. h}' the 
Cardinal of \'(.)rk (Henry iX.. ,\ll else is 
gone Perha])s. ;ifter all, none of these spleii- 
ifid S)''mbols was likely to survive the com- 
monwealth and the Stuarts, for of later 
treaslue the .Vgineourt ruby and one corona- 
tion jewel stand almost alone in the British 
regalia today.

A Grim Relic . 
Under the iron bands and clasps of the 
vdaor,.,leading. from the treasury there are said

The Homing Instinct 

(From London, 111., News.'j 
Ever since man began to study animal life, 
the homing instinct has formed a problem 
whose attractive nature is equalled only by its 
complexity. The case of pigeons has usually 
been thrust into the foregrfcund in considera- 
tions devoted to thii; subject, and, wonderful 
enough, of course, are the powers of the;,bij*cis 
to find their proper location. But the qiteStiou 
is of far more extensive kind than is repre- 
sented by the pigeon-tribe \Vc have all the, 
migratory birds to consider — birds which fly 
thousands of miles, often including in their 
flight passage over large tracts of sea wdiere 
landmarks are non-exlstenit and yet , contrive 
' to reach winter quarters on the oiic haifid, or 
summer places on the other. The birds, more- 
Over, do not monopolize the homing instinct. 
Dogs and cats possess it, often in a marked 
degree. No possible doubt exists regarding 
cases in which these animals, sometimes con- 
veyed by Atrajh, ill closed hampers to a great 
■".distahqe, have arrivfed- fob tsbre and Aveary, af- 
• ter d.ays of ri'sky.tray to them, un- 

knbvvh terntbry): at'' thcit' home. 

What i§ this nature of the instinct, sense, 
call it what we will, which operates in such 
cases to guide the creature in a homeward 
direction? It is not necessary, as some have 
stippo'sed, to assume that the animals arc in- 
fallible in their search for their (jriginal aliodc. 
1 doubt not they often lose their way. 'I'hey 
may go far afield, but sooner or later thc>' 
lose their proper tlircction, and .so return to 
the place they know and love. Failures there 
must be, for animal senses are no more perfect 
always in operation than are our own; all the 
same, it is very wonderful to find animals ac- 
complishing .so much, and that in many casi s 
they pursue the homeward track with unerring 
accurac}'. An American scientist — Professor 
J. E. Watson, of Johns Hopkins University — 
has recently published a thoughtful paper on 
the honiing instinct. The Professor remarks, 
that to science it is disitastcfiil to dra.w upon 
unknown instincts or hypothetical brain-func- 
tions to explain the honiing faculty, and adds 
that in all save exceptional cases the animals 
were not carried out of a territory which was 
familiar to them. I hardly think this view of 
matterg;, meets, the otherwise there 

wbl\Id be lib need for discussing the subject. 
For the exercise of ordinary sense's7.that of.- 
sight especially, would account for the' fetuniJ^. 
But that animals do find their homes from • 
places to which they have never been taken,- 
and pass back homeM'ards for long distances, 
is a notorious fact. It is this power, more 
marvelous, perhaps, wdien illustrated in dog 
and cat than in Ijirds,. Uiat 'has giVen point to 
' the' whole topic.".- ■ ' * ■" '' ' ■ 

Of course. Professor Watson fully realizes 
the essential nucleus of the matter. He quotes 
the case of a homing cat winch had to swim 
a stream, -vVhereas a short jdetouf to either side 
w-ould have given it.a'brifdge to cross. The- 
phrase "distance iio'bbject" applies to many' 
cases of birds' return journeys. One authen- 
ticated case is that of a pigeon, taken from 
Ilavre to the Scill}' Isles, a distance of 250 
miles. It duly returned to Ilavre I believe 
. iMr. Tagetm^ier used to hold' that the real 
source of the hpining. povver-in' pigeons was; 
recognition of j'andmarks. Pi-bfessoK Watsdlv' 
seems to approve of this view, for he-Temarks' 
that the pigeon is kccu-sighted, and that it caii' 
thus become familiar with an immense area. 
Even a mountain range between the bird 500 
miles from home and its habitat may serve to 
direct flight, it is held; but what can one say 
of many mountain ranges, and how does the 
bird distinguish the one range near home from 
others that do. not lie in the homeward path? 
Personally, thotigh J share >vith; Prpfessor 
Watson the dislike to draw upon a theoretical 
fund of unknown senses, I incline to the idea 
that the homing instinct demands some excur- 
sion from the routine of the physiologist to ac- 
count for its high perfection in certain animals. 

Certain highh' interesting experiments on 
noddy and sooty terns were made by Professor 
Watson. These dirds migrate early in May to 
Bird Key, in the middle of the Gulf of Mexico, 
aihd. there they nest and breed Duly marked, 
birds ere taken short distaiices, ranging from 
20 to 108 miles, and returned in good condi- 
tion. These birds were sent: due north, and 
live were liberated on June 16,": 1967^ twelve 
miles east of Cape Hattcras. 

On June 21 two of the marked birds were 
found on their nests. The mates of the other 
three birds having taken new nest companions, 
there was no chance of a favorable home recep- 
tion, and so a few days later Professor "Watson 
observed one of the three attempting to alight 
in its own nest. Immediately it was driven 
off. Doubtless, the other two birds als'o re- 
turned, but of this fact there is no record. 

The distance, as the crow^flies, from Cape 
I latteras to Bird Key is about 850 miles. Along 
the shore the distance is 1,081 miles, or there-" 
abouts, and this last is the route Professor 
Watson thinks was chosen by the birds, Pic 
adds that they do not I1y at night, and depend 
on the sea for food. The approximate time 
occupied in the journey was less than six days. 

Naturally; these were test cases of typical 
order. The Professor admits his, birds were, 
carried into unk-nown territory.v:i;-j.^Hpw they 
found their way home is a que.5tioh wliiich sim- 
l)ly brings us back to the beginning of the 
whole matter. The suggestion is made that 
birds may be vcr}- sensitive to air currents and 
temperatures, and so may guide their flight 
but both things 'are too elusive and too uncer-ir' 
tain to serve as means for showing a speeial'-' 
Avay back tp a special spot. ■ •'.:' ' 

Physiologists have talked of a sense of "di- 
rection:" ' Sbnie such faculty is developed in 
savage tribes. May it not be that a.'cpnipbund 
sense of this kind, involving, perhaps; iSi^ht 
and other senses, rcpresentb and possibly ex- 
plains homing wonders? — Andrew Wilson.

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come a nun. Nevertheless, their final parting 
is not hopeless, and after she has gone, Antonio 
thus communes Avith himself : •

Ipye.i .At first he was confident that Isabel and 
he; lie and Isabel, were the lovers of lovers, the 
supreme lovers of all time. But humility 
brought him a larger thought. Surely, before 
he aiul Isabel were born, there had been men 
and women loving; as purely and as grandly. 
And surely there would be men and women 
loving as grandly and as. purely after he and 
Isabel were dead. 

Compared with all this love of all these lov- 
ers in all the past and ])resent. surely the shin- 
ing of the sun was as (iarl>:ncss. Jie closed his 
eyes that he might behold the greater light. 
And in that surpassing- radiance he seemed to 
be readin.g the (leei^est secrets of eternity, and 
to he solving the riddle at the inmost heart of 
the universe, l ie saw innumerable loves ever 
ascending, like golden mists out of the love of' 
Go,d. He saw those innumerable loves' re- 
turning into the love of God again, like rivers 
into the sea. And with every return of love 
he saw the love of God growing richer and 
sweeter, like a fruit ripening in the sun. it 
seemed as if even God himself were waxing 
greater, and as if. in the act of creation, the 
Creator took as well as gave. Without crea- 
tion God must still have been perfect; hut 
even God could rise from the lower perfection 
to the higher. Without creation the eternal 
Word was like a trinnpet blown on an illimit- 
able plain ; but with creation, the Word nvas 
like that same trumpet resounding and rever 
berating amidst re-echoing hills. God had need 
of man. C.od was love, a pure white ray of 
love, and humanity was a prism turning this 
way and that, and breaking the whiteness in- 
to the fairest colors. All love was one. ■ An- 
tonio's love for Isabel, Isabel's, love" for Anton- 
io, was a drop fiung forth from the bottoniless 
ocean of the love of God to shine like a gem in 

the sunlight Innumerable loves would 

chime forever in noblest harmony with the love 
of God, like brooks murmuring with the sea — a 
voice of great multitude, a voice of .great wat- 
ery, a voice of mighty thundcrings."

GREIG 

. Edvard Hagcrup Greig was born on June 
15th, 1843, at Bergen. On the advjce of 01c 
Bull, the vioUnist, he was sent at tlie age of 
fifteen to Leipsic, leaving there in 1862 Avith a 
considerable reputation both for performing 
and composing. But it was not until he met 
Richard Nordraak that the .great opportunity 
of his life came, an opportunity which he used 
to its fullest advantage. Nordraak bade the 
young man leave the beaten track of other 
musicians, follow his own inclination and try 
to pro'diice a class of music that would be typi- 
cal of his own nature and of his Norseland. In 
short to let the sea. the wind and the moun- 
tains of his native land, and the brave old tales 
of Norway be the inspiration for his work. 
Greig followed Nordraak's advice with splen- 
did results. His music soon attracted the at- 
tention of the .greatest masters. Liszt praised 
him volubly. "Kef^p steadily on," the famous 
artist told him. "I tell you, you have the capa- 
bility, and don't let them frighten you." Suc- 
cess at once attended the young musician and 
his music was accepted as an expression of the 
highest art. At the height of the novelist 
Ibsen's fame, the latter v/rote to Greig dcsir- 
in.g him to compose incidental music to I'ecr 
Gynl. Thus was taken another stej) iri his 
brilliant career. 

.'\t Hardan.ger in Norway, Greig used to 
write in a little summer house, built on the 
side of an enormous rock and overlooking the 
blue waters of the fiords. "Not only was there 
no road to tlie house, but frdm his place at the 
piano Greig could sec like Odin from Ijdsk- 
jald whenever anybody tried to a[)proaeb him 
from afar." Mr. Finck in his admirable volume 
on the life of Greig thus describes the artist's 
work : 

Rightly, we think, he lays the .greatest 
stress upon the songs, for Grieg will assuredl.\- 
lake his place among the .great s<m.g-writers 
of the world. The best of the songs — tliose 
which i\Ir. Finck designates as "the greatest 
(irie.g" — are at present much less known than 
some others ("From Monte Pincio." for in- 
stance), but these, he thinks, the next genera- 
tion will sin,g and love. Of Grieg's choral 
works the best known perhaps is "In Sight of 
l.and" ( Landkjending) — in many resjiects one 
of the nuist \-irile and most insfiired pieces that 
be e\-er wrote. Mr, l^inck deals fully w\i\\ the 
])ianoforte wcu'ks. "The highest function of 
criticism," he holds, "is to call attention to 
works of genius, especially those that are neg- 
lected or insufificiently appreciated," and he' 
takes us through the ten books of "L.yrischc 
Stucke," affixing single or double stare (after 
the fashion of Baedeker) as we .go along. 
Grieg is seldom dull, and he is always melodi- 
ous. .J lis phrases are crisp and well-delined, 
his harmonies bold ;ind original ; aiul by the 
\-a.garies of his rb_\-tluTi. hjs sudflen chan.ges 
from major to minor, and his allayin.g dis- 
sor.ances, he has exiiressed his individuality in 
his own way and "enlarged the world-language 
of music." With a band of strings he can at- 
tain the moat gorgeous effects (as in "Ase's 
Death"), but he never piles discord upon 'dis- 
cord, like Ossa upon Pelion, in ;i vain attempt 
'to scale th(^ heights of Heaven, Mr. F'inck 
very properly lays stress on the fact--too 
frecpiently nc.glccled — that as a rule Grieg did 
not borrow bis melodies from Norwegian 
fnlk--tuiics. .\ perusal of .air.- collectiim of 
Norse folk-soiigs shows at once how little 




Grieg owed to the native music. The enchant-., 
ing melodies are really Grieg's own;':," oiily 
..about, five per cent of them (of which "Sol- 
veig's Song" is a familiar example) being in 
imitation of folk-tuncs. 



PRIMA'^ DONNA AND LAUNDRESS 

It is some three years since Aladame Susan 
Stron.g, the well known Americ:ui jirima don- 
na, made a very new departure, even in an age 
when so many ladies are in business, by .estab- 
lishing and perso'iially conducting a laundry. 
True, the "laundry" is stylled Nettoyagc dc 
Linge de Iai.nc, and is meant mainly for the 
cleansing of costly fabrics, laces, linens, anil 
so forth, but, none the less, it is a real soap- 
and-suds laiuidry, where the only chemical 
used, as Madame Strong will tell you, is'an oc- 
Cc'sional twopennyworth of soda. 

What made Madame Strong start herllaiin- 
dry?

Misfortune,, however, overtook her, and she 
found herself dependent on her voice, ami, 
even for a singer of the first rank, singing is 
a \-er\- -precarious profession. Moreover, ill- 
health sui)cr\-eiied to add to her troubles, and, 
what with one thing and another, 'iladan-ie 
Strong \N'as driven to think serioush' of find- 
in.g some .^tcadj' and lucrative occupation 
which she cOjUld combine v^rith h.er profession- 
al work. " One day, lieing then resident in 
London, she was sendin.g son-ie beautiful laces 
and linens to "the wash" when her German 
maid interposed, sayin.g, "Oh, don't send 
them, madame, they will only be ruined. Give 
me the necessar\' things, and I will do theni." 
Madame Strong ;issented ; the results were 
eminently satisfactory, and from this grew 
the idea of starting her own laundry. ■ - , 

The experiment, however, would probably not 
have met witlil the success it has, but for the 
fact that.Mada'me Strong '."as herself a skilled 
washerwoman. At Madame Strong's early 
home there was a fully-equipped laundry, and 
as a .girl she had special charge of this, and 
went thoroughly through every branch of 
laundrying from flannel shirts to the most 
delicate laces. Wjien she: came, tpi star,lj hjer : 
owji laundry, she weiit oyer.-to P 
died under the best blarfchisseiises there. . 

In the' early day~s of lier ■venture, when suc- 
cess still hung in the balance, 3dadame Strc:i-;; 
happened to call on a friend and found her su- 
])erintcndin.g the packing of two or three lar.gc 
baskets with linens, lingerie, etc. "What are 
you doing?'' she inquired, to be told that the 
baskets were meant for Paris, where hec 
hostess always sent her "thiwgs" to be done. 
"Let me have them to do," . >aid . Madatrie . . 
Strong, explaining about het*. laundry. Af first 
the lady scouted the idea of .getting fine laun- 
dr)^ in J^ondon, but eventually consented, and 
Madame Stron.g departed in triumph with t'.i: 
baskets on top . f a cab, ai-id secured a per- 
manent patron. Since then, among other im- \ 
portant commissions, she has been entrusted 
with the laundrying of the layette for K-.ig 
Alfonso's first-born, and of a precious relic in 
the shape of a shirt once worn by Napoleon.

THE WATER OF MARS 

Not content with the prospect of a whole- 
hearted rumpus over the discovery of the 
North Pole, certain sections of th.c scientific 
-world are busil)- fomenting a controversy over 
the existence of water-\'apor on I\Iars. This 
is a f|uestion of considerable importance, since 
the absence (jf water-\-apor would leave prac- 
tically unassailable the old belief that Mars is 
.^lot inhabited. With this idea in mind a party 
of scientis.ts from Lick Observatory -spent 
seven days on the summit of Mount Whitney, 
taking photographs of the planet. In this, 
there seems to be a .general impression that 
the astronomers were break'ing new .ground. 
As a matter of fact, eighteen months ago the 
disco\^ery of the watc^" \';iiK)r was made at the 
Lowell OI)ser\'atory at Flagstaff, Ari-/.ona, 
and the aniomU n-ieasin-ed by Very. 'Jdie ]n-int 
of the spectograph showing the vapor has been 
])ublished in Professor Lowell's "Mars as the 
Abode of Life." Without this knowledge 
Professor Lowell would hardly have become 
the enthusiastic believer in an inhabited Mars 
that be shows himself to be in this work anrl 
in his forthcoming "The F'volution of Worlds,'' 
In this new boolc, to l.)e ]5ublished this fall. 
Professor I.owell discusses not only the ])(jssi-. 
bilily of human bein.g.; living on jVIars, but the 
whole problem of the beginnings of the. uni- 
verse as we see it. 

The F.mpcror iMancis Joseph has outlived 
so inany of his friends and interests that he 
is lonely. Ilis greatest friend nowadays is 
Fran Kathi Schratt, who, w'ith her late hus- 
band, was admitted to closer intimacy, with 
the venerable ruler during many years than 
were most members of his family..

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MODERN CHRISTIANITY 

Soincbod}' once wrote something which he 
entitled "If Christ Game to Ghicagol" .-The •title; 
was more valuable than what followed it. fbr 

it contained an exceedingly important siigges- 
i.ion. It suggests au inquiry as to what Cliris- 
tianitv ought to be in order to acconiplisli 
w'h.'it it ought' to accomplish in this twentieth 
century after the birth of its Founder. No 
sane man questions tiie soundness, the wisdom 
and the sufficiency of the teachings of Jesus. 
Even those who deny His divinity and class 
Him among the great teachers of humanity, 
such as Zoroaster, Buddha, Confucius and 
others, never hesitate to admit that Mis teach- 
ings are better than theirs and present a work- 
ing syst'jm of religion, that if employed hon- 
estly and in the siin])le torin hi Avhich it was 
laid down, would produce better results tlian 
any other sj-steni. In otlier words, it is not 
necessary to argue to convince even an infidel 
that the teachings of Jesus are the best within 
,thc reach of humanity. And so, in ajjproach- 
ing the consideration of Christianity in its 
relations to the jieople of Christendom in the 
Twentieth Century, we nui)' assume that, as 
originally delivered by its Founder, it calls for 
neither apology nor explanation, ljut will be 
conceded at once by every one, whose opinion 
is worth anything at all, to be sufficient to 
meet the wants of mankind as a guide to right 
living and the best development of social con- 
ditions. 

But some may asic. If this is true, why is 
not Christianity acccMiiplishing more, why is 
it that after nearly Iwcnt}- centuries, tluring 
which it has been preached and believed, is 
there so much \s'icl<e(lncss and unliappiness in 
so-called Christian countries? Before attempt- 
ing to answer this question it may be well to 
inquire for a little while into what the fruits 
of Christianity really have been. The races, 
which it has especially affected are those that 
occupied Europe at the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era. Something has been done in the way 
of evangelizing the other races, but when the 
most that can be claimed in that way is coin- 
pared with what has not been accomplished, 
the fruits of foreign missions may be left out 
of consideration for the purposes of this in- 
cpiiry. What, then, was the condition of the 
European peoples two thousand years ago? 
Rome had reached a stage in its progress, 
when its material glory was rcsplcndcii' Luc 
beneath the surface there ^"ii.-. luanncr of 
rottenness. The natir.-' - '..^n was apparently 
able ''' u) iiie wurld, was hone}-coinbe(.l 
with physical, intellectual and moral decay. 
Thfere is no need to particularize ; one simple 
fact is sufficient and that is that the marvel- 
ous fabric of human wisdom known as the 
Roman Empire fell into ruins chiefly because 
of its inherent weakness. 'J'he nation was not 
fit to endure and so it perished. W e know very 
little of the people wlinni the Romans called 
barbarians, but if wc may judge of what they 
were two thousand years ago by what they 
were some centuries later when they appeared 
in the full light of history, their condition must 
have been one under which brute force was pa- 
ramount. It is true that we find traces in our 
Teutonic ancestors, as far back as we can learn 
anything of them, o( many of the most valua- 
ble institutions of the ])resent day. It is true 
that these pcoi)le had ideas of rough justice, 
scli-goyernmcnt and personal liberty ; but the 
sword was ever in their hands and their only 
creed was that of force. The history of the 
early part of the Christian Era is full of stories 
of cities pillaged, of thousands of innocent 
men, women and children massacred, of cruel- 
ty in its direst forms. It was to such a Europe 
as this that Christianity was preached. The 
people to whom it was taught in the first lJl,-^ce 
refused to accept it, and so the .Ajiostles turned 
their l^iacks ui)on the Jews and sought to win 
over the Gentiles to the standard of the Cross. 
The work was a tremendous one, as we will 
realize if we reflect upon what had to be over- 
come. The instincts, ideas l>clicfs and tradi? 
tions that develop in races during uncounted 
centuries, cannot be cradicaierl in a inouth, a 
year or even in many geiu-rations. 'I'lie In- 
dians of North America liax'c Ijceii in cniUact 
with I'",tirope;ins lor four centuries and while 
many of liiem have assumed the customs cjf 
the white race, the pure'-blooded red man has 
not ceased to be essentially an Indian in hi.s 
heart of hearts, l^iut wc need not go mi':side of 
our own nationality to establish this persistency 
oi racial characleristics. The Ivnglisli, the 
Scots and the Irish have dwelt in the liritish 
Isles in touch with each other lor ;i thousand 
}'ears. Constant contact has (lou])lless rubbed 
off some of the sharper angles in their make- 
up; but tlie difference between them is hardly 
less marked in the days of Edward VII. than 
it was when Edward 1. .sat upon the throne. 
It was absolutely hopeless to pour Romans, 
Greeks, Goth.s, Huns, Vandals, Saxons, Danes, 
F'r?.nks, and all the rest of the medley of races, 
Avhich occupied F.urope two ihousand years 
ago, in the mold of Christianity and turn out 
a uniform procmct. The Golden Ride is the 
best possible Uw of living; hut when ynti 
think of the difficulty you experience in im- 
pressing- it upon the little chap, who calls you 
father or mother, perhaps you will be less 
'surprised at' the manner in which it was re- 
ceived by the ])eoi)lc of high Roman society, 
whose greatest pleasure was a fighl to the 
death iietween gladiators, or ui)on the linn 
warriors who aiiuised themsehes. wdien they 
capt'urcd, a town by tossing babies in the air 
and catching them on their spears. The sim- 
ple truths of Christianity are difficult ienpug-h 
for us to appreciate today. How mucK *mdfe 
difficult, then, - must >tliey have been to the 
Romans, who on tlie bn^^^^^^^^^ were imbued 
with the grossest materialism and on the 
other were interested in an absurd mythology, 
• t V 



or to the Scandinavians with their weird 
myths and the strange superstitions born of 
darkness and tempests? The wonder is not 
; .that these people did not become followers 
of Jesus" Christ in spirit as well as in name, 
but that Christianity di(l not lose all semblance 
of its original forin by'teason of the many and 
varied influences surrounding its development. 

No one will dcn^' that Christendom today 
is something vastly better than Europe of the 
First Century, and if wc say that this change 
is due primarily to Christianity, we need not 
fear successful contradiction. It is true that 
no one can say with certainty what might have 
taken place in Europe if the people had not 
accepted Christianity and given its teachers a 
free hand ; but when we consider what the 
effect upon their ])rogrcss the religions of 
other races have had, we need not hesitate to 
ascribe the ])rogress of Christendom to the 
influence of the Christian religion. Hence be- 
fore we complain that Christianity has failed 
'to do the work for which it was designed, we 
ought to endeavor to grasp some just concep- 
tion of what it has accomplished. 

lUit in the very nature of things this great 
fnrce has not had a free course in the past, and 
so difficult is it f(.)r men to shake themselves 
free from the shackdes which tradition has 
placed upon them that Christianity in some 
respects remains mediaeval until this day. Its 
teachers tell us the same things that are needed 
to appeal to the minds of the Romans and to 
the superstitions of the Barbarians. They 
ignore the effects of their own teachings; they 
refuse to recognize that the gospel, whose min- 
isters they aim to be, has greatly clu'inged the 
mental attitude of Christendom. No one pleads 
for new truths; for indeed tiiere are no new 
truths, but what many plead for is the old 
truths freed from the incrustations of ecclesi- 
asticism. And this it seems ought to consti- 
tute modern Christianity. The following ex- 
tract is from a pa])er i)ublislied in the .Arena:— 

"It is generally admitted lliat whatever 
good there is in the world today is to a great 
extent due to Christian influences. I'A'W men 
or women can be classed as irreligious. 
Nearly all are believers in a Supienie Being, 
and nearly all of them arc ir Jined to do what 
is right and just if cor.litions allow them to 
act according to ^'.^ir free will. Very few peo- 
])le have ...vthing against Christirmity as 
• --..^'.iL In- Christ; but churchianity, that ver- 
sion which favors all the interests which arc 
against them, does not anneal to the ; respect 
or favor of the working classes. ■^^'i!Z-J>:h 

"If the cluirches wish, to driw-.the ^ 
to tliem, they must .^how'th'erhs'eives td'be 
their friends and benefactors. They must cut 
loose frorn "Mammon, business and politics, 
adhere c'oser to Christ's teachings, and take 
up the cause of the downtrodden and the op- 
pressed. They must help to improve the 
material conditir^n of the \vorking classes, so 
that every family may be housed under condi- 
tions favorable to health, decencyj; and 'moral- 
ity, and be able, by their own labor, to. live 
above misery and poverty. Under suclv condi- 
tions, it should not be difficult for Christian 
workers to bring nearly all of them to be 
strong adherents of Christianity." 

'IMicre are other things than these to bo 
said in this connection, and they may be 
spoken of ;it another time. Christianity is yet 
a tremendous power in the world and it can 
easily be made infinitely more potent, not only 
by directing its energies along the lines re- 
ferred to in the above extract, but by utilizing 
the agency of Faith to its fullest extent. 



FORCE. 

The power which that \dt;il force, which 
was referred to in our last article as the will, ex- 
erts over the will of others, and perhaps over 
inanimate nature, is regarded as one of the 
greatest of mysteries. As a matter of fact, 
no mystery can be greater than any other mys- 
tery. We do not know why a stone released 
from the hand falls lo the ground; wc do not 
know why an acorn produces an oak; nor why 
a prism of glass di\'i(les a ray of light into cn]- 
ors that are alwaws in the same order ; nor wh)' 
one s])eHker can thrill an audience b\^ words, 
wdiicb. spoken by another, wouhl be only eni])- 
ty sound; nor wh}', when the I)i\'iiie .Man said 
"Lazarus, come forth 1" the dead man heard 
and obeyed. One of these things tnay seem 
more mystericnis than another; but it is only 
more unusual. There may be a plane of ex- 
istence udiereon the o|)crations of the law of 
gravitation will seem more m\'sterious than 
the operation of the laws of faith. Therefore 
ue in.'iv not dismiss (.)ccult forces as outside 
the sphere (jf in(|uiry, for the)' are no more 
difficult to trace to their last analysis than are 
the^familiar forces which wc use in the mere 
act of living. 

During the last few years the Society tor 
Psychical Research has been investigaving 
certain alleged phenomena, and there has been 
much dispute as to whether, in point of fact, 
an_\-thing l,<;s been t'stahlished ; but there are 
every day phenomena. ine.\i)lical)le only on the 
h3'potliesis that there exists ;ui occult force, 
and, if it were not that we are familiar with 
them, they would seem quite as wonderful as 
anything which the late Professor Lombroso 
observed in his seances with the Neapolitan 
medium. Two persons will strike identically 
the same chords on a piano. One simply 
produces ;i noise; the other sends a tingling 
sensation through our whole being. (Jue exa- 
miner asks a schoolboy a queslion, ;md the lit- 
tle fellow stands-mule and wondering; another 
asks it, an.d'tl^e answer follows inslanllv. Yon 
are ill, ybiir trussted physician calls, asks a few 
questions, assures you there is nothing much 
the matter with you and writes out a pres- 
cription, and forthwith you feel better. You^ 
look with displeasure at your dog, and he 



cro\iclies abjectly at your feet ; you change your 
look to one qf approval, and he frisks around 
you in joy. What is the power by which these 
things are done? Surely here is a force as real 
as thatSvhich makes the needle point to the 
Pole, and neither more nor less mysterioU|5i.We 
accept these manifestations of power as'a' pia'rt 
of the ordinary things of life; but they arc as 
well worth investigating as an alleged appear- 
ance of a spirit, and quite as wonderful. For 
more centuries than anyone can say with cer- , 
tainty, riien saw the lightning's Hash. A little' 
while ago thejr be^an to, investigate it, and the 
riesult is transrhission 6t the human voice across 
hundreds of miles, and even of hufuan counten- 
ances . A man speaks in Birmingham ; his por- 
trait is transmitted to London by the occult 
force hidden in the lightning, and the words he 
says as well, and both appeai- in the morning 
newspaper. And this is because men have in- 
vestigated something that for generations they 
were warned against because it was one of the 
hidden mysteries of-God's power. May it not 
be that one day the investigation of mental and 
spiritual forces will be begun on right lines and 
be crowned with results as marvellous and 
as unsuspected as those that have come from 
the study of electricity? 

Not very long ago, scientific men felt com- 
{)clled to postulate the existence of the ether, 
or, to express the idea in colloqitial, language, 
to assume that there is .an all-pervading ele- 
ment by means of which; light, electi-icity, and 
lierhaps other manifestations of force aire trans- 
mitted. No one knows what the ether is. It is 
not the air, but it is in the air, although abso- 
lutely distinct from it. It is in all solids. Wire- 
less messages arc transmitted against the most 
violent gales as readily as in a perfect calm. So 
far as any one knows, the ether does nut move; 
it seems to be capable of vibration without be- 
ing displaced;..: But.,tliis only, by way of illus- 
tration and' as a^'basis fbr the suggestion that 
it is-quite thinkable that wc may be surrounded 
with a medium by means of which mind oper- 
ates upon mind, thoughta are transferred, hyp- 
notism is produced, faith is exercised and com- 
munication may be established with the deni- 
zons of a spiritual world. It may, as investi- 
gation proceeds, be found necessary to postu- 
late the exisfencc of ■ isucli a "medium,- 
would be "nothing 'tinscleiitific in so . doing. 
There arc already a sufficient number of Ihingis . 
that arc absolutely inexplicable except on the 
supposition that some known medium is capa- 
ble of unsuspected possibilities, or that some 
unsuspected medium is capable of infinite pos- 
sibilities. To make this rather abstruse pro- 
position more clear, let us apply it to ordinary 
things'. We say that a man is capable of arous- 
ing enthusiasm, Avhile another is not; we are 
conscious -Av^en in m'ejpresence^^ some men 
that they possess the fpbwei-'^^o^ a great person- 
ality. ■ 'Ho:)^',^ is this cnthusiasm',Chb;Wr'Js this 
sense of ipBWiit^ imparled? Is it bymieans of 
some known jiiedium of communication, such 
as that which transmits the vibrations of a 
telegraphic instrument, or some other and yet 
more subtle agenc}'? 

'J'his is the point to wdiich the consideration 
of force through ,this series of articles has 
brought us. We have come to the shore of a 
vast unknown ocean of speculation, and the 
most adventurous in thought have as yet 
scarcely ventured upon it. Yet there is no 
reason why we should not advance fearlessly 
in our investigations, for there seems to be a 
wind h'owing out of the far distance and borne 
on that wind is a Voice, which says: "It is I, 
be not afraid." 



SEDAN 

The most important battle since Waterloo, 
so far as European nations are concerned, and 
l)erhai)s the most important when regarded 
from the st;uidiK)iiit of 'vorld interest, was 
that fought at Sedrui on .Sejitember i, 1870. 
Sedan is a town in iM-.-ince. near the Belgia:i 
frontier, and here the Emi)eror Napoleon III., 
39 generals, 230 staff officers, 2,600 officers 
and 83,000 men were made prisoners of war 
by the Germans. ■ This led to the overthrow 
of the Second Empire of the h'rcnch after an 
existence of iS years. William 1., King of 
f'russi.-i, coinrn.-inded the German forces, witli 
\'on .Mollke as chief of staff. Tliis battle did 
luu end the war. Three days later the repiil)lic 
was proclaimetl in Paris, with Thiers, Faure, 
Simon and Gambetta as the civil heads and 
Trochu as the military chief. The Germans 
advanced on Paris to which they laid siege on 
September ]Q, the siege continuing until Jan- 
uary 30, 1871. .Meanwhile ^Villiam was 
cro\\ncd F.uipei"ni- of Germany at the i)alacc 
01' \'ersailles. ami the Foi)e was shorn of liis 
ti-niporal |u)wer. Victor F.nimaiiuel hin] only 
been restrained from entering Rome by the 
influence of Napoleon III., and when that was 
destroyed he speedily achieved his cherislicd 
ambition and made Rome the capital of United 
Italy. The events which led up to these "im- 
portant results call for consideration - hut first 
reference must he made to Napoleon III., by 
whose folly the crisis was precipilatcul. 

.Xapoleoii, called the Third because the 
BonajKu-tists rhiiined that Fiancoi.s Charles 
Joseph, son of .\,-i])oleon 1. by .M;irie Louise, 
was emperor de jure though not dc facto, was 
son of -Lotjis Bonaparte, brother, of the first 
Napoleon, by whom he was created King of 
!Inll;ind. Mis mother was I lortcnse I5cau- 
h;irnois, daughter of the l'',in]n-ess Josephine by 
her first lnisb;uid. L.ouis Napoleon, which was 
the full name of the third .X'aiioleon, was born 
in 180S. lie lived in l-'rance until the family 
was banished after Waterloo. After varying 
fortunes he went to live in London, and at 
this tjtjiQ, the. future emperor was 23 years of 
age, ;, His blder brother having died in 1830; 
and the son of Marie Louise in 1832, Louis 
i»Ja]^oleon was the presumptive head of the 



Bonaparte family. In 1836 he engaged in an 
enterprise to overthrow Louis Philippe, King 
of the French, but it ended in disaster, and he 
v/as banished to America, where he.i remained 
a year, going to Switzerland in 183740' wiiit 
on his mother who was dying, and after her 
death to England. In 1840 the body of Na- 
poleon I. was brought lo I'rance from St. 
Helena, and Louis Napoleon sought to take 
advantage of the sentiment aroused thereby 
to make another attempt to (lethr'.)ne L.ouis 
Philippe. It proved even a worse hasco than 
his first attempt. He was' arrested and sen- 
tenced to perpetual imprisorimei\t.°' ' While in 
confinement he devoted himself to the study 
of economic questions and wrote freely upon 
them. After six years he effected his escape 
and took refuge in England, where in 1S48 he 
served as a special constable during the Char- 
tist disturbances. In tiiat year Louis Phil- 
ippe lost his throne and Louis Napoleon re- 
turned to France to participate in the forma- 
tion' of the iTew republic, of' which he was 
elected' president in December, 1848. Three 
years later he put an end to constitutional 
government and on the following November 
an election was held to decide if the imperial 
dignity should be restored aiul the vote stood 
8,000,000 in favor and 250,000 again.st the pro- 
posal. He died in England in 1873. 

The loss of prestige suffered by Austria in 
the Italian war encouraged the ambition of 
Prussia to oust that power from her place at 
the head of the Germanic federation, and Bis- 
marck, who was the first minister of ibc Frus- 
sian King, saw^ that the time had come for 
action. It is to be remembered that .Austria 
was a Roman Catholic power and i'russia 
Protestant. The feeling of which Bismarck 
was the personification was - the eld one of 
Protestaiif Nortli' Germany against Catholic 
•South . Germany. I3ut there were difficulties 
in the.way of the Prussian statesman. No 
reason existed for war against Austria. In 
1863 the Schlesing-Iiolstein ([uestion became 
acute. The history of the famous diplomatic 
question is too involved to be given here. It 
is sufficient to say. that after a very brief cam- 
paign. Denmark .was.'jdespOiled of these prov- 
ince^, which Prussia. and -^At^ tool^ over in 
trust,. ;,i!G,YeriWth^^ the two 

pQwerSjtiiquarrelled, and war was the result, 
TKe.Geiman states took sides with the leaders, 
■jflbstilities only lasted seven weeks and there 
was very little fighting- except at Koniggratz 
on July 3, 1866, where the Austrian army of 
250,000 men was completely defeated by a su- 
perior Prussian force. The completeness of 
the victory was attributed to the "needle gun," 
the first breech-lpaderj%^ith„>^^^^ Prus- 
sians were armed. This 'battle is' sbm 
spoken of as Sadowa, from a near-by village. 
The victory left Austria powerless and made 
Prussia the premier state, in .Germany, and in 
'due time Austria \yas excluHe.d-frbWthe Ger- 
manic federation. ' ' " ■ 

Napoleon thought that France ought to 
receive territorial concessions to balance the 
enhanced power of I-'russia and he proposed to 
annex Belgium, Luxembourg and other adja- 
cent territory. War - became imminent, but 
there was no breach of the peace for three 
years, during which both Germany and 
France prepared for the strn.ggle, which every- 
one saw was inevitable. .All that was wanting 
was an excuse for fi.ghting. 'i'liis was easily 
found. Queen Isabella of Spain having been 
dethroned, the crow^n was offered to a Prus- 
sian prince. France protested, and the offer 
Avas declined. Napoleon then demanded that 
the HohenzoUern princes should agree' never 
to accept the Spanish crown, and that the 
Prussian King should apologize for ever en- 
tertaining such an idea. Prussia's re])ly lo 
this was to dismiss the French ambassador, 
fjotli countries prepared to mobilize their 
forces. Napoleon had l)een led to think that 
Austria, Ital}- and Denmark would side witli 
France, but they held aloof. On August 1, 

1870, active operations began. One German 
success followed another and the remarkable 
campaign culminated at Sedan. Bazaine held 
out in Metz for eight weeks longer, when he 
surrendered with 180,000 men. On ivlay 10, 

1871, peace was negotiated. By the terms of 
the treaty France ceded the greater part of the 
provinces of Alsace and Lorraine to Germany 
and agreed to pay an indemnity of 5,000,000,- 
000 francs — .'pi ,000,000,000. No other nation 
ever suffered .so tremendous a defeat in so 
short a time. Nearly 400,000 men and more 
than 7,000 pieces of artillery were captured by 
the victors. 
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Honore de Balzac 

"The nearer the artist comes to reproduc- 
ing for us life in its totality the higher the 
raiik we assign him among his felloVvs. Tried 
by this canon Iialzac is supreme." 

Uiupiestionably Hah^ac's genius ranks with 
that of the greatest of the world's literati. In- 
deed, many of his admirers class - him -writli. 
Shakespeare in his wonderful power of; delin- 
eating character and his remarkable vei*satii- 
ity. He was an exponent of modern realism 
in that realism's best form, for he never lost 
sight of his ideals, nor spoilt the beauty of a 
])icture by too great icn,gth of detail in its ile- 
scription, that is, unnecessary detail, fin- he 
was not one to curb his pen in trying to make 
the picture true. lie has produced an enor- 
mous number of works, the greatest among 
which, and that wdiich broii^^ht him an vindying 
renown being the "(^o(nedic llumaine," in 



which he weaves through a number of vol- 
umes, a tale that tlcals with a long scries of 
events and characters, each distinct and yet 
interdependent' one upon another, the. events 
ami chai-ficters in fact that had figured in his 
stories for five years, one story being brought 
to bear upon another, and one character show- 
ing its relation to another. Only a master 
mind could have undertaken such a gigantic 
work successfully. His idea was to show the 
cvoliition of social and::pplitical;.prpble|n8,J^ 
the evolution of personalities ■ by " a ' "st'or^ 
house of dbcumcnts on human nature," and he 
succeeds in doing more than this. He places 
before us in this work a world of living men 
and women, whose sorrows for the time being 
arc our sorrows, whose joys arc our joys. 

Balzac had the advantage of. intimacy 
with many of the most gifted writers of his 
time. Victor Hugo was. always a friend, and 
the author's relations with Theophile Gau- 
thier and Georges Sand were very cordial. The 
person wdio exercised the greatest influence 
over his life with the exception of his sister 
Laure, wdiose loving sympathy acted as a 
stimulus and an inspiration always, was she 
whom he afterward married, Madame Eveline 
de llanska. 

Balzac was born at Tours, May 16, 1799. 
His parents were in no way distinguished, an'd 
-Balzac, as a child, betrayed no especial talent. 
In fact, he displayed no ability at school, 
although he read enormously, and undermined 
his health by his close application to books. 
He was an extremely sensitive child, and had 
his masters made an effort to understand him, 
his love of reading might have been early 
turned to good practical, account. As it was, 
receiving little or. no encouragement, his first 
books were far from successful, being; some- 
thing in the nature of "pot-boilers," which the 
author in later years wished to refuse. to ac- 
knowledge. Though- his mind teemed with 
themes and ideas, it was always a very diffi- 
cult matter for Bakac to write, and the first 
years of his manhood were so beset by debts 
and poverty that it. is small •wonder.>he 'xrpuld 
not forget his troubles' in flights of flietoric. 
But the germs of genius are to be found even 
in these early productions, and the work, en- 
tailed in their production served the author as 
a needful stepping-stone to higher and nobler 
clfort. The very hardships he endured taught 
him essential lessons, and gave him a broader, 
fairer outlook upon , life in all its various, as- 
pects. He learned .from necessity .tO;;^ecoin.e a 
keen student of humaii hatw^^ 
ledge thus jg-aiiied" provcd'.df . inestimable bene- 
fit. ■ ' • ■ ■■ ■•■ • 

It was in the year 1830, when he was 31 
years old, that he began the greatest work of 
his life, the "Comedie tluinaine," and it was 
in this year also that he produced seventy-one 
stories, long and short, articles and dramas. 
The next year literature was the richer by 
seventy-six additions, but he could not keep 
up this stupendous amount ofr,work' langer 
than two 3'^ears, after that time devoting him- 
self to lengthy novels almost entirely. He was 
always the despair of his printers, for he prac- 
tically re-wrote his stories on his proof sheets, 
thus entailing enormous extra labor and ex- 
pense. Composition never became an "easy 
matter to him with all his practice. 

He was not married until he was past fifty. 
The marriage was the consummation of a long 
friendship and love-affair. He met Madame 
de Hanska first when he was -about thirty- 
three just after his eyes had been opened to 
the mistake of his intimacy with the.D.uchess 
de Castrc, whose influence over him "had al- 
ways been unfortunate. The beautiful young 
Polish woman gained her first knowledge of 
Balzac through reading his books, and be- 
coming interested wrote to him, a meeting 
following a short correspondence. Madame 
de Hanska v.-as then the wife of a rich Rus- 
sian and she had one daughter. Pier friend- 
ship with .Balzac was purely plan tonic, .and 
her husband had no objection whatever to' the 
intimacy. Balzac himself, however, as the 
friendship ripened, realized that with him it 
was growing into something deeper, .md be- 
gan to bold himself aloof from the lady, who, 
not undcrstantling his changed maimer, griev- 
ed deeply. When her husband died Balzac 
returned to her, a'nd. confessed his love. She, 
loving him in return, would not marry him 
until her daughter had settled in life. Time 
passed, and Balzac eagerly impatient became 
absorbed in the passion of his love, and -when 
at last happiness came to him it; -was j^lmost 
(too late, for he died the same yc'ar in "which 
he married. 

"Eugenic Grandet" is one of the stories bc- 
longin.g to the great cycle of fiction "The 
Comedie Hnmaine." The heroine is a young 
and lovely country girl wdiose father, a rich 
miser, allows his child' no luxuries and be- . 
grudges her even the vital necessities. The 
plot hinges on the .girl'f deyotipj^;jtp?,hersg^^^^^^ 
iant couisin with ■wl^bm she is ' in 'Mbve^'- ana 
whom she cpntriy^s to serve in spite of her 
lack of n-ioney!'^ :Whcn he goes to the West 
Indies they are engaged to be married, and the 
girl forgets all her deprivations in the fullness 
of her joy. In -time the father dies and Eu- 
genie is left a rich heiress, but Charles, the 
cousin, has not heard the news when he writes 
asking to be released from his • engagement 
as he finds he must do without love and marry 
money, having had the opportunity. Eugeni'; . 
does not enlighten him as to the true' state' of 
affairs, but sends him a letter setting';hjtef.t*e'.e,- 
though it breaks her heart to do sW-.Tfieh-shfi - 
contrives without his knowledge to pay his- 
debts and settle a comfortable income upon 
him, thus clearing his name which had be- 
come dishonored. She herself marries a man 
who loves her, but her heart is always faith- 
ful to her cousin, and she spends her life' in a 
career of self-sacrifice.

In liic cloudy 
weather the bright yellow, globular blooms, 
set in their Elizabethan ruffs of foliage, are 
, individually very beautiful, even more so, pcr- 
. haps, than when, fully expanded in the sun- 
^hnie, though in ' either case they arc precious 
in the dull season of the year. It is, however, 
collecti\'e!y rather than singly that they evi- 
dence their value, for the charms of the winter 
landscape are greatly h.eightened by the 
. breadth of vivid color that they afford when 
they are present'in their thousands'. In the 
short-'grass beneath' the great, leafless trees 
the flcWers- are seen at their best, for where 
the grdund is open the sheet of gold gleams 
afar.. In shrubberies, on sloping banks, and 
by- ■vvoodland-vvpjks the winter aconite will do 
well. • The douhie meadow saxifrage (Saxi- 
\ fraga graniilata flore pleno), known by the 
title -of , '.'Fair Maids of France," is an excel- 



lent subject for naturalizing on the grass In 
most cases plants established\imder deciduous 
trees produce their flowers while the over- 
hanging branches arc still leafless, .but the 
meadow saxifrage waits until the leaves- are 
expanded to reach its full beauty. - A colony 
of thousands beneath the fresh green foilagc 
of a spreading lime is one of the most beautiful 
sights imaginable. The-plant spreads rapidly, 
and, when once introduced, will enlarge its 
borders naturally year by year. 

Of other subjects suitable, for naturalization 
vih-fth.e-i wild garden may be mentione.d.i such 
herbace^)us plants as the giant asphodel,' the 
bergjimot or bee-balm, an old-fashioned plant 
with deep crimson flowers and aromatic 
leaves, which in bygone days was wont to be 
used for rubbing the interior of the straw 
keeps in order that by its pleasant perfume the 
bees might be prevented from desertin.g their 
hive; the meadow cranesbill (Geranium pra- 
tense), with its large, blue flowers; day^iliUes 
i'li' variety, leopard's bane, the great eyehihg ' 
primrose (OEnoth^ra Lamarckiaua), the tall, 
puiple-flowere'd monkshood, golden rod; per- 
ennial sunflowers, and the stronger-growing 
kinds of rudbeckia, with starworts or Jvlichael- 
mas daisies, the more vigorous of which arc 
well fitted for naturalization in the wild gar- 
den. In the damper spots Solomon's stjal. 



while the" delicately beautiful alpine clematis 
(Atragene alpina) is an exquisite object in the 
the late spring, when, clambering athwart 
some rocky ledge, it displays its narrow- 
petalled blossoms of soft blue and white. 

For climbing over tree roots or rough 
places in the wild garden the morning glory 
is an effective subject, :;.;;|)eing, particularly 
decorative when, mantled with its large, snow- 
white flowers. 'It is a rampant plant of very 
spreading^ habit, and for this reason should on 
no account be admitted, into the border, but 
in the Avild garden its predatory proclivities 
may be regarded with unconcern, in certain 
districts the brilliant flame nasturtium 
(Tropaeolum spccio^^um) flourishes like a 
weed, and >vhere it shows trails pf yiyid scarlet 
oy.ehvthej'soinbre foliage of yews V^.atnid other 
darli;/'ey..wgrelen^^^^ strikingly^ C)rfi,aii(i.e'ntal. In 
tlie 'southi-;Kowev^ it but rarely-; 'shows the 
vigour that characterizes it in the North- of 
England and in Scotland, Climbing roses of 
hardier sections, such as the Ayrshires and 
evergreens, arc also well suited for the decora- 
tion of the wild garden if a. deep and rich 
root-run is provided for them at the time of 
planting, when they will grow vigorously and 
flowerxprofusely for years without requiring 
further attention. * 



been cultivated under the most varying con- 
ditions during many years there is not one ex- 
ample of this natujre. Plants vary in consti- 
tuti6rial>^haract^rs , as in characters , of color, 
habit;^ tinid'^df <fldw;ering, etc., and these vari-, 
ations occur vk^hen,. they arc reproduced from 
seeds. For this reason it would not be dif- 
ficult to obtain a race of potatoes or of dahlias 
that would be hardly in England, but it could 
only be done by sowing seeds and selecting 
from each generation only those that survived 
after a frost. 

The weather experienced in most parts of 
these islands from October to ivlarch was ex- 
ceptionally trying to many plants. Even na- 
tives were injured b}- the severe frosts vvliicli 
followed on a. late autumn and early winter of 
unu^;ual mildness. It would not, therefore, be 
fair to conclude that a plant was unsuited to 
our climate because it w Si injured during last 
winter, but we may set down as doubtful stay- 
ers all that appeared to have died from cold. 
In the Kew Bulletin, No. 6, 1909, some par- 
ticulars are given of the injury done to the 
\-arious trees and shrubs which are grown out 
of doors in the national collection. Many 
plants are tried experimentally at Kew in the 
hope that they will prove hardy, and quite an 

;^interestmg list could be made of the succesHes.

globe flowers rrrollius), and the meadow- 
sweets arc particularly effective, the first with 
its arching shoots of pendant, while bells, the 
second with its bright yellow blossoms, and 
the last with its feathery, ivor}--white inflor- 
escence, while by the waterside tlie kingcup 
will gleam with a golden sheen. The old, 
crimson herbaceous paeony ii .eiven a .good 
start in rich soil and protected from undue 
encroachment of coarse vegetation, soon be- 
comes established and affords a striking pic- 
ture with its massive, double flower-heads, 
while of biennials the white foxglove is un- 
surpassed for stately comeliness. 

The subject (^f natural beauty in the gar- 
den must not be dismissed without a refer- 
ence to the many flowering climbers that, 
when suffered to grow in unrestrained free- 
dom, ^dd possibly more than their less aspir- 
ing associates to the unconventional charm of 
the wild garden The honeysuckle or wood- 
bine is one of the most delightful of our Brit- 
ish climbers, here swathing the tall trunk'of a 
fir tree to a height of t\,'enly feci or more with 
a pyramid of floral beauty, here hanging a 
veil of scented blossoms from cra.ggy ledge or 
moss-grown ruin, here flinging its creamy 
trails from the loftiest shoots of a hawthorii. 
A- lesson may well be learnt from the refined 
grace of these wildings of the rightful use oi 
creepers in the untraninielled confines of the 
wild garden. M-duy of the clematis family 
are well adaj^ted in such a use. The mountain 
clematis (C. montana) is an excc|)tiona!ly vig- 
orous grower, bearing its ivory-white star- 
flowers in prodigal profusion during the late 
spring, and being especially valuable for grow- 
ing b}"^ evergreen trees, over which, if it be 
given good soil at the start, il soo.n spreads its 
flower-trails Othei" clematises that are amen- 
able to a like treatment arc the virgin's bower 
(Clematis flaminula), that in the autumn bears 
clouds of wliitc sweetly-scentetl blossoms, and 
the 3-C1I0V,' Clematis graveolens, that is little 
inferior to the traveller's joy in the attractive- 
ness of its plumy .se^d-v.ess'els. Some of the 
large-fldwered eleniatises 'liVay alfeo be em-^ 
ployed in the wild' garden with most satisfa'c^ 
lory results. In the Southwest the winter- 
blooming Clematis balearica, which produces 
its while, purple-spotted flowers in February, 
is perfectly hardy, and drapes wails and trees 
with its flowering growths at a time when all 
other members of its family arc dormant, 



THE HARDINESS OF PLANTS 

Hardiness in a plant is understood to mean 
that it is-so coiistituted as to be able to thrive 
permanently under the climatic conditions in 
which it is placed. A plant may be hardy in 
one part of England and not in another. iNlany 
pl;ints can exist under a wide range of climatic 
conditions; these may be said to have a 
strong constitutions. On the other haiul, many 
plants are able to bear only a limited range, a 
few degrees one-way or the other, .eitlier' of 
fempcrature or moisture or light, being in 
some cases injurious and in others even fatal. 
There is no character in the plant whicii serves 
as an index to its ciinstitut ion. We may ob- 
tain some idea of its hardiness, etc., from a 
knowledge of the conditions uruler which it 
grows in nature, althou.gh, as Darwin re- 
marked, species in a state of nature are often 
limited in their ranges by the competition of 
other organic beings more than by conditions 
of climate. As every experienced gardener 
knows, it is only by actually testing plants 
newly introduced from a forei.gn country that 
we can be certain of iheir ability to stand oiw 
climate. There are numerous instances of 
])iai;l,s new!}- introduced from a forei.gn coun- 
try that we can be certain of their ability to 
stand our climate. There are numerous in- 
stances of plants which, under cultivation, not 
only live but grow with exceptional vigor in a 
cooler set of conditions than thdsc they arc 
found wild . in. There arc also as many in 
which a close imitation by the gardener of tlu- 
iialui';>l ccjnditions ilcjes not succeed, h'or this 
reason experimental cultures are of the great- 
est imijortancc when we are dealing with ne^y 
introductions, ;Eyen then., we must take caris 
not to assume too much on the behaviour of a" 
plant in a certain garden or locality. Plants 
arc ,'^omctimes killed by cold in one place and 
uninjured by the same, degree of cold in an- 
other. The condition of the i^lant in respect 
of age, ripeness root action, and exposure often 
mjiterially affects its powers of resikting.Gold. 

. The question of acclimatization requiixs to 
bfe. treated with caution. ' It has been slated 
that plants can become habituated to differ- 
ent temperature';; that b}' a process, of nursing 
and gradual hardening the cultivator nia}- de- 
velop in the plant a hardier constitution. 
There is no proof lhat this has ever been done. 
Among the hosts of tender exotics which have 



failures after a spell of severe weather. The 
winter of 1894, killed many "imposters," as 
the late Mr. Charles, .Ellis termed those plants 
•that were only doubtfully hardy, but that was 

in consequence of a long spell of very severe 
frost from mid-winter onwards. The damage 
done last winter was due to "softness" of the 
weather froni October to December, followed 
by a sudden fall, of temperature just after 
Christmas. This was succeeded by.. alternat- 
ing spells of quickening niild and chilling se- 
vere weather, and coming as they, did at a 
time when plants genei^ally should he in their 
winter things. Those plants which are hardy 
only in the warmer parts of these islands, sucli 
a.s ihe cistuses.-coinothnses, escallonas, veron- 
icas. ' m^'l"tles, olives, ])ome.granates, tree 
heaths, and l-limalayan and Ciiinese rhodo- 
dendrons were among the worst sufferers. 
Bamboos generally were badly disfigured, the 
plants not having recovered even in July. 
Only two out of the many species grown at 
Kew came through nninjurccl namch', uitida 
and lasluosa. whilst the most trusted and com- 
monest of all, nu'lak'c, is now an absolute 
wreck. Three other species that were not 
badly injured .are flexuosa, nigra, and quilin. 
C ertainly no one peeing .the Kew bamboos in 
July this year would be impressed by their 
ai)i)carance. The new Chinese I/ibocednt ma- 
crolei:>is was killed, wdiilst 1,. ch.ilensis u-as un- 
injured. Among the rhododendrons rub ,gin- 
osum, yiinnanense. and sublanceualinn wcvc 
either killed or l)adly injured. I'nddleia .glo- 
bosa was cut lo the gr()und, l)ut has since 
started growth at the base, whereas the new 
Chinese buddleias were iiot affected. .' Ceano- 
thuses were badly damaged. The beautiful 
Dendrpmecon rigidum was killed, although 
growing against a south wall. 

Fremontia calif(jrnica, from the same coun- 
Irv, not only passed t'.irougli the winter in a 
similar ])osilion unscathed, but it has since 
flowered s|)lcndidl}-. Rinnneya coulleri, an- 
other Californian plant, was uninjured. The 
protection afforded by a wall i.s seen in the 
behaviour of the beautiful New Zealand Plagi- 
anthns lyallii, which was- killpd to the ground 
in an oi)en border, but unharmed against a 
wall. The same thing occurred with Sophora 
tctraptcra. .\mong the heaths the chief suf- 
ferers were australis, vcitchii, lusitanica, and 
arborea. The only ;;pecies of cistus th.at es- 
caped were ' laurifolius, corbarjensis, rlorcnti- 



nus, lusitanicus, recognitus, and salvioefolius. 
These may, therefore, be regarded- as the best >. 
for ordinary planting. The Himalayan Mag- 
nolia campbelii and the Chinese M. dcla-vayi, 
both reputedly tender, passed through the win- 
ter without injury. . 

The surprises among those plants which 
might have been expected to suffer, but did 
not, arc. worth recording. 'I'he most note- 
worthy are the new introductions from China, 
which' stood the test welUi^h(k^<in(Slt^^.^a- 
vidia involucrata, AilantliilS 'vihnorih 
dendron chincnsis, Eucommia ulmoides, Ber- 
beris- Avilsonae, Viburnum carlesii, V. rhyti- 
dophylliim, Rosa hugonis. Ilea ilcifolia, and 
Sophora viciifolia. 'J'he two Chilian beeches, 
l^'agus antarctica and F. obliqua, introduced 
through Mr. Elwes a few years ago, were not 
injured. 

It is understood that plants generally are 
tenderest when young, but the behavior of 
some things, at^^'-Kew. 'proves that such" .isi;not > 
always the'.'cas'e.-' For example, old'husKes^'df.' 
thg New-vZealand Veronica traversii were bad- 
ly injured, whilst youngsters only two years 
old were scarcely affected. In like mannsr all 
the rosemary bushes were killed outright; "out 
the tW')-year-olds were not hurt. In the win- 
ter of 1895 all the old plants of the Irish heath 
fDaboecia) -were destroyed by the frost, whilst 
the youngsters survived.— ^The Field.

Drive 
the spade or fork-in as deeply as yon can push 
it with the foot, lift it up and down, lift the 
clod of earth, give it a smart blow to break 

■ it.andjgo on to the next spot. 

Kitchen Garden 
' When digging soil for the vegetable gar- 
den, work in an application of well-rotted 
inanur*;. A few.-wood ashes, are, useful, y. 
' 'T'lant or sow hardj' vegefablesi 'as 'soon as 
the grbundi is fit fo; them. These include 
r:-''^ns, peas, spirach, radish, lettuce, carrots, 
beets auil-, '--^'lics. Sow the seed in frcshly- 

' stirred soil., 

A delicious plant tor IiGmc growing is 
salsify or vegetable oyster. Sow the seed as 
early as possible. Handle the crop the same 
as parsnips; . ^Sandwich .Island. . isit a ¥:g^ 
variety. 

Among the Fruits 

Spray the leaves of your currant bushes 
for currant worms "\vhe,n -the leaves are half 
open. Use one%iuice''df'- Paris green to a.bdut 
ten quarts of vi^ater. Dusting with hellebore 
will also dp the tricV. ' * 
.''If there --are no small fruit bushes in the 
garden, start 'a ' few this spring. They Avill 
grow almost anywhere, but good attention and 
" care give best results. 

Keep the old strawberry patch as clear of 
weeds as ])ossib]e, but this is not so important 
as during the first year of its growth. If 
you are .starting a new patch this spring, do 
not allow the plants to blossom. Cut the 
flower stalks and allow the plants to, give all , 
their attention to the production of runners 
and new plants ratlier than the production of 
fruit. 

In the Flow'er Garden 

Plants that have been started in the house 
should not be planted outside before being 
hardened .off. Expose them for a few hours 
a day al first lo outside influences. A cold 
frame is useful fo|- the puri)ose. If this is not 
available, place the plants outdoors and take 
them in at night until they becoine accustomed 
to outdoor conditions, ■ 

Bulbs that have been left iii the ground^ 
for two or three years should«be lifted after 
flowering. Take lliem lo an out-of-the-way 
jdace in the garden and heel them in. Leave 
thein there until Inh-; then lift again and 
kee]) Ihem in a dry place indoors until they 
are required for planting in the fall. When 
the time comes only the best bulbs- should be 
selected. 

On the Lawn 

Piare spots on the lawn may be repaired 
either by seeding or sodding. . Lawns- that arc 
becorning thin should be wfell rakfed and sown 
with -some good lawn mixture that can be 
purchased from any seedsman. 

If you propose making a new lawn, do the 
work thoroughly. The creation of a perma- 
nent sod depends largely upon the preparation 
of the soil. Dig it deejjly and evenly. Before 
sowing the seed, h.ave the surface fine and 
smooth. After sowing, rake and roll. 

When pruning the rose bushes cut out all 
dead and weak branches. Flead back the .re- 
inainiiig.ones to a few inches of the old Avood. 
The best time to prune most roses ,, is just as 
the buds are starting. Iv '

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Notes on Poultry Cultm^ 




The introduction of the handsome Bliick -; 
Orpington to the poultry fancy in 1887 was': 
the means of starting a new era in poultrydom, 
for few will deny that the "manufacture" of 
this useful breed by tiie late Mr. William 
Cook", of St. Mary"s Cray, Kent, gave a won- 
derful impetus to !)ouItry-br<!edirig,,;especia^^ 
in exhibition circles, and the \yeii-f illei rla^^^^^ 
of Orpingtons seen at m0St shows in this 
country are proof of the statement, wdiilst 011 
the Continent and in the Colonics this breed 
is held in high esteem, In fact, it is cx-trcmcly 
doubtful if any breed or variety of poultry 
redounds more to the credit of the above Hug- 
lisli fancier, and in these days, when so many 
breeds are imported from America and the 
Continent, it is. a matter ,for congratulation 
that the .Orpington was "made in England." 
From this massive black fowl many varieties 
have been bred, such as the buff, white-and 
spangled, wdiich, although probably proving 
better egg-producers than the original breed, 
c;inni)t surpass its handsome appearance. I'or 
poultry fanciers' energies it has each year 
proved one of the most popular of fowls, and 
well-bred, .typical Black Orpingtons change 
ha!nd.s every season for substantial amounts, 
from £10 to £50, the latter price being paid 
for pullets hatched in February last. Thus a 
pen of birds approaching the standard of per- 
fection is a \aluablc asset to the poultry fan- 
cier, fur cv( :•; sittings of eggs from pedigree 
prize-winning blacks cannot be purchased at 
less than 2\s, whilst £3 is often made by lead- 
ing exhibitors. The Black Orpington lends 
itself admirably to the skill and persistence 
oif the fancier, its massive size (cocks weigh- 
ing about TO pounds, and often heavier) is ap- 
pi"eciated in the show arena, whilst the general 
contour of the breed's shape cannot fail to 
attract admiration, especially when its lustrous 
metallic, greenish-black plumage is seen to 
perfection. As a' general utility fowl it is not 
recommended to readers, who are advised to 
devote attention to the guff or white varieties, 

. which have long been associated with prolific 
egg-production and good table properties, al- 
though it must be admitted there are a few 
prolific strains of Hlack Orpingtons. .\s a 

'general rule, ordinary poultry-keepers, unless 
the show-pen is the desideratum, will not find - 
them i)rofitablc. although they richly deserve 
space in these weekly notes. 

W'hcn first introduced to tlic |.>oultry-loving 
fancier, the breed was subjected to severe 
criticism, but after a few years; they became., 
popular, being good layers and excellent ilieat 
,prpducersr-but, unfortunately, in-breeding 
and the sacrifice of . utility points for beauty 
of feather have militated aga.inst their useful- 
ness, and the writer trusts that, notwithstand- 
ing the booming of new breeds, more atten- 
tion will be given to prolificacv in future by 
breeders. From the late Mr. l ook's eldest 
son, Mr. W. I-I. Cook, whose well-established 
model poultrj' farm at St. Paul's Cray, Kent, 
is responsible for many hutfdreds being bred 
which achieve premier honors in the exhibi- 
tion world, the writer learnt interesting p.ar- 

■ ticulars as to the oi-iginal compound used to 
produce the l^lack Orpington. Jt appears in 
in's travels as a poultry lecturer he fountl a 
great demand for a good table fowl that would 
lay brown or tinted eggs, he (piitc free from 
feathers on the legs, and display a plumage 
that Avould not show dirt; also a breed that 
would stand confinement and prove a good 
wirtter layer, besides being suitable for the 
show pen. At that time the breeds of poultry 
were not nearly so numerous as i!;oy are now ; 
hence the need e.\'i)ressed. The breed under 
notice was slated to be the result of a happy 
combination of three of our best and most f;i- 
vouritc breeds, i. c., the Minorca, Langshan 
and Black Plymouth Rock. Experienced fan- 
ciers will agree that the Langshan fowl is re- 
sponsible in the main for the Orpington, and 

■ a more substantial or creditable foundation on 
which to build a new variety could not have 
been selected for producing white skin and 
flesh, long breast-bone, and good. massi\'c 
frame. The Minorca, with it.s admitted won- 
derful laying powers and a(lai)tability for con- 
finement, made it a most useful ingredient, 
whilst the Plymouth Rock gave the necessary 
hardiness to resist extreme climatic conditions. 
Readers will understand that a good utility 
strain of Black Orpington.s should be Tmt only 
good layers, but very hardy and active, and 
may be crossed with other hrced.s to adwui- 
tage. Its large-sized, brown-tinted eggs al- 
wa}'s sell well, and when wanted for killing 
there is i'/Fcnt}' of juic\- meat on llie breast. 
'J'hanks to a Black Orpington club (of which 
the successful breeder, I^lr. W. M. Bell. Ring- 
wood, Dorset, is hon. secretary), the breed has 
an extensive following amongst fanciers, and 
the coitipetition at our classic shows is very 
keen, as witnessed at his week's great Dairy 
Show, where sixty birds, in two classes, faced 
the judge. 

The note \vhit;h rcccnll}- ai>])careil on poul- 
try diseases lieing coninuuiicaled to lunnan 
beings has excited much attention, and man\' 
inquiries have been made. There is no doubt 
that the disease, such as white comb or favus 
can be ' trahsniitted to man, whilst some ex- 
perts testify that tuberculosis, and even diph- 
theria, in poultry, has caused trouble where 
reasonable precautions lia\e noi been taken. 
All diseased fowls should hi- handled care- 
fully, ami the hands cleansed thoroughly, also 
<Iisinfectcd, afterwards; from a cut oi- wound, 
or even .abrasion, there is considerable risk, 
and all houses, runs, and vessels used should 
be well disinfected, wdiilst; as advised, . iall' ail- . 
ing fowls must be isolated, or thtir excretions 
will assuredly quicRly set up disease amongst 
the remainder.

GliftohV "JJ^A.'■'N.'' has loqked up an article by 
Dn-Iieslie- Roberts CLiverpool), contributed in 
March, 1909, to the "British Journal of Derma- 
tology" on "Diseases of the Skin in Animals 
Communicable to Man,'" which states that 
"Favus in fowls is known as Svhite comb,' the 
coiiib>b,ec'ohies. covered with a greyish .scaby a^ 
soft of concretion, which slowlj' extrudes arid 
thickens, and ma}'^ persist for some months 
confined only to the comb. It may spread 
rapidly over the head and neck, an.d eventually 
cover the whole body. The feathers fall out, 
til" bird becomes enuicialed, and ma}- finally 
die of exhaustion. f^'owls have been experi- 
mentally inoculated with the human favus- 
fungus. In respect/to-contagion, favus in the 
majority of case's 'is ' conveyed from pers9n to 
person ; but transmission from animals to men 
is rare — only one ease out of forty-nine. ' 
Medical opinion may be divided on the sub- 
ject, but that there have been cases demon- 
strates the need of care. The writer well re- 
members a few years ago a case being reported 
in "Poultry" where favus had been transmitted* 
by the hands to &■ poultry-keeper's face, and 
considerable trouble and discomfort ensued 
for many months. Hygienic treatment of 
poultry usually results in healthy stock, ami 
there are numerous yards where hundreds of 
fowls are bred and reared year after year 
without anv signs of disease or ailment; but 
to attain tiiis clean bill of health unremitting 
attention to cleanliness of houses and the im- 
portance of change of soil or "and as often 
as possible is given, which, of course, means 
extra labour, but this is amply repaid by the 
immunity from ' sickness and vigour of the 
birds, It may be added- that a well-filled 
scratching shed in daily' use is an excellent pre- 
ventative; also a daily feed of green food. 

Poultry keepers are reminded that to en- 
sure profitable egg production three essential 
factors make for ultimate success — good hens 
from a known laying strain, congenial sur- 
roundings, and suital)le food, all of which are 
easily oljtainable. The hens must possess an 
inborn tendency to lay, also an excess of vig- 
our to enable them to withst'ahd the heavy 
drain. on the system. Congenial surroundings, 
must ensure ph3'sical comfort, and fowls never 
succeed Lictter than ^vhen well housed in clean, 
roomy, warm houses, well ventilated and en- 
suring plenty of fresh air and sunshine ; a dust- 
bath kept well filled with dry ashes, for con- 
tentment is induced by poultry-kee])ers always 
providing a j)lace free from disturbing influ- 
neces; hens rriust be made to feel happy, as is 
evidenced in fowls enjoying safety and free-' 
dom ifi, unpretentious houses, fed on simple- 
and' wholesome food, ])roducing an abundance 
of eggs in' depth of winter, whilst others kept 
in expensive houses and overfed on elaborate 
rations are generally unproductive. In fact, 
if ])oul try-keepers paid more attention to the 
acconunodation for scratching exercise instead • 
of ornauientation they- wdiild: have ^better re- 
sults. The third factor in egg-prtductipn, 
which is considet-ed by many the mbst import- 
ant, is the supply of food best suited to produce 
the greatest vigour of the reproductive .system, 
at a season of the- year when egg-laying is 
unnatural, for it should always be remembered 
that in her natural state the hen only lays 
(luring the summer months. The kind of food 
influences to a large extent the character of 
the product, whether meat or eggs are re- 
quired. The egg is, of course, a manufactured 
product, made from food by a process of diges- 
tion ; there is consequently a close relationship 
between the food consumed and product de- 
sired, which chemical investigation pro\'cs. If 
we examine the body of a hen fat, lean meat 
and bone will -be foimd, whilst an examination 
of the foofl she eats will discover in wheat, for 
example, starch and oil (carbo-hydrates or fat- 
forming material), the fat of the grain which 
when eaten by the bird goes to make heat, 
energy and fat, vSniall grains of gluten are to 
be seen, which is the lean part of the grain, 
utilized bv the bird to make the lean meat. 
Further the bone of the wheat is the inineral 
matter (the ash), which when assimilated 
makes hone and egg-shell. 

The iir.portanee of balancing the rations 
must never be overlooked, for if the food is 
deficient in bone and other mineral matter, 
.soft-shelled eggs will be found. A deficiency 
in protein means weakly chickens, whilst an 
excess of easily digestible carbo-hdrates causes 
ail excess of fat. all showing the uecessit\ for 
propei-h' balanced rations to ])roduce perfect 
fowls and perfect eggs. It is not surprising 
that a hen whose body conl.iins 21 ])er cent of 
protcni and her egg more than 1 1 per cent of 
the same nutrient wdll fail to grow well or lay 
satisfactorily if her food be -deficient of these 
necessaries. No one ration is' suitable under 
every condition, for what is most profitable for 
one breed is unsuitable for another. .\ flock 
of fowls kept in exposed positions must be fed 
differently from tliosc given shelter, and ra- 
tions ''ar old fowls are hardly suitable for 
vomig Slock of some breeds. It is therefore 
wise t( understand the composition, of Various- 
foods, to add or subtract as required. Thanks 
to manufacturers' exertions, an analysis of any 
food can now be obtained, and time and trouble 
saved by purchasing a meal with guaranteed 
analysis, rich in the various constituents, 
whidi can alwa}-s be reduced by hdending of 
niiddlings or sharps to the re(|uirt;d rations. 
An excellent menu for the nionlh of October 
will he found in the following: Mtniday, 
Wednesday, and Frida) , four ])arls middlings, 
two partsieach of barley meal, nicat meal and 
ground m'ai'ze; the maize and barley should be 
scalded and dried off with middlings ; Tuesday, 
Tlnirsday and Saturday - four parts Spratt's

' THE AURORA 'BOREALIS ; \ 

The recent magnetic storm . witli,.tHe tisvp' 
accompaniitient of fmrofa has directed a'tt'cn- 
tion to the cause of thd phenomena, and not- 
withstanding positive assertions like those (.if 
Sir Oliver Lodge or the more cautious utter- 
ances of Dr. Chree, it must be admitted that 
no satisfactory explanation of the complete 
phenomenon is forlhcoiiiing. The one fact 
that the recent discussion has made evident is 
that there is at preseni no- theory which meets 
with general acceptance. One may go so far 
as to say that it is uncertain wdiether magnetic 
disturbance is the agent that produces auroral 
display or the converse, or indeed jn what par- 
ticular manner the two are related. All au- 
thorities are inclined lo trace the original 
source to the sun, hut when details are dis- 
cussed divergences soon make themselves ap- 
parent. On.e school conceives the sun to be a 
source of cathode rays capable of setting w\> 
secondary rays in the' earth's atmosphere. An- 
other, of winch the distinguished physicist. 
Professor Arrbenius, is the mani exponent, 
would trace the phenoiiicnou lo the passage of 
electrical particles driven through out atmo- 
sphere by the reinilsive action of light. Oth- 
ers see in the influence of ultra violet light, or 
some such solar bohibardm6nt ap that suggest- 
ed by Arrhenius, acting on -cirrus clouds, pre- 
sumed to consist of negatively electrified par- 
ticles, a means whereby the ions in the eartii's 
atmosphere arc set in motion, wdiich in their 
turn may give rise to himinisccnce in the uj)- 
per regions of the air. There are yet other 
suggestions depending on solar spots or -sdar. 
))rominences, in which no. definite meclianical 
action is postulatedj but reliatice is placed 
uppti- the meriB'ifact, pf .cpincideiice in time, 

. It is higlily - probable tiia^^ our magnetic 
storfinis and the associated 'pheiiomeha 'niay be 
described as a function of many variables, and 
if we consider how complex are the-resiilts-of 
observation it is evidence that in our present 
knowledge of the problem no simple cause w-ill 
])rove a satisfactory explanation. As an in- 
stance of complexity it may be pointed out 
that though in these latitudes we are accus- 
tomed to regard aurora and,.magnetic storms 
as intimafely'associatecl, that connection is by 
no means so consta!ht or so remarkable in 
Polar regions, where the manifestations arc 
more frequent. The magnets are apt to be 
provokingly quiet when the spectacle of the 
aurora is inost brilliant. The spectrum, loo, 
can present marked differences, showing great 
deviations from uniformity. On the last oc- 
casion- the band in the red generally connected 
iwith "crinison'' aurora was nvssing. These 
variations might be explained by the introduc- 
tion into the upper atmosphere of cosmical 
dust in greater or less quantity, but such a 
suggestion is of course a [lure guess, having 
no sure foundation of observation. Tlieli if we 
;ire to regard .simspots as the origin we have 
not only to explain how we can get aurora 
without sunspots and vice versa, but why an 
auroral display should be a' matter of hours 
while the sunspot will last for weeks and 
months. A combination of spot and promi- 
nence has been evoked to explain this -diffi- 
culty, and since the prominence has a much 
Iniefer existence tluui the s]50t, the suggestion 
strengthens the li\-pollicsis, I'rofcssor f^'ow- 
ler, of South Kensington, has shown thai in 
the case of the recent spot, which is supposed 
to have .some connection with the great mag- 
netic storm, the C line was reversed, indicating 
that a prominence was projected over the spot. 
The same ])eculiarity has been noticed on 
other occasions when a magnetic storm has 
l)ccn acti\-e on the earth, ;ind though in such 
instances w-e ni.'i}- not have lo do with a true 
cause but siini)ly with ;issociated phenomena, 
no ('e\-iri tir->i! fr'MU uniforniilv may be O'vcr- 
looked when trying to find a solution of the 
riddle.

"There is so 'much bad in the best of us

and this good and 'bad. I ,uu satisfied, can be, 
to a large extent, re.gulaled, with the blessing 
of God upon the i)arents' work, by the good 
gaining the .prei)onderating weight in the 
child's mind and heart, and even if the scale

• The' twd stroh'gesf prirtc which 
influence depends, the most lasting and pow- 
erful are love and example. The infhnince for 
good which can be exerted by a parent upon 
his child can be multiplied a thousandfold by 
the conviction that the chief inspiration of the 

■ work he does for his boy or girl is done from 
love rather than duty, not simply because the 
law of the land imposes upon him the car.i^'ancl 
responsibility of its upbringing. Let th'e' chil- 
dren feel and see that they arc the dearest 
and nearest sources of happiness to the parent, 
that their welfare is .the parents' first care, 

. and that they, hold in their little hands the 
parents' happiness, both preseni and future. 
Love can persuade and direct and control in 
a more powerful way than any other agency, 
and morfr,ean,be.:done with a loving arm-about 
a child than cah'ije''a(;complished by seyerity. 
' I,ove' employs several agents in /traimtigya 
child'; ' the first is obedience, th'eri Honbur'ahd 
kindliness and industry. 

' Obedience should be a cardinal law in all 
households. It regulates the child's attitude 
to the parent, and renders the whole atuK^.s- 
l)here peaceful, for an. unruly child is a dis- 
turbing element. The obedience should be 
prompt, otherwise, a great amount of energy is 
wasted botlr by.. the parent and child Jn.itbc 
struggle as to who is io virin out, and each time 
there is a protracted conflict of wills renders 
it harder the next time for the child to give 
up, and predisposes it to assert itself more 
determinedly, and while that self-will is grow- 
ing stronger in the child it is beconiing less 
prepared to accept and obey the Divine will, 
upon which the parental authority is based. 
The responsibility of a parent is immense, and 
I feel sure that upon obedience, prompt and 
unquestioning in the earlier time of the little 
life, and later on to be yielded promptly from 
habit and reason, will create in the child a 
great source of happiness, for it will eliminate 
thai constant warfare of spirit which renders 
it impatient of control, and converts what 
might be a fine character into a jn-umbliiig, 
dissatisfied man or woman. 

Honour should be held up to a child as 
ihc highest virtue. It should be taught to 
make good all its promises— to tell the truth 
^t all costs — to keep his or her word — to be 
honest to the utmost— to play the game fairly 
and squarely — never to overreach or take a 
mean advantage in jjlay or any of those .games 
which might to teach a lesson of being modest 
in success, or manly in defeat. It is a good 
thing to put children on their honour from 
earliest years. The consciousness. pf trust ini- 
posed in them, making them anxious to justify 
that trust. , 

r once heard an apostrophe to honour irom 
the lips of a young man who was slowly pass- 
ing away froni life. His youn.g brothers were 
gatlicreti about his bed and he said to llieiu, 
"Hovs, keep your honour as a most j)recious 
jewel, clasp it to your breast, never give it up 
for any considcra'tion, never lose it. If health 
is lost' it may be restored, if wealth slips away 
it may, by industry, be regained, but if you 
lose yout^ honour it can never bie the same 
stainless jewel, so guard it as you would your 
life." 

Kindliness and .generosity, I bracket to- 
,gether. The spirit of "loving one's neighbour 
as one's self" should be exhibited in the family 
circle from earliest years. .A child can be 
taught to divide its pleasures and good things 
am.ong those with whom it is surrounded, and 
can ; ,bc shown the unlovcliness of keeping 
everything for itself. 
' -''/:•'' Habits of industry can be instilled very 
early in and children can be made to em- 
])lo3' tlievn.iilclves usefully, and it can be made 
a plcasure'and duty to help their parents. The 



little hands should be accustomed lo do things. 
Boys and girls should both, be taught to use 
.simple topis, as -a knowjedge'^of|Thpjyx 
theni; >vould render theni - mirc^^ inde- 
■v, pendente ;/and save many a piece of furniturcv 
; :*a'nd' iVhat is of moment also, many a small bill ' 
for .repairs. Have some duty or duties for 
each boy and girl wdiich he or she is expected 
to perform for the well-being of the family, 
and make them understand that the whole 
family is for its comfort and happrness, iuter- 
'depjehdent. Especially would:'! .lay strfi'SSi .lipon • 
,.;^the.,in^ which should be taken in their 
.cdiicatibn -—seeing that they are regular in 
their'.attendance at school — that their lessons 
are learned, and that they are on time, thus 
cultivating. the virtue of punctuality, ' ■ ■ 

One thing certainly should be borne in 
mind b}' every mother, and that is that she 
should know- wdiere her children are, or ma.v 
probably be found, all the twenty-four hours. 
Let it.,.be the rule that they must be homo 
before darkness sets in — and, mothers, see that 
■there is a cheery welcome to each child as it 
comes in, making home and the mother's arms 
a glad shelter from the darkness and its evils. 
No boy, or girl should be out after dark, un- 
less a duty calls, for when there is no longer 
light to play there should be no loitering about 
the playground or streets. 

Discipline of some description seems im- 
perative for breaking the parental law. ■ It 
should never be imposed from temper, but -the 
child should be. made to feel that if it trans-, 
gresses it must expect puhishriiefit,"'j,^1lidi 
ought to be given in reason, lest . the'^jchild 
lose the vision of the loving f ather • any.%e' 
severe judge of the home court. 

Professor Drummond has said that "'It is 
the law of influence that we become like that 
which we admire," In childhood there is no 
hero like the father, no sweeter conception of 
woman than is embodied in the word'''mpther.". 
We who are pai;ents do not always rem^niji)erj,'- 
' that our example is constantly inipi-esscd?ui)ori; 
those young minds whose ideas are^'sivayed 
. by those more immediately about them; and 

■ will bfe crystalized-by time into powers bf good 
or powers of evil, and upon us rests the 
responsibility of the moral and physical train- 
ing of our children, and example is one of the 
most pow-erful elements in the fortnative 
period of the human life. Watch aiiy-.Httle 
boy or girl, and you will find it in;its play 
copying its parents; the girl caring for' her 

■ 'doll as she sees her mother do for the little 
bibe in 'arms, and the boy doing the things 
he sees his father delight in. Piirents should 
say or do nothing they would not like repeated 
in their child's life. Be all that you would 
Avish your children to be. 

An eminent Cardinal has said that if he 
had the first ten years of a child's life he felt 
he could so. fix the principles of his church 
in its heart that hevwouldrjha've.ilittlfi?^ 
losing its fidelity aftdrwaVds;'>s6'''fir|^^ 
he estimate early influences. Above all teach 
your '■children that they arc aciloiintablc to 
Almighty God for all they say of do, and 
that they owe Him allegiance' as 'their God 
and Father and King. IV,'-- - 

"Guard their first springs of thought and'^wiU' 
.And with their God th(:ir spirits fill." ' " 

When you have done your best for your 
children b'e patient w-ith them, for they are 
only children, and love them— love them 
whether they please you in everything or not, 
and believe "that the good seed yoii. sow-mi.tst 
yield good -fruit sootier 'or later;-' ' 

Sir Willianf Harniiton, that noted mathe- 
maticTaiFiind .scieiitist, 'iipon being asked what 
. is the strongest force known replied, "Love 
is the greatest dynamic force known." Above 
all things let the children feel its full power 
to ensure their happiness and well being, and 
leach them that vour love is only a faint re- 
flection of the love and care that they, daily 
receive from their Heavenly Father. 

Lastly, I would say, not only refrain from 
setting a bad- or indifferent example to ^our 
children, but set a positive one of right living 
and right thinking. Guard agaiiist censorious- 
iiess, .s"ee the besl in people and things, and fill 
your children's thoughts and minds with all 
beautiful things in nature and literature.

■ name without instructions from the attorncy- 
gcneral s department. AV'e have been told first 
that the party is in a state of mental and phy- 
sical collapse, and then arc informed the next 
tlay that the police do not as a matter of fact 
know who he is, but onh' have a suspicion. If 
they really do know, and the party is not man 
enough or mentally capable of coming forward 
and owning up himself, they are allowing, by 

'• withholding his name, the possibility of unjust 
suspicion to fall on the heads of other innocent 

. parties who were known to be hunting in the 
vicinity of the shooting. It looks to an out- 
sider as- if they most certainly did not know. 

. iicfore this is in print, the mystery will no 
doubt- be solved, but at present date .there is 

.jai strong feeling- of dissatisfaction among 
sportsmen, and naturally, so. If the shooting 
was- done b}' a bo)', as seems most probable, it 
IS easy to understand that on hearing the 
shouts of his victim, he would be panic-stricken 
and would rnn without making any attcm[)t 
to ascertain what damage, if any, he had done; 
It-. IS hard to undcrstancl the same action in a 
grown man. In shooting accidents, of .this 
serious nature .there -mitst always be. some 
sympathy for tlie poor devil who does the. niis- 

. chief .in his hour of horror and remorse.- This 

J ■ sympathy can hardly be extended in the case 
of one who is not man enough to admit his 
responsibilit,v openly, cspecialh^ after his turn- 
ing what was no doubt an accident in the first 
jjlaee, into a dastardly crime, by running away 
froni the \-ictim of his carelessness, when he 
must hayc heard his cries for help, .,^ml this 
IS piitting it a great, deal inore riiildly^tlian - 
most. are putting it now in" 'general conycr- 
satibn.

Having shown mc thc 
correct Avay to carry a gun, he took nie Out with 
him, giving me an empty gun to carry, and no 
cartridges for the first day. He promised that, 
if I carried the gun in a safe manner dmin'g all 
the time we were out th;'.t first da)- he vvt)uld let 
mc have some shots the next day, but assured 
me that, if only for an instant, he caught mc 
handling it in a dangerous manner or carrying 
it in any way but as he had shown me, i'.e 
would make me carry an empty gun again fur 
the next day, and not allow mc a shot until I 
iiad stood the test absolutely perfectly for a 
whole day. That was a lesson which sunk so 
deei) in the mind of a school bo}'. dead anxious 
to learn to. shoot, that it has never been for- 
gotten.

A WARNING BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE 

In a very striking article entitled "The 
J^ogues' Gallery," in Collier's Outdoor .Amer- 
ica, Mr. William Hornaday describes a state 
of things in the country below the line which 
may well be studied 1))' Canadian sportsmen, 
containing as it doe^ many a lesson which we 
can take to heart and profit by n(jw bef.-irt it 
is too late. The ;u-licle ff)llows : — 

h'cjr the protection of wild life, a repub- 
lican form (jf government is uiupiestiouably 
the worst in the vi'orld. The worst men in 
America are the ones who feel that they are 
the real lords of creation, and that being in a 
l.-md of liberty, they are licensed to do exactly 
,-is 'hey rf)\'all_\- please. It is that spirit that 
is ni;inilested in .\'c\v "\'orlc ;nu! many other 
cities in the form of rubbish on the streets, 
rubbish and despoiled slirubber}- and flower- 
beds in public jiarks, ro\vd\-ism on trains and 
wholesale burglaries and robberies. Thanks to 
the .lawless element now becoming so domi- 
nant in this country, our once prized "free- 
dom" has already become a Dead Sea ap])le. 

The Americans of 1959 will find licre ,-1 
country in which there is no huntin.g for real 
.ganie, outside of the rigidly protected areas. 
The forces of destruction are so strong, so 
merciless, so all-pcrvadin.g and so lawless, 
their ])Owcr to pulverize all wild life is (ap- 
l)arently) beyond resistance. The i)eople of 
America, as a mass, are, apathetic regarding 
the enforcement of even the most reasonable 
game laws; and in many, game difitrict-s a con- 
viction by .j.ury is almost an impossibility, . 



T think that m another twenty years or less 
the "'do-as-I-damn-please" spirit ^vill give us. 
outside of the game preserves a barren and 
gamelcss AmeEiea.xeyery.where between the 
Barren Grounds, and , the great forests of the 
tropics. It is for -this • reason that some of us 
■ are bending bur energies to the making of 
great .game preserves instead *f , squabbling 
with sjiortsmen over -the "ba.g limit" and sea- 
.son dates for kilkible game th:)t svi'l totally 
disappear. ' 
' 1' Lack of Public Support '/ 
/This' looks like a digression; but it is not. 
if is tlic^'c'r'ux ofMhe- whble' wild-life' situation, 
\\'e make good game laws, \vcll m'gh every- 
where that game exists : l)ut no slate can put 
into the field ten thousand wardens that would 
be iiecessarv to protect her Avild life from her 
two thousand or ten thousand ' lawless game 
killers! T;ike the -casd iof Long Island, here 
under our eyes. 

There is a splendid' state game commis- 
sioner, an equally splendid chief game pro- ' 
tector, and ninety-six as fine .t^ame wardens 
as one could w-isli to- see. They all do their 
utinosl : but in \-ic\\- of llie lawlessness of about 
ten per ci'iU of the peoph.^ of ibis ei.ght million 
st;ile, it would recpiire the services of one 
thousand .i;:imc wardens to really and truly 
en force the gan;e laws of this state. Today, in 
view of the lawless spirit ofVertain hunters 
on the south shore of Long Island, it Avould 
ta-ke'twenlv additional nien to break up the 
lawless duck k-illing that now .goes on ther-e 
evL-vv winter and sj)rin.g, openly and defiantly. 
As usual, public sentiment alnn.g the south 
shore is either hostile to the anti-spring shoot- 
ing law, or else apathetic; and So, long as that 
is the case, how many honest men will it take 
to watch all the rogues, day l)y d:iy, hour by 
hour?' 

I'ersons who have not si>ecially loolccd into 
the matter have not the faintest conce])tion 
of the power and deadliness of the forces that 
constant Iv are warrin.L;- upon v.-ild life. In the 

■United States, so 1 have been told by a very 
competent authority, about4ivc hundred thou- 
sand shotguns are sold annually, ;ind about 
seven million loaded cartridges. Perhaps three 
million' cartridges arc reloaded annually. Of 
this eiiorinous output, perhaps one-tenth arc 
used on clay pigeons;, and the reimmider, 
Avhatever it may be. is aimed at wild liic., A 
very effective fM-ecc)iloading shot.gun of Bel- 
gian make can be purcjuiscd for five dollars, 
and no alien laborer 'AVho desire? to kiti. our 
songbirds: for \food iiidtQO poor "to buy one !' 
It ii? true that in New York and Pennsylvania 
certain new laws against the - ownership or 
use of firearnis by uunc-ituralizcd aliens^ arc at 
])resent a little iroiiWe.somc to Angelo and 
vSinkcwiczs. but inasmuch as' the aliens now 
hold the balance of po->ver in this iK'irt of the 
world, f ;im sure those annoyin.g laws soon 

Will be repealed. The sbcicties' for the defense 
of Italians will see to that, ' ■ 

Throughout North; Amci:ip?i generally, 
what are the principal ;factors^,!iii fh!e "destr,HC-. 
tion 9? wildl :,li fe ? It is .e^sy, t(;l,,catalpgu^ them,- 
in ll'ie order of thelrj deadliness; Here they 
arc : ' 

1. The "resident^; pot-hunters, who kill 
game all the year round, part of the time for 
sale, and part of the-.time to sayq butchers' 

. bills. 

2. The commercial killers,' wlio slaughter 
to secure salable plumes, hides, teeth, oil, fer- 
tilizers, or (.)ther ])roducts. 

T,. Tlic sportsmen, who shoot according to 
h\w. but kill to the limit that the law allows, 
regardless of the future. 

4. Wanton (lestro_\-ers generally, who Icill 
wiUl creatures because the}- can, regardless of 
reason or decency. 

Notwithstanding the fact that thousands of 
good men and wonici) are striving to shield 
our birds and mahimals from luinihilation, 1 
believe that hroughout our own country there 
are about fifty times as many ])ersons seeking 
to destroy wikl life as there are endeavoring 
to ]n-uteet it! In our market there are ten 
|i;itterns of modern. hi,ch-i)o^\ver, long-range 
sporting rifles, using sr">keless powder,. an<l 
telescopic si.ghls if the users so elect. All of 
them arc repeaters, and uiic is automatifc. And 
now. as the' finishing touch to the big game, 
and to rob it of its last chance to escape, comes 
the -Maxim noiseless aitaehmcnt. the climax 
of ingenuity. (U-;idliness .-iiid unfairness. \\''hen 
.game is robbed of its l;ist chance. ;md killin.g, 
is made so easy that he worst l)iin,L;ler on 
earth can make ;i "good b;i,!.:-." wli\- not poison 
the game and shorten the bother? 

For the State to Say

The California condor "will- last . about 
twenty years longer, . 

The Labrador duck and great auk are quite 
extinct. 

The "plume birds" of Florida arc but little 
more than a memory; and so arc the scarlet 
ibis, roseate spoonbill, and..Hamingo. 

Fur Seal Doomed. 

The fur seal has been reduced from about 
four million to about thirty thousand only ; and 
if the United Slates government does not 
quickly execute 'with Canada and Japan a new 
treaty, providin.g lor it a ten-year close season, 
the species is doomed ! 

Today it is our duty to devote our space 

■and thoughts are energies to a consideration of 
practical ways and means by which to preserve 
the remnant of wild life. 

In the enforcement of existing laws there are 
tons of heavy work to be done. We must not 
make the mistake of dweling too long, or too 
exclusively, on the making of new and better 
laws. The United States needs about five 
thousand clubs and committees Avorking hard 
to secure the enforcement of the .good ]n-otec- 
tive laws that are already on the books, but arc 
not enforced properly. 

Wild Life an Asset. 
The wild life of any country is the-prpiierty ■ 
of the nation, and if preserved it forms, a valu- 

ablc'piihl.ic. asset. To prp.tectiti is'not only gbod 

, sf atesiharislip, ,but -it is^ alsp; one of ; the bb.unden 
diities bf gb'b'd citizienshi^^^ 

-; No wild game can long "eridure slatighter for 
commercial purposes ! 'As the supply of legi- 
timate game sinks lower and lower, the market 
shooters and caterers encroach, more and more 
on the list of birds that once were forbidden. 
Fancy a sora-rail or a reed-bird as a thing to 
eat! When a large cold-storage house in New 
"i'ork City was searched in 1903, tlic officers 

. of the S,t'ate,:'Game' Cpmmissipn found ;the fol- 
lowing' (Icacl birds : 8;o.58 snow buntings, 7,607 
sand-pipers, 5,218 plover, 7,003 siiipe, 788 yel- 
low legs, 7,560 grouse, 4,385 quail, T. 756 ducks, 
288 bobolinks, 96 woodcocks. 

The protection of wild life is ])arlly a mat- 
ter of business, and partlv a matter of senti- 
ment, lu'cry .-Vmerican farmer with a grain of 
reading intelli.gence now knows that the k'illing 
of insecti\-orous birds means certain financial 
losses to him. The most' intelligent farmers 
know that only the Cooper and Sharpshinned 
hawks are so destructive to other bird life that 
they deserve to-be shot on sight. Next, it is 
to be hoped- that every farmer wil learn that 
surplus house cats arc veiy destructive to bird 
life, and should not be tolerated where birds 
live and breed. Maine has learned, and so lias 
llritish Columbia, that big .game can I)e a very 
valuable asset, and that the ba.g limit should 
be reduced to the lowest point. 

The Need of the Hour. 
Today, jn-ecisely as it was twenty-five years 
ago, the .great need of the hour is the educa- 
tion of the masses to the necessity for wild-life 
conservation, and the creation of a fifty times 
better public sentiment in favor of the enforce- 
ment of existin.g laws. The .game wardens need 
the sujiport of the law-abiding ])eoi)le of their 
i-es]>ective communities tcj an extent that now 
is rarely found. \'ery often it is the C.amc 
\\-arden vs, the Whole Country! Wardens 
complain that in many country places it is al- 
most impossible to secure a conviction of an 
offender against the game laws. Many men 
who consider themselves decent citizens con 
sider it'a smart thing to evade the .game laws, 
iiui the worst discoura.gement of all comes 
from the "sympathetic" juries. 

l.'nlcss a great clian.ge lak-es ]dace in public 
sentiment, twenty ye;irs from now, there will 
be on wild game of any consequence left alive 
in the United States, outside of the absolutely 
protected game iirescr\-es. 

Despite adetpiatc .g.'ime laws and the untir- 
ing, unselfish endeavors of sportsmen, the out- 
look, it must be confessed, is not re-assuring. 
Thp reason is simple and all-sufFicient — the 
American ])eoplc as a whole are so slow to kin- 
dle to a supporting sentiment — that the Avilil 
life may be gone like the bison before they 
wake up.

But 
ajiart frimi this l.'irgest class of labor- 
ers, the men upon v.'hoin the w-orld de- 
pends for its dally bread, thone tire 
ver.v few workingnieii who have not 
sent some one to represent tiiem at 
lids great meeting. It is to be hoped 
that they will speak and act wisely for 
much depondd on tiieir words and re- 
.soliiiions. 

In Canada, much has been done to- 
wards proventin.g strife lietween the 
men wiio employ the workmen and the 
w-age-earners. In that way thin young 
country is iihcad of sonic of the older 
lands. 

The House of Lords refuse to p.asa 
the law which would forc^ .^ho ,rich 
men oC Great Britain to' J<piyv;i'what 
iliey consider to bo an unfair Bhare ot 
the taxes. David Lloyd-George, who 
liad the most lo do with rnaklne thia 
binlget, is most talked of today.

David Lloyd George, who is now 46 
years, old, .was born in Manchester. 
His i'falther,'- a Unitarian minister, died 
when ho wa:s a baby. His mother was 
loft in her home in 'VN'ales very. poor. 
She had a brother, who was a shoe- 
maker. This kind uncle took charge of 
the family, and took u groat interest in 
Davy. Not only did ho eat plain food 
and wear the roughest clothing, .*hat 
inc. hoy might be educated, but he did 
wliat was far harder, learned Latin and 
Frencli, in order to ,*.oach blm. How 
poor the family were children will un- 
derstand, when they hear that tho 
greatest luxury of ,'.he little Lloyd- 
George's was half an egg a-plece"on 
Sundays. 

At school, David hold bis own -svith 
the other village boys. He even dared 
to refuse to answer tho questions in 
the English Church catechism, about 
the bap.tism of "infants. His grand- 
father and his uncla were Baptists, and 
he believed they. 'were right. The school 
master vseems to' have been a wise man 
and to liave respected the honesty of 
the ;ad. 

In the course of .time he became ti 
lawyer," and by his clearness and fear- 
lesness --won the love of his fellow 
Welshmen. When only twenty-seven, 

he became a member of parliament. 
But during the Boer war lie became 
greatly hated becuiso ho said the Eng- 
lisli government was wrong in under- 
taking the war. He was obliged to 
llee from an lingllsli .town in disguise, 
and it is said one of his Welsh neigh- 
bours knocked him down. 

Ho, however, was again returned to 
parliament, and helped to frame tho 
education bills. "When the Liberals 
came into jiower, lie was made prcsl- 
denl of the bo.ard ot .trade. Kveii hia 
enemies ;idniil that he was a good pre- 
sident. Ho persuaded the railroad men 
to remain at .Mieir work two years ago, 
and prevented tiie strike wliicli would 
have done ,*.errllile harm to the country. 

To pay the old age pensions and to 
raise money for the Navy, Lloyd- 
Gcorge fronted the bill which has been 
rejected by the Lords. Whether that 
bill -will ever become law or ,not, .the 
man'twho fr£n^ea"f<;,-,ba8 sho'ivn- that he 
is able and brave and hones;'-.. The 
AsqUlth government dechirc that thny. 
will not in any woy cliange the bill to 
suit the wishes of the House of Lords, 
and it is expected thei;o will soon bo 
an election.- In-; England. • The people 
will then ' decide'- 'this 'very Important 
matter.

^While tlic sport of bullhghting docs not 
uppealf.tp.;: the average Anglo-Saxon, it is one 
whicH afbuses the greatest enthusiasm among 
the Latin races, and no one who has l)cen to 
the bull ring, and seen a bullf!^;!)l will deny 
the skill and courage of the toreror- (bull- 
ligiilcrs) engaged in, it. 

This sport dales back to the Jvoman era, 
and is governert by strict laws, which are eii- 
' forced b}' the governments of the c rntrics 
in which tliey arc held ; and at each fight thpfc 
is a government official who has power to levy 
lines for any breaches of these rules. 

' The new bull "ring of the City of Mexico is 
ii structure composed cntireh' of steel and 
concrete, and has a seating capacit}' of twenty- 
seven thousand. It is built in the form of a 
frustrm of an inverted cone, so that a good 
VieAV,of the proceedings can be obtained from 
any part of it, and is divided into two parts, 
the sol (sun) and the sombra (shade), while 
round the upper tiers arc private boxes. The 
poorer classes (i)eons) sit on the sol side, 
while on the sondira the seats arc more ex- 
pensive, the front three ri:)ws being reserved. 
, The ring proper is about eighty yards in 
diameter, and is covered with well packed 
sand, while surrounding it there is a wooden 
barrier about five feet high, between which 
and' the concrete wall of the structure is a 
passage about six feet wide. Should a torero 
be too closely pursued b\- a bull, he vaults over 
the barrier, and at intervals' there are narrow 
shelters built against the concrete wall, into 
one of which he can go, should the hull jump 
the barrier also, which frecpicntlN' occurs. 
There are double gates at intervals in the bar- 
rier, so that when a bull jumps it, one of the 
doors can be opened, closing up the j^assage, 
so that when tlie bull reaches it, he can easily 
be turned back into the ring. 

On entering the sombra side, one sees just 
opposite, the large gates through Avhich the 
toreros enter, while to the left is the gate 
through which the bulls are let iiUo the ring. 
Immediately opposite the toreros' entrance is 
the. judges' stand, where the judge sits in 
state. with a bugler beside him. The judge's 
.ditties are to 'decide ■^hen each phase of the 
(i&nfe^t is ended which tact is announced to 
the toreros by a bugle call. 

On each side of the ring there is a company 
of soldiers with loaded rifles ; a most necessary 
precaution, as the peons are likely to show 
their disapj-)roval of any of the toreros' work 
])}' throv,'in.g em!)ty bottles, etc^ at them, and 
once anything approaching to a riot begins 
among, these excitable Mexicans, strict meas- 
ures have to be taken at once^ as if a row gets 
vvejl under way, it is difficult to know where 
it will stopT 

At any signs of general disorder, the sold- 
iers level their rifles at the crowd, and al- 
though it has never yet been nccessar\' to pro- 
ceed further than this, they are quite prepared 
to do so should occasion arise, and the gen- 
eral knowledge of this has a most quieting 
effect. The bulls are brouglu to the pens be- 
longing to the ring, from the hacienda where 
they< were brejj, several days before the fight, 
and 'on the morning of the fight are put into 
dark pens, in which the}- are kept for several 
hours in order to enrage them. Thev arc con- 
sidered fit to light when from six to ei.ght years 
of a,gc, and they are specially bred for the 
piirijose, and bcin.g by nature exceedingly 
savage, and also being endowed with long, 
sharp horns, one makes a very nasty customet 
to tackle. 

We will imagine that the judge has taken 
his place, the band strikes up, the gate opens, 
and out rides a .^'orgeously attired itulividual 
oil a fine horse. This is the alguazil, whose 
Innctions consist in aslciug the. judge's |)crmis- 
sion to hold the light, and to lead, tiie toreros 
ill. He rides up to the judge's stand, takes off 
his plumed hat, bows, and asks for the re- 
quiii.d permission, which, having been accord- 
ed, he turns and rides back to the gate. This 
is thrown open and in come the toreros; first 
the esjiadas or matadoror who are followed 
by their respective cuadrillas. consisting nf 
three nioii on foot, the bantlerilleros, .uul two 
niounlcd men, ihe ])icad()res. I'ollowing these 
are the monosabios (servants of the ring) and 
two teams of three mules each, gorgeously 
caparisoned. 

This entrance is a very pretty sight, as all 
the toreros wear most brilliant uniforms con- 
sisting of short jackets and knickerbockers of 
red, green or blue cloth, covered with gold and 
silver lace, i)ink silk stockings, and low shoes. 
Their capes, which are of .silk covered wiii; 
gold lace, are thrown over ihe left shoulder, 
and they wear little three-cornered l.als. of a 
style of several centuries ago. Each torero is 
compelled by law to wear a short queue, and 
Avhen about to engage in a fight, he attaches a 
round black disk about two inches in diameter 
to the upper part of the queue. 

Led by thi- algnazil, they march across 
the ring, and salute the judge, then turiiing 
outwards, they march back to the entrance, 
bowing to the spectato^rs, who are by thi.^^time 
cheering wildly. p'-- 

The espadas throw their capes up to some 
friend in the audience who spreads it care- 
. fully on the rail in front, of him as this is con- 
sidered a great honor; the alguazi! leaves the 
ring, the picadors take up their i)osition near 
ilic barrier, while the other toreros move ir, 
difTcreiit parts of the ring, .and all is ready for 
the fight to begin. 

The judge gives the signal, his bugler 
blows a call, andi.tb«((do.ors from the exit froui 
the bull pens arc'''tbrown open. In rushes a 
bull who -promptly chargcb the first man lie 
sdcs, but with great coolnefes the uUicro hold-;

his cape in fijpnt of him, and as the bull hears 
him he jumps lightly to one side leaving the 
bull to expend his fury on'.t^ervhaimless cape; 

This cape' work is the prettiest part of the 
_jSyhoIe, performance,, a^^^ and ease with 

•i^hlcH'the tofeVo.s''^ of iVr:. bull's ^vay, 

never moving- an inch more than is absolutely 
necessary, is an exhibition of pluck andTskill 
that is worth .going a 'ong \\'ay to sec. 

Sometimes the bull will kee|) after one man 
like a terrier after a. iat, in which case he has 
to make a rush; for the .barrier to a\'ivid;jhim. 
He puts one hand ori' the top'of the bafr-ier, 
vaults lightly o'Ver, and while he is stid in the 
air, the crash of the' btill't ' horns can be Heard 
as he comes up against t'-r barrier at fuil 
speed. He . is baited in this 'way f(M- some 
time, and it is then the turn of the picadors. 
These are mounted on -wretched old screws of 
horses, and as in doing their part they get 
many nasty falls, att'-l often ge<.' struck on the , 
legs by the bull's', horns, they have their legs 
and the lower part.' 0^1 their, bodies encased • : 
arrhoij while Iho upper part is swathed ir. 
bandages. The horse has his ri.glit eye blind- 
folded, as otherwise he could not 1k' made to 
a])[)roach the bull. The picador spurs him, and 
a p'onosabio runs behind, lasliin.g hiu? with a 
whip, and he is brought up close to the bull. 
The picador is armed with a lance about, ten 
feet .long, with a blunt, burr sh.tpt cl pjini,' 
which,h.e; lipids about fo i.- feet from the point. 
The biill ■■charges the horse and receives th v.; 
lance in his shoulder, into which it pciKj'tratei.^ 
to a depth of about two inches, inflicting a 
jiainfiil wound. Qccasionalh- the picador man- 
ages to k'cep him a\vay from '.I;e horse, but 
generally the horse is gored, and thrown right 
ON'cr. The other ' toreros rush in with their 
capes to lead the bull away from the fallen 
picadprj,the .raonps.a.bip assists him tp'ljis fectj 



as' fro.jtf'the -weight of his armor he is unable 
to ns'e^^^^^^ help, and then if the horse is 

able' to'stand, he is indlctl and whipped up on 
to hii legs and the picador mounts again. 

To a novice it is difficult to understaiul 
how anyone can be .got to take the part of a 
picador, lie is the lowest paid of all tiic 
toreros; rii;e times out of ten, when the bull 
charges hi.s hors-", he gets a nast}- fall, the 
horse often rolling cpmpletely over him'; wdrile 
if he is near the barriet' he generally gets 
thrown with great fprce, against it, occasional- 
ly breaking a limbrahd'certainly getting bruis- 
ed and shaken. 

The enormous strength of i!'> bull is shown 
by the way in which lie picks the horse and 
rider oT the .ground -arid Inn Is them over, 
sometimes lilting them two or t'uee feet clear 
of the groyhdV':and-,appar6l^tl;)^^.•vvi|;ll 
fort. When the-picadors' lVav6 '^^ I^art, 
which consists of three varas, oi- thrusts with 
the lance, this being required by law, that is 
to sa}', each bull having received three varas, 
the bugle blows and the jjicadors ride out of 
the ring; the wounded horses getliii.g such at- 
tention as 'na\'ing their wmiii'ds stuffed with 
ha}', banana peels, etc., as should they be able 
to walk by the time the next bull is brought 
in, they have to face him, aiid i)e gored again. 
Only when a horse. is. s'.v badly 'womidcd that

hand and faces the b"ll- He has no cape so 
must depend entirely on his agility to" escape 
the bull's charge. He moves about in front 
of the bull trying to get him to charge, and 
when he does so he plunges the banderillos 
into his shoulders, at the same time s\vervir;g 
to one si-:'ie — the bull's horns apparently miss- 
ing him by a hairsbrcadth. He then runs for 
the barrier, while the other toreros rush in 
- with their capes to lead the bull away from 
hint. 

i This is considered the most dangerous part 
of the performance, and more banderilleros are 
killed and injuied than any other class of tor- 
eros. The object of ])Utting in the banderillos, 
besides to further infuriate the bull, is to 
guide the espada as to where to deliver the 
estocado (thrust with the sword). Thus the 
three pairs are put in, in two rows, one on 
each shoulder, high up close to the withers. 
It is seldoni. that the banderillero gets them 
in at the'firs't attempt; as unless the bull keeps 
his head dow.n he cannot reach the correct 
spot on his withers, so that if the bull raises 
his head before reacliing him, he has to dodge 
like lightning, and trust to the other toreros 
to kcc]) the bull away 'from him. 

^\gaiii the bugle blows, and the espada is 
given his niuleta (red cloth) and sword. The 
latter is a narrow blade about three feet long, 
m.ade. of the best Toledo steel. He walks roiind 
tile ri^ig bowing, while the crowd cheer's mad- 
ly, begging for the dedication of the biili. 
Selecting a part of the audience, he takes off 
his hat, bows and makes them a speech, dedi- 
cating the bull to them, and on the completion 
of the sijeecli, he throws his hat up to them, 
which they keep until he has killed the bull. 

'i'his dedication is considered a great honor, 
and is eagerly sought alter by the audience, 
an.^l should the espada dedicate the .bull to 
some ex-professiorial torero, or to some rich 
amateur instead of to a certain section of the 
audience, the recipient of the honor tucks 
from fifty to one hundred dollars into the band 
of the hat, and throws it down to- him when 
he has killed the bull. 

The espada now wali<s out to meet the bull, 
holding the inuleta with the sword wrapped up 
in it. 'J'lic IniU is 1.))' this time fairly well 
winded, and is only capable of short rushes, 
SO the espada goes . right up tp him, andi^JLiqj 
the bull -charges, he docs not rnbve his feet, 
but, sways his liody from side to side, lead- 
ing the bitll round him with the muleta. The 
d'exterity with which this is done is little 
short of marvellous, as although the bull will 
nearl}- always go for the muleta rather than 
the man, the fineness of the work is judged 
by how close the espada keeps the bull to 
him, and often whenrthe bull has passed him, 
h'e will. Without turning round, bring him back 
again by 'holding the muleta over his shoulder 
and allow the bull to charge him from behind, 
guiding him round him. and swaying his body 
just out of reach of the horns. Sometimes 
he will kneel dovyn and let the bull charge hini, 
and without risiiig: bring him past him with 
the muleta. 

Now conies the final act. Facing the bull 
with the muleta held in the left hanil, across 
the body, he manoeuvres to get the bull to 
stand exactly square to him, as should one 
foreleg be behind tiiC other, the opening be- 
tween the shoulddr blades is closed, and the 
sword will not enter. When he has got him in 
the desired position, he takes aiiii with the 
sword, over his left arm and runs in ; the bull 
jumps to meet him, and he plunges the sword 
up to the hilt between the shoulders. The 
correct position for doing this is, that the 
espada should be right l)etweeu the bull's 
horns, the shock of the thrust, stopping the 
bull momentarily, giving the espada time to 
iuni]) back, but even the best espadas Avill at 
times swerve to one side as the)' deliver the 
lliriisl and let the inill pass them. 

Two toreros w illi cajies now come up, one 
on each side, and keep the bull mo\-ing form 
side li.> side to keep the sword ni()ving in the 
wound, and thus hasten the end. The danger 
is by no means ox er yet, as the s\\-<;/rd may not 
have pierced a vital part, in which case it 
has to be taken out, and another thrust deliv- 
ered. The only way to get it out is to throw 
the end of a cape round the hilt and jerk it 
out, and as can well be imagined, this is by no 
means an easy thing to do as the bull is doing 
his best to .get the man during the |K'rform- 
ance. 2\lan_\- a torero has been killed by a dy- 
in.g bull, as one that is a])pareiit l\' about to 
drop, will suddenly revive for the moment, 
and make a short, quick rush gcttin.g some 
man who through carelessness has got loo 
near him, but presently the bull's legs begin 
to waver, he staggers like a drunken man, and 
then down he goes, and all that remains is to 
deliver the punto. There is a special man, 
crdled the puntero, to do this, aiicl advancing 
cautiously he plunges a .-diort knife into the 
b/uH's brain, just behind the horns. 

The b;ui(l strikes u|), the audience cheers, 
and the espad;i Avilhdrawing the sword, walks 
round the ring acc<:iinpanied by his baiuleril- 
leros. l)owiii.g and rcceivi:ig the plaudits of the 
crowd. Hats by the dozen are thrown into the 
ring, which the toreros pick up and throw 
back again to their owners. If the kill has 
been an especially .good one cigars, ci.gareltes, 
and mcney are ;i!so thrown in. These the 
matador picks up, and puts in his hat, which 
is often lillcd to overflowing. The entrance 
.gates ;Bre thrown open, and the mules come 
in, and|are hitched on to the bodies of. the bull 
and':an# may have killed, while the 

])icia6'rs ride- in, and take up their positions 
in readiness for the next btjll.- 

According to law, at least six bulls must be 



killed at oaGh fight, so that eight are provided, 
'as if a bull will not take his horses and' i-e- 
ceive his three varas, he is taken out again. 
This is done by turning three or four trained 
oxen into the ring who surround him and then 
trot out again, and the bull goes with them 
with the greatest ciocilitj'. Should two bulls 
hav^ tp.;-:be taken-,9 other bull that 

comes':in:'must^6(^^^^ and if a third refuses 
to fight the horses are taken out, and the 
banderillos del fuego are put in. This is a 
most barbarous performance, as close to the 
point of the banderillos there is some highly 
inflamniable substance and when the banderil- 
lero puts tliem in, he pulls a string which is ■ 
attached to a match, which sets fire to this, ■ 
and the buU''^. shoulders arc scprched horribly, ' 
while just before they go out, a ci'ack'er >vliich 
is tied on to the bauderillo^ goes off 'vvjtH:';'k 
bang, making the bull jump and plurige alibtit 
the ring with pain and fear. • ' 

Once he has received his varas he must be 
killed, no matter wdiat happens, and the mere 
fact that he may kill or injure a man or two 
makes no difference, as in this case someone 
else has to take on the job. Should the espada 
whose turn it is to make the kill be injured 
the other espada must do the work; should he 
in turn fail there is a reserve espada who' 
comes out, and after him, should he fail, the 
•rest of the cuadrilhi must tiy in turn. 

At one fight in Spain this seaspn the whole 
cuadrilla was put out of action, and they had 
only succeeded in killing four bulls out of the 
six, and to further illustrate the dangers the 
men incur, it may be mentioned that out of 
forty tpreros who came tOvMexico from. Spain 
last season, twelve were killcfil. • ' - ^ 

.'\s a rule the Mexican is not a .great suc- 
cess as a torero, as if he once gets caught by 
a bull, he loses his ner\e, but some of the 
Spanish toreros arc,,a mass of scars ; and this 
does not seem to affect their nerve in the 
least. 

The salaries commanded by good espadas 
are enormous. > Antonio Fuentes;',,whO',iis.:,torer 
sidered' the best • hi' the - world; get's seviSn 
dre(+ and fifty pounds every time' hfei^b'e'sv.intb 
a ring in Mexico, and during the -'seaSOriVflte 
fights tlircc or four times a -week. . 

The revolting part of the whole biisin'ess'is 
the fiendish cruelty to the horses. The poor 
'brutes have absolutely no chance, and the 
sights one sometimes sees after they have been 
badly,;gpred are too disgusting'- to' mention. 
/■ • The b'ini a.t least dies fighting, and with his 
blood, up,:. and.^is . sp-ts^vage.^a.tbeastythat:; on 
feels no grtet};sympathy with hini.'' 'There 'is 
no doubt ,|that the greater part of the excite- 
ment consists in- the fact of wdiethcr the man 
is going to be gored or not, as not only must 
he take great chance with each bull, but his 
work is not considered good unless , all .hi^ 
movements are:.gfa<:(gfulAand.-ja:p|).a:i;^ 
hurried. ' ■ ' ' . ' 

Other variations are brought in, such as 
jumping over the bull when he charges either 
with a -pole or without,, the torerp (leapiiig.intp 
the air, and allowing the bWl's'riish''1:6.' talc^ 
him past before the jumper comes to earth 
again, but this can only be done once with 
\s'ith au)' one bull, as if it is tried twice, he will 
throw his head up, and get the man. Another 
thing is for the bandillero to put in banderillos 
about si.K inches long, to do Avhicli he has to 
lean right over the bull's head in order to reach 
its shoulders; or to sit in a chair and let the 
bull charge him, rising just as he.is orv. himf.put 
the bandilleros in, and slip to one side; allo\yi- 
ing the hull to strike the chair, which is SmasKi- 
ed to pieces. : . .. V- 

One .good point about the bull-fight' is the 
risks that each man will take to save another, 
and not a fi,glit occurs in wliicli the lives of se\-- 
eral are not saved at the imminent risk of those 
of his companions. Should a bull toss a man, 
the others will lead him away from him with 
their capes, but should the horn enter When 
the bull has his head up. the man will remain 
impaled upon it, and in this case,, the men;.Mpf 
both cuadrillas will dash in, in the most reck- 
less manner, and swarm all o\'er the bull, seiz- 
in.g him by the t.'iil, legs, and the other horn, 
wliile two of ihoni \\\\\ lift the wounded man 
off. .\s they have to dro]) their cai^es to do 
this, ii can easily be seen how hard it is for 
them to get away from the ijull again, without 
his tossing one or two of them. Occasionally 
a bull will refttse to charge the cape, but will go 
for the mail each time, and then a displayijaf 
agility and skill is gi\eu which would' b,C.\haXtl 
to equal, and the risks taken befdl'e the bull-is 
finally killed, are hair raising. ■ •

MALTESE ELECTIONS 

The general elections here are fixed for 
Mond.a}-. The electioneering campaign, which 
has raged around trust or distrust in the hopes 
-and prprnises, given by the English Ministers, 
has been ohe^"a's''a local newspaper affirms,, of , 
mntnal vituperation .and degrading suspicion, 
.Mieration of the Constitution, religion legal- 
ized divorce, and rotten eggs have all been 
pressed into service upon the platform. The 
parties are divided into Nationalists, Diiliis- 
sioiiists and Indei)ciideiits, hjiglish people 
here look on in wonder, if not with much inter- 
est.! J'erhaps not. twelve of them have claimed 
the/right to vote. 
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A meetinpf was held at the Mansion House 
recently on behalf of tlic new British Antarctic 
expedition under Captain vScott, in the report 
of wliich the London Times briefly recalls the 
chief problems that still remain to be solved 
in the area comprised within the Antarctic 
circle. 

At the other end of the {jlobe there is a 
continent at least as large as Europe,, .the 
greater portion of which still reniains-to t)e^<?x- 
plorcd; and explored it will be, if; riot by Ehg- 

■ land, by otlier riatiohs less sated with the glory 
of exploration. A glance at a good ,.'\ntarctic 
chart will show a few names and doubtrul 
jiatches of land round nearly the Avholc of the 
Antarctic circle. The greatest inroad has been 
made in that section of this land which lies 
to the south of New Zealand, and this" work 
has been accomplished by British explorers. 
An area- of great extent, including Victoria 
Ximi and the mountainous region to thp south, 
extending to within loo miles of the South 
Pole, has been explored by the expeditions of 
Scott and Shackle! on. Through their enter- 
prise we are not familiar with th.e nature of 
that vast barrier of ice which extends for some 
500 miles east and west and some 300 miles 
north and south, and beyond which rises the 
.mountainous continent. The east side of that 
barrier impinges upon King Edward VII. 
Xand, for our scanty knowledge of which we 
'are also indebted to the expeditions of Scott 
and Shackleton. Thanks to these expeditions, 
we have not a substantial knowledge of this 
enormous area in many of its aspects. 

The Meteorology of the Antarctic 
The meteorology of the Antarctic before the 
expedition of Captain Scott was very puzzling; 
but the data collected by the discovery cx- 
peditioji and afterwards by the Nimrod expedi- 
tion have helpcd.Iargely to clear up this prob- 
lem: and"- tQ supply meteorologists with ma- 
terials that will enable them to understand 
better those movements of the atmosphere that 
have so important a bearing on climate. But 
still further data in this direction arc required; 
and there can be no doubt that Captain Scott 
will make provision for adding to the valua- 
ble researches made on his previous expedition 
and. supplemented by those of Mr. Shackleton. 
' These researches have a bearing on the 
climatology of 'the whole world, but more 

■ particularly 'on the great continent of Aus- 

• ,tr?iHa and its neighbor New .Zealand; and on 
this score, if upon no other. Captain Scott may 

' look for sub.stantial assistance frona' that sec- 
tion of the Empire, wdncli has alread}- added 
so much to its reputation by tljc work accom- 
phshed on Mr. Siiacklcton's expedition hy the 

i geologist Professor David. 

""-.-^i,.' The observations already collected conccrn- 

i.-iiigfrthe magnetic pole have been a valuable 
Addition to science, but more remains to be 
.done, and we may expect that further import- 

" ant additions will be made by Captain Scott's 
expedition. We may be sure that among the 
.other members of the scientific staff will be a 
thoroughh' trained geologist. In his speech 
at the Mansion Mouse j-esterday Captain Scott 
pointed out that he conld fill up his staff many 
times over with men prepared to ^o without 

• fed'. or reward; but he knows too well what 
■would be the result of such services, and insists 
ihat every member of the stafif shall be fairly 
paid. In this wa}' he will lie able to command 
the services of'th: best men in every depart- 
ment of science. For a solution of Antarctic 
proiilems nothing is of more importance than 
a thorough knowledge of the geology of that 
continent. The collections made by l^rofcssor 
David and others on ">rr. Shackleton's expedi- 
tion, in addition to the work accomplished by 
the Discovery party, promise already to throw 

-considerable light on the history of this forlorn 
land. 

A Fossil Pine Tree 
ft is of great interest to learn that among 
the collection brought back Professor David 
has disco\-ered wdiat may turn out to be a sec- 
tion of a fossil pine tree. If this should be cor- 
rect, it suggests all sorts of ]K)ssibiiities as to 
the Antarctic jiast. In the far north we know 
that where there is nothing now but thickly 
glaciated land there must have been at one 
time temperate, if not sub-tropical, flora and 
perhaps fauna. It would be straiige if this 
enormous Antaix'tic continenl were the only 
land on the face of the earth that has not 
teemed with life at one lime or another. W'e 
may be sure, therefore, that one of the main 
objects of Captain Scott's cx])edition wil be 
to investigate further the geology of the con- 
tinent and to bring back specimens, if they 
.exist and are accessible, which will leave no 
doubt that this ice-bound waste was once 
covered with vegetation, and ma}'- possibly 
even have sustained animal life of a tyjie of 
which there are no signs at the present day. 
Even at present there is \vork for the biologist 
in tile far south, as has been shown by the 
I'vcry curious (liminuti\e specimens brought 
back by Mr. .Shackleton's exptditiou. Here 
also there is still room for further research. 

Of the phj'sical conditions and the geology 
of the Victoria Land side of this section of the 
continent we know now a great deal ; but about 
the other side, King George \'1I. Iwaiul, our 
knowledge is .-•■canty. It is therefore an im- 
portant feature in Ca])t. .Sc(.itt's proposed expc- 
ition that, if [jossible, a party will be ]:)lantcd 
on this side to investigate what appc-ans^to be 
a moimtainous coimtry of great interest. Pbssi-- 
bly, ahso, the explorers may be abl.e to extend 
vljic"; .coast ( line some considerable distance to 
'the ta.stvvards; and. if Dr. Charcot is' success- 
ful, the combined work of the two cxpoditioiis 
might fill up a great gap on that side of the con- 
tinent. We ma}' also take for granted that the 



movements 'of the ice-barrier, and of the gla- 
ciers which arc never at rest, will be care- 
fully studied to ascertain whether, as is con- 
cctured, the ice on this continent is retreating. 
The^'South, Polar Regions. 

These arc some of the chief problems which 
remain for solution on this section of the 
Antarctic continent; and >vliile Captain Scott 
frankly states that one of his main objects is 
to plant the British flag on the South Pole, 
Mvhich we ma.y be surq he. will do^before he re- 
turns, it is evident that he is determined to 
make substantial additions to our scientific 
knowledge of the continent. It is no mere 
idle task wdiich he has undertaken to plant the 
flag at the farthest South. Here we have to 
do with the great plateau of interest to the 
physical geographer and the geologist ; the 
more of it we know the, better, and in this re- 
spect it.is in a very different position from what 
Dr. Cook calls the "boreal centre." Even if 
Captain .Scott is successful up to the fullest 
limit of his desires, much still remains to lie 
done before our knowledge of the Antarctic 
continent will be adetiuatc. We are sure that 
those who wish to know all that is to be known 
abiiut every corner of the home of humanity 
will never rest till the outline of that continent 
is accurately traced, and some further know- 
. ledge of the interior is obtained from every side 
:uid especially from, that on the opposite quart- 
er to the Ross quadrant-;-namely, the Wed- 
clcl quadrant, where the Scottish expedition 
did some very good work. 

Altogether it is evident that the discovery 
of the South Pole is not a mere chase over mov- 
ing ice and a rush back again. Substantial 
additions are sure to be made to human know- 
ledge by any adequately, epuipped expedition ; 
and for these reasons, and for the credit and 
glory of the coitntry which has allowed the 
North Pole to slip out of its grasp, we may he 
sure that Captain Scott will receive all the funds 
required to equip adequately an expedition, 
for the leadership of which no one is better 
qualified, and to carry out which he is, for the 
time at least, relinquishing a brilliant career 
in the Navy. 

Meeting at the Mansion House. 
A meeting in support of the British Antarc- 
tic Expedition, which, according to the expec- 
tation of Captain Scott, will leave this country 
in August next year, was held at the Mansion ' 
House yesterday. It is hoped to raise £40,000 
in this country for the equipment and organiz- 
ation of the expedition; and the assistance has 
been obtained of a strong advisory committee, 
consisting of Major Leonard Darwin, R.E., pre- 
sident of the Royal Geographical Socict}', Lord 
Strathcona, Sir George Taubnian Goldie,.Lord 
Goschen, Lord Howard de "WaldeS. and Sir 
Edgar Speyer. 

The Lord iMayor presided, and there were 
also present Capt. Scott, R.N., and Mrs. Scott, 
Lieut. Evans, R.N , Lord Goschen. Sir Conan 
and I,ady Doyle, Sir Clements Markham, Sir 
i-ulgar Speyer, Sir Alfred Newton, Sir W. 
V'aughan Morgan, Sir Charles \\'akefield, Sir 
T. Broolre-Hitching, Admiral Sir Lewis Beau- 
mont, Capt. R. Muirhead Collins, R.N. (repre- 
senting the Commonwealth of Australia), Dr. 
Scott Keltic, Mr. Sheriff Roll, Mr. Sheriff Sla- 
zcnger, tlie Agents-General for New South 
Wales, Victoria,' and South Australia, and Mr. 
\\'. L. Griffith, secretary to the High Commis- 
sioner for Canada, 

The Lord Mayor said that it ought not to 
l,)c difficult for such a great national under- 
taking to raise the £40,000 required for this 
expedition in London, and when the citizens 
attention had been called to it by that meeting 
no doubt the necessary support would be 
forthcoming. ■ . 1 

Captain Sqott's Requirements 

Captain Scott laid before the meeting the 
plans and objects of the expedition. He said 
that the estimate of £40,000 was based on the 
cost of the Discovery expedition. That expedi- 
tion cost £92,000, but out of that sum ,£51,000 
was siient on the building of the rJisco\'ery her- 
self, and the remainder sufficed to pro\-ision 
the expedition and pay all expenses for three 
years and a quarter. For the present enter- 
prise the ship would cost .■£12,000, and they 
hoped that the balance of £28,000 would cover 
the same expenses as amounted in the case of 
the Discovery to £40,000. he main items 
of the exDenditure were wages, salaries, provi- 
sions, and ship e.xpenses, the biggest item be- 
ing wages and salaries. They might easily 
equic] tlie expedition toniorrcjw with gcnllemcii 
who were ]:)repared to go without any salar}- at 
all. but in that case, they would have, a geolo- 
gist who did not know any geology, and a 
cook who could not cook. The laborer 
was worthy of his hire, and the wages hill 
was therefore one which they could not largely 
reduce. As to provisions, they could ])rotit 
greatly by past experience, and the jiatriotic 
feeling of commercial linns and olher consi- 
derations, would enable them to run that part 
of the expedition more cheaply than had hith- 
ert<? been done. Again, experience had shown . 
that the balloon wnich they took with them 
at a cost of £1,500, to enable ihem to sec 
over the ice wall, was unnecessary. Talcing 
all tilings into account, he hoped that £46, • 
000 would be enough to co\-er the exjiedition 
for one year of work-. If that sum was con- 
tributed by this country then he hoped that, 
with the co-operation of the Over-seas Do- 
minions;; they> might raise a sura sufficient 
to' carry on the work until it was finished, 
that was to say, if necessary, for a second 
and possibly a third sea.son. He would pVe- 
fer a rer|uest for support to the government 
of the Cominonwcalth of Australia, because, 
the scicntilic work of an expedition of that 



kind — its mctercolo,gical and magnetic ob- 
servations — was possibly of greater use to 
the countries which lay adjacent to the region 
of research than it was to the Homeland. 
The Objects of the Expedition 
Coming to the objects of the expedition, 
Captain Scott referred to the lost pre-emin- 
ence of Aireat Britain in the field of Arctic ex- 
ploration. He said, hoxyever, that there was 
no nation that had anywhere approached us 
in the quantity of work done and information 
obtained from those frozen regions of tht? 
South. In 1840 Sir James Ross's great ex- 
pedition set forth and disco.^-.cred an immense 
tract of land thousands of miles south of any 
known land in the world. The years passed 
bviand nob.ody.had con,tinued that exploration. 
TliSti"''te'n' ' years'' ago'''- Sir ' Clem ents Mftrklancl 
started the movement tor furthering the ex- 
jiloration of the Antarctic, and it was his am- 
bition to complete that work. The question 
Avas : Did our countr}-men, or (.lid the}' not, 
M'ant a British subject to be the first to get to 




The 'cbriflict between growing knowlcd.qe 
and traditional or long-established belief, i)c- 
tween open-minded reception of new trutlis 
diid i)rcjudiced adherence to the old, is a con- 
dition of mental progress in all departments of 
knowledge. Science, no less than theology, has 
its orthodoxies and, untfcthodoxies, its defeinid-- 
crs of the faith aiid Its' 'Heretics ; and in''t|ic 
domain of science, as in that of theology, the 
■heresy of one age becomes the accepted belief 
of the next. It is probable that Galileo in tiic; 
seventeenth century, or Darwin in the nine- 
teenth, caused as much commotion in scientific 
as in theological dovecotes. But the general 
public — as has been abundantly shown by edit-. 
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the South Pole? He believed that as things 
were, though we envied nobody for what was 
past, the British people cherished that ambi- 
tion. He would not exalt Polar exploration 
into . the great ain\ of a nation, but a great 
nation must strive to excel in every direction 
of human enterprise. As for himself, he was a 
naval officer, and since the Discovery expedi- 
tion he had commanded a first-class cruiser 
and three battleships. He was now employed 
at the Adinirally, and he was completely satis- 
lied with his position as a na\'al olTicer. He 
mentioned this merely to impress upon them 
that he did believe in this cause, and sooner 
than see it fall through he had himself come 
forward. It required at this moinent an ex- 
perience and knowledge of the previous ex- 
peditions which only he and Mr. Shackleton 
possessed. LJufortunatcly, though Mr. Sliackle- 
ton could have done this work a great deal 
better than he could lie was unable to do so, 
and if nothing had been done a few weeks ago, 
any llrilisii subject whn had conu- lorward al 
a later time would have found liin-.self awk- 
wardly confronted with possible rivalry, lie 
held that the personality of a man who under- 
took a Polar expedition, nv any other national 
work, should be sunk in favor nf the work 
itself, and therefore there need lie no fear 
that the dignity of the countr}' would suffer 
from anything which' was done ii\' tluii ex- 
pedition, lie and his coini'ades might fail, 
but the nation should have no cause for doubt- 
ing the story which they tpld.

cational discussions in this country — is more 
readily attracted or repelled by the religious 
aspect, real or supposed, of any subject than 
by the merits or demerits of the subject itself; 
and the dealings of the Vatican with Galileo, 
or of English theologians with Darwin, have 
a\lfakened more popular interest than the 
Copcrnican astronomy or the doctrine of evo- 
lution. l',y personal, concrete instances, and 
by them only as a rule, is brouf^ht home to 
average men the age-long struggle between 
the forces of contented ac(iuiesceiice in a status 
quo and fresh light of growing knowledge, 
which is always going on around them in 
rgljgion, science, in politics, in economics, and 
in almost every sirbjecf of human 'interest. 
Briefly speaking, this is the conflict between 
faith aiul criticism. Faith, in the sense of 
adherence to the status quo of doctrine and 
k'nowdedgc, is alwa}-s being ronfronletl by 
criticism, b)- the spirit i.if iiKpiir}' opening uj) 
new A'istas of research, testing traditional be- 
liefs, c|uestioning unverified conclusions, or, 
demurring to the dictates of il-informed au- 
thority. Faith is generally timid and fears 
criticisi?', denouncing it at first, and if possi- 
ble suppressing it : but not infrequently end- 
ing b\- the acce|itance of what it once con- 
demned as flangerous, so that the heresy of 
one a.ge becomes the orthodoxy of ils suc- 
cessors. It is only natural that faith — theo- 
logical, scientific, or other — should shrink 
from new modes of thought or new points of 
view about vulnerable beliefs, and should dis- 
pute or discourage criticism. But little harm 
results from such an attitude; except where 
it is armed \vith sufficient power, temporal or 
spiritual, to enforce its objections b\' jiains 
and penalties njion individuals. 

Wo know Old}' too well fronv history the 
result of such power as enj>';}-ed b}- the - me- 
die\'al Church ; we see it before our eyes in 
the treatment meted oiit by the Church of 
Rome today. to those wlio, like the late Father 
Tyrrell, ^vithstand her aiithority in the name 
of progress and eniighteninent. ' Our owji 
branch of the Catholic Church, happily, has. a 
different talc to tell. Not that there has ever 
been wanting in England the intolerance and 



unreasonableness of a faith that fears and de- 
fies criticism. There have been in ever}'- a.ge, 
there are no doubt now, good and earnest 
Christians who would send one another to 
the stakej if ;:the^:iCOul(l too many 
disciples of tHe.tPi^i'n'ce'br^'K^ even ■ 

-ipw,:.like "the finest jieasantry" of a-neigh- 
iDoriri'g island, 
"Fighting like devils for conciliation. 

And hating each other for the love 01 God." 
But, happily "for themselyes and for others, 
they cannot give effect to their spiritual aii- 
tipathies by an immediate use of temporal 
power. They have time to reconsider their 
position; and it is often reconsidered, by their 
-sucicessors if not b}' themselves. Many still 
living can remenil.ier the outcry, almost incred- 
ible now. that was raided hy the publication 
of "Essays and Reviews," The two archbish- 
ops and twenty-five 'bishops, .giving expression 
no doubt to the mass of contemporary opi..ion 
among English churchmen, condemned the 
book as essentially at variance with many 
jfundamental doctrines of the Church. When 
'one of the essayi.--ts, a few years afterwards, 
was recommended for a bishopric by Mr. 
Gladstone, there were loud outcries of pro- 
test in the Church ; but he lived to sec opin- 
ions once held to be subversive of true faith 
become a commonplace of orthodox belief^ and 
died within recent memory amid universal 
respect as Archbishop of Canterbury. "I 
joined in writing this book," wrote Dr. Tem- 
ple afterwards, "in the hope of breaking 
through that mischievous reticence which, go 
where I would, I found perpetually destroy- 
ing the truthfulness of religion. I wished to 
encourage raen , to ;Sp.eak ^ Qut.''; Men, do speak 
oiit ri6w witli' greater frced6nf;iJmtf w 
hindrance from ecclcsiastical^^.authority — per- 
haps because Bishops llieraisc'ives^"''arc wiser 
and more tolerant of the newer learning; 
while Churchni'jn in general are beginnin,<>- to 
realize that criticism — in other words, intelli- 
gent study of the Bible itself, or -pf .doctrines 
founded upon it — is a force that mitst l^e reck- 
oned with, whose onward ,mari:h;jca!n,no^^ 
be withstood' by the'' metlipds' of'f lCirig 'Canute 
or of Mrs. Partington. In the mental atmo- 
sphere of the present day such outbreaks of 
intolerance, finding vent at times in outra.ge- 
ous insolence, as met the speculations of 
.Bishop Colenso upon the Pentateuch are prob- 
ably impossible. The ■• .vieiirs5-.(;jf 5" j^lenso, as 
those of the Essayists;^arid'^R%iewers, may 
now be heard fr,om the hiqst •Wthorox pulpits, 
yet "nobody seems one penny the worse.'-' 

There is one .great result of the4ne\y,er 
learning for English-speaking people wliicH'is 1 
doing much, and may yet do more, to minim- 
ize the opposition between faith and criticism. 
The Revised Version of the English Bible, 
cnibodyin.g the labors of .generations of com-, 
petent schiilars, aiul representing for English- 
men the best attainable certainty as to what 
the Bible really says, is gradually winning its 
way; and its acceptance by faith implies acqui- 
escence in criticism. On its first appearance 
it was violently and recklessly assailed (espe- 
cially in the Quarterly Review) by men who 
should have known better, and who for a time 
,:^ot the ear of a public unable to test their, as- 
sertions; nor was it coiiiniended to general ap- 
proval by the fact that here and there the Re- 
visers overstepped the dividing line between 
accuracy and pedantry by unnecessary alter- 
ation of words and thythms that had become 
familiar as household words ttpoii the lips of 
English Churchmen, hut, for all'that, it: is a 
great work, and makes for progress and liber- 
alit}' in reli.gious thought. Its mere existence 
is a plea for free inquiry into the text of the 
Scriptures, and into doctrines founded upon 
imperfect knowledge of that text. It signi- 
fies the death of those ideas of verbal inspira- 
tion current for so many geiieratiohs, which 
held the field within the memory of men now 
living. It justifies the idea for which criticism 
long contended in vain, and ^vhicll scarcely 
fifl}- years a.go was still scouted as rank heresy, 
that the books of the Bible, on their literary 
side, may be treated like any other literature 
and by the same principles of critical inquiry.' 
It forms for the plahi man, unversed in critical 
speeulafion, but desirous to know the truth; 
and unwilling to accept the mere assertion of 
authority in n.atters where he can jiulge for 
himself, a basis for a])]iroaching to the besv 
of his abjlity and o]:)portunity the reli.gious 
problems of the day. It is a visible argument 
for that free movement of thought and inquiry 
without which theology, once the "queen pi 
sciences,' may be relegated to a sterile and .un- 
progressive fixity. — L6ndon Time's.

Mr. Taft and the Far East 
Unlike other presidents, Mr. Taft came into 
ofYice with a personal knowledge of foreign 
peoples and affairs. He had lived in the 
Philippines for three' years as Governor of the 
islands; he had charge of the Panama, canal 
for four years and visited the isthmus more 
• than once; HeJiad been io-Gufaa to create order 
out of disorder— in 1th"e' insurrection of 1906"; 
he had been sent to Rome to negotiate with 
Pope Leo XHI the purchase of agricultural 
lands belonging to religious orders in the 
Philippines ; and he had, a year before his 
election, paid a visit to Japan and China and 
■returned home by way of' Siberia and Europe. 
He was known as "the travelling member" of 
the jRoosevelt cabinet, arid he certainly earned 
the title. " Success 'attended air his missions ; 
■troubles seemed to vanish before his genial 
smile' and whole-hearted, friendly manner. He 
. was giving much all the time but he gained 
more — a valuable insight into Weltpolitik. 
which was an imknown word to Americans 
until very recently. Thti's ; equipped he en- 
tered the White Plouse. 

Mr. Taft's methods are not spectacular. 
Hence there was no declaration of foreign 
. policy^ no pronuncijamento. tha$ the administra- 
tion intended ito blaze a patlv W coitii^ in 
the Far East or. South America. The first 
intimation that China was constantly in Mr. 
Tafi's mind came indirectly through the Wash- 
ington correspondents, who told us v^f the im- 
portance which the President attached to the 
PrKin legation and his painstaking search for 
man of business to succeed Mr. Rockhill. 
Mr. Rockhill had . distingitisU^d ., liiin^elf at 
Pekin,as a diplomats t",. arid. His t'ra^^ to 
Si. PtJi^eirsburg. caus surprise/ unU it 

was iearned^.V^ iaims. wefe. Al- 

most s'iniultariebusly with the appointment of 
Mr. Crane, the h'fiiad 'of a great manufacturing 
concern in Chicago, came .the American de- 
mand for a share in the Szechuan Railway loan'" 
with all its long sequel of negotiations. The 
American press quickly realized that here was 
an international affair involving national 
rights. There was a. manfiil . endeavor to ac- 
quaint ..tHe "American public ' with all • the nice- 
ties -bf "diplomacy and intricacies of railway 
concessions in the' Celestial Empire. "The 
American dollar with the American man be- 
hind it and tlie American Go\ernment behind 
both" became the slogan of the new campaign. 
The Administration was convinced of the great 
political and commercial future of that coiui- 
try, seized the moment for action, and wisely 
made the; bankers of Wall Street play the game 
which', was at once in its own and their own 
interest. 

In the attempt to show forth the United 



Of course, in this development she 
Vviii require much foreign material, and in a 
perfcctlj^ legitiiiiate and friendly way Secretary 
Knox has determined that we shall have out- 
share. When I was in China some thirty 
years ago the foreign business was largely iti 
the hands of Some line old American houses.

"There is no m3'stery or secrecy about my 
mis.sion to the East. I go there under the

a profound respect for^and greiat confidence "in " 
the Chinese people, a great desire to serve well 
the people who send me i^o far, and pride in 
the spirit of the programme to be carried out. 
Whatever is for the p'rospcrity and betliefit of 
the Chinese is the best thing for. ns." 

in air ,this; there is nothing at variance with 
British policy; Experience may be relied upon 
to' correct this vie\y that Phina ca,n solve her 
tremendous *pr6blems' without outside aid. 
Observers have already pointed out here that 
the Imperial Customs Service is the only 
department of the Chinese Government which 
can claim efficiency, and that that efficiency 
is due to Sir Robert Hart and his able fellow- 
workers. Of course, Hritish merchants in 
China must prepare to meet another com- 
Ijetitor/but they cannot resentiair, competition ., 
■and, .indeed, may appreciate it' ih contrast to 
another kiiid. 

■ ' Central and South America ■ 

So much for China. There remain Central 
and South America, apart from certain otlter 
minor fields, in which American entcrpri-se is 
also visible. In regard to the American 
Republics Mr. Taft and Mr. Knox, his Secre- 
tary of State, are carrying on the work of Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Root. It. is but natural that 
the United: States. jshould seek to the south- 
ward a firm 'cprnme^ position, if oiily to 
strengthen the political cla.im embodied., in 
the Monroe doctrine. The danger of a Euro- 
pean challenge of that doctrine is ever present- 
so long as the chief creditors of the Central 
and South American Republics are European. 
The process of transferring the major portions 
of the obligations of the Central American 
Republics has been hastened since Mr. Taft 
assumed office. Guatemala, Honduras, and 
Costa Rica have effected or are effec^ng' 
arrangements by ^vhich their debts 'will be 
written mainly in the ledgers of Wall' Street. 
There can be po resentment at such develop- 
ments; the hondholdcrs of the Republics have 
had too much experience to object tO an escape 
without inconvenience or loss. 

In the South American field, however, 
conditions are different, the problem of finan- 
cial dominance far greater and more complex. 
During the' last six months we have learned 
of the plctn for the '.establishment of a 'Cbain 
of American banks embracing jiot only Central 
but South America; information has also be.en 
forthcoming of the determined entry of Chica- 
go interests into the nseat trade of Argentina. 
The apparent alliance of one of the strongest 
financial institutions of New York with the 
IJcef Trust has been mentioned in The Times, 
as also the natural deduction that the two

ccrned and throw suspicion on all their mo- 
tives. That was certainly not the Administra- 
tion's idea. The .'Administration entered the 
field with perfectly clean hands, and in the 
enjoymenjt of a full measure of Chinese con- 
fidence on account of its repayment of a good 
part of. the Boxer indemnity. It was and is, 
thei"efore, in an exceptionally strong position, 
and naturally it is utilizing and will utilize its 
advantages to the full. Your Special Corre- 
spondent who lately visited the Far East has 
shown why Great Britain has every reason to 
be glad of American intervention in Chinese 
affairs, and it is safe to say that this Govern- 
snsnt- relies on British co-operation in a policy 
wijbse aim is to help China to develop her 
rcsources in a way beneficial alike to herself 
and her helpers. 

Mr. Crane on China 
^ No sooner was Mr. Crane appointed to the 
United States legation in Pckin than he be- 
gan to cntlino the Administration's reasons 
for energetic action in the Middle Kingdom, 
Speaking to the American Asiatic Association 
Bt a farewell dinner given to him here some 
weeks ago he quoted Mr. Taft's speech at 
Shanghai in- 1907 to the efifect that the United 
States does; not covet; China's territory nnr 
grudge her prosperity nor resent her inde- 
pendence and power and he added in a passage 
which deserves to be (juoted in full: — 

"With otu- Western country filling up .with 
a fine, strong body of men, with our extensive 
shore-line on the Pacific, and our jjowcrs of 
production calling for outside market.';, we are 
singularly fortunate at this moment to have 
at the head of our Government one ^vho under- 
s<aff4|,^:^^V 'ikbn Xjonditions existing around 
tHe'Pacific",''bne who has so profound a sympa- 
thy, for the people, struggling up toward the 



first struggle between strongly intrenched 
European interests and the unhesitating enter- 
prise of .American newcomers is likely to tak'o 
place. But the struggle is bound to extend 
throughout the whole southern half of llie ■ 
contincni L'ndoubtedly Americans have at 
last a^vakcncd to the potentialities of trade and 
commerce in South America. The revival of 
the agitation for a shi]) subsidy has accom- 
panied the sudden recognition of the fact that 
the United States is speedily reaching llie stage 
at which it will consume all its foodstuffs and 
may some day have to import them. The 
Beef Trust's search for new sources of supply 
led its emissaries soulhward, aikl'they have 
come back bringin.g report of a land of milk 
and honey. They have now enlisted the in- 
terest of New York capitalists. Here, probably 
is the beginning of a great movement whn.;c 
end can only be the domination, financially 
and commercially^ of South' America by the 
United States — an. end as yet far oflf, although 
it is to be said that Americans move qtiickly. 
The Purpose q£ Expansion 
Looked at from a broad standpoint, what 
is the meaning of this determined invasion 
of foreign fields of commerce and diplomacy? 
Ill the first place it must be remembered that 
this country becomes year- by year a largo 
producer of manufactured articles. Pondstuifs 
in ;S99' formed 45 per cent of tlie ^■alue of 
American -expQrts;' this year they constitute 
2/ per cent. As has been pointed out before, 
the present tendency is for the American 
people to consume all the foodstuffs they 
produce, to occupy themselves more and more 
with manufactures, to live in towns and not 
on farms. In course of time tlie surplus of 
manufactured ])roducts will more and more 
exceed that of natural ])ni(lucts; to keej) mills 
and factories \vorkin.u- will require an ever

RARE OLD SPOONS 

Famous American Collection 
Little, is known about tlic few worldly pos- 
sessions which the Pilgrim Fathers took with 
them in the Mayflower,_but it.has been sug- 
gested that the American craze for old silver 
was begun by a few Apostle spoons being 
claimed as part of the belongings of the sturdy 
Indepen.dents who left their native Boston in 
1620. Collectors know to their cost the force 
of American competition in the market, and, 
in the past decade more remarkable adx'ances 
in the value of old silver have been witnessed 
than even in the value of pictijres. Hitherto, 
American buyers have purchased for "keeps," 
but, as in the cases of the Van .'\ntwerp books 
a-.id the Benson Greek coins, an American 
collection of old silver has been released, hav- 
■ing been bought by an English -firm — Messrs. 
Lrichton Brothers — well known in the arena 
at Christie's. 

This collection was formed by Mr. E. H. 
Gay, of Boston, I\Iass., and, at the outset, it 
is interesting to note that it appropriately con- 
taiits a relic of the Lincolnshire Boston, in the 
shape of an^^Elizabethan, standing salt, which 
until 1837, form,e(i..part>of the Corporation 
plate, when it Was ' sold,- with a pair of 1582 
tazze,' to one Thomas Hopkins. Over, three 
years ago these beautiful pieces appeared at 
Christie's, and, as duly .recorded in these col- 
umns at the time, the tazze realized £2,900, 
and the noble bell-shaped 1600 .standing salt 
,£1,520, These sums caused a stir on the other 
side, and in . some quarters it was openly re- 
gretted .th^t the Pilgrim^-'Fathers had, not-jemu- 
lated thtf Heed'of spoiling i the Egyptians xvhcw 
leaving these shores. 

•' Although owning many large and import- 
ant-pieces' of 'sil><er-d.ecoration, Mr. Gay found 
his real flair ifr'the'- quest after old spoons. 
'Despite the- constant references in ancient 
chronicles to silver spoons, it remains one of 
the puzzles of history to know wdiat became 
of the silver spoons fashioned before the -fif- 
teenth century. Abbot Wulketul gave back 
to Cro3'land twelve spoons of silver in\ip85. 
Roger, A.rchbishop .of York, mentions forty 
left among his plate. Yet in the detailed in- 
■vc'ntory* of Sir John Fastolfc, who had an 
enormous collection of silver plate in the first 
half of the fifteenth century, there arc only 
sixteen spoons with the tops "gylt like pcrle," 
together with thirteen [)resumably Apostle 
spoons. The fact remains that no silver spoons 
are discoverable older than about 147c, and il; 
is the best explanation to conjecture'that those 
made earlier went back into the melting pot 
either for money or- for the silversrriith's use. 

Shakespeare on Spoons 
The custom, begun in the fifteenth century, 
of sponsors at - christetiings giving' Apostle 
spoons to their godchildren accounts for the 

survival of many of these ])resents. Such 
spoons had at the end of the handle the gilt 
fi,gurc of one of tlie Twelve .Apostles. 'JMie 
rich would bestow a complete set on some 
liapp\' child and even lo be born \v\i\\ one 
■^''silver s])oon in its mouth" was a good au,gury 
for another; Shakespeare connnents on the 
custom in "Henry yill.." when the King asks 
Cranraer to stan^ godfather to "a fair young 
maid." Cranmer answers, "How may I de- 
serve such honour that am a poor and humble 
subject?" Whereupon the King, affecting to 
suspect Cranmer of having a frugal mind, re- 
joins, "Come, come, my lord, }'ou'll sp;ire your 
s])ooiis !" Alan}' /Vposlle spoons from the time 
of llenry VI 11. to Charles 11. are in the Gay 
collection, hut there is no conijilete set (with 
the Master spoon) of the same year, and of 
the same manufacture as that series of thir- 
teen, dated 1536, .sold for £4,900 at. Christie's 
01* July 16, 1903, or again of that 1626 set pre- 
sented to the Goldsmith's company by the late 
l\]r. (iCorgc l-.ambert. 

Vet the collection may boast a 'J.90 s|)oon, 
with a "(iiamond" ou top; ,-uul that othei fif- 
teenth-century rarity a writhen-top s]:)oon. 
There is also a lion sejant of Kli/.abetli's time, 
together with slipped-.-^talk specimens from 
llenry VIII. to Charles II. In the seul-toji 
section, covering the same period, there is the 
exceptionally rare example bearing the date 
mark 1544, with the lion pa.ssant mark, this 
I cing the year when this standard niark was 
first used. Many rare Purit;ui spoons inchule 
"hoof-end" types, rare e\-en for the Cunnnon- 
v.ealth and the later types completely repre- 
sent those which followed down tp tlie end 
of .Anne's rei.gn. 

ISeside.-i the liosion cup .-dready nienticnied, 
there are numeruus large sideboard pieces. 
Suqh arc a 1688 , gilt, cup and cover engraved 
■\viih the Royal^'arrns and cipher, having bc-- 
longed to William III. and Mary, and after- 
wards to Anne ; and the wine cup of Charles 
]., a large Monteith bowl of Queen Anne; 
and the Sluart ineces include a massive 
Charles II. salver with "cut card" decoration.

Possibly thiS' may be attributable to 
the fact that a few bad-tempered ones made 
people a little nervous about housing enor- 
mous creatures that would be distinctly dan- 
gerous if they v/ere not amiable. /'\s a matter 
of "fact, the modern dog, unless his disposition 
has'.bcen ruined by confinement or bad usage, 
is very gentle and easily cpntrolled. it is -not 
an unusual thing to sec a lady in a London 
sidDurb exercising hall a dozen or more at 
the same time, all under perfect control. 'I'hoir 
.great intelligence and devotion to niiistcr or 
mistress make them ideal companions, sup-^ 
posing one has sufficient accomnlodation. 
Writing as' long ago as the early part of the 
nineteenth century Syclenham Edwards said of 
tlic dog: "Not noisy, but of approved dignity 
becoming his intrepid character, he keeps his 
state in silence." A very apt description even 
noAV. ' The stories which wc hear of Danes 
standin.g 36 inches high at the . houlder must 
he received with a good deal )f incredulity. 
Probably the measurement would not admit 
of verification, although dogs have been known 
2 inches less. In the standard the minimum 
height for a dog is put at 30 inches, and for 
a bitch at 28 inches. Size, however,' is use- 
less unless accompanied by symn-.etry, for the 
Dane is nothing if not built' on graci.ful as 
well as powerful lines. It is this that consti- 
tutes a large part of his beauty His general 
contour is most pleasing.,' Mrs. Horsfall's fa- 
mous Champion Hannibal of Re Igrave was'iioH 
a ijig dog-, but his proportions were,.perfcct^ 
which enabled him to score ovei ,all rivals. 

Tlic did) standard in describing the general 
appear.-tnce says he should be an upstanding, 
determined animal, with symir.etrical outline 
of body, niuscular quarters, head carried high 
on a long, clean neck, standing strong ' and 
firm ;on an four legSj..^^^ a- proud, alert ex- 
pressi6'h. ' The' Mtjpi'i iniist be. free, with long-, 
swinging strides,' indicating great galloping 
power. In markings we may have brindles, 
blacks, fawns, blues and harlequins, the blacic 
patches on the latter showing clearly on a pt'tr* 
white ground. In Germany the harlequin is 
frequentl}' referred to as the "tiger" dog-, a 
horse of that color being so named. Much 
stress is laid tippn purity of color in Germany, 
and, this is a point ncjne too easily obtained, 
If brindles are continually mated together, for 
instance, the charactei'istic markings b.ecome 
less and less distinct, and the tm'ion of thi 
two harleciniiis jn-oduccs too much white.
